JOURNAL  OF  THE  COUNCIL 


Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd, 
Yorkville,  S.  C,  Tuesday,  May  2,  A.  D.  1911. 
The  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-first  Annual  Council  of  the 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  was  called  to  order 
by  the  Right  Reverend  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  after  the 
celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion  by  the  Bishop,  assisted 
by  Rev.  W.  B.  Gordon,  Rev.  Dr.  Kershaw,  Revs.  A.  R. 
Mitchell,  H.  H.  Covington,  and  the  rector  of  the  Parish,  Rev. 
T.  T.  Walsh. 

The  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  W.  H.  K.  Pendleton, 
from  I  St.  Tim.  3:15. 

The  roll  of  the  clergy  as  presented  by  the  Bishop  was 
called  by  the  Secretary  of  the  last  Council.  There  were 
found  present  thirty-two  clergymen  entitled  to  all  privileges 
of  Council,  and  four  entitled  to  seat  and  voice  but  not  to 
vote — thirty-six  in  all. 

The  Secretary  called  the  roll  of  churches  and  deputies. 
Forty-eight  deputies,  representing  txeenty-two  parishes  and 
eight  missions,  were  found  present. 

A  constitutional  quorum  in  both  orders  being  present, 
Council  was  declared  duly  organized.  The  Bishop  appointed 
as  a  Committee  on  the  Roll  of  the  Clergy :  Revs.  A.  E. 
Cornish,  O.  T.  Porcher,  F.  PI.  Harding;  and  as  a  Committee 
on  Credentials  of  Lay  Deputies :  Messrs.  W.  R.  Dehon, 
W.  H.  Johnson,  M.  D.,  L.  H.  Meares,  to  whom  the  rolls  were 
referred. 

The  election  of  a  Secretary  being  in  order,  Rev.  A.  S. 
Thomas  was  nominated.  On  motion,  rules  were  suspended 
and  the  chair  cast  the  unanimous  vote  of  Council  for  the 
nominee. 

Mr.  William  Godfrey  was  nominated  as  Treasurer.  On 
motion,  rules  were  suspended  and  the  Secretary  cast  the 
unanimous  vote  of  Council  for  the  nominee. 
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Welcome  to  the  church  and  city  was  extended  to  the  Coun- 
cil by  Rev.  T.  T.  Walsh,  rector,  and  by  Hon.  John  Hart, 
mayor.

The  Secretary  presented  the  applications  of  the  missions 
at  Manning  and  at  Ryan  to  be  admitted  into  Council, 
These  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Admission  of 
New  Parishes. 

On  motion,  Council  adjourned  until  9:30  A.  M.  tomorrow.

Resolved,  That  this  Council  desires  to  record  its  gratitude  to  God  for 
that  inestimable  gift. 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  the  rector  of  this  parish 
be  requested  to  arrange  for  some  day  or  night  of  this  week  a  public 
service  to  celebrate  this  three  hundredth  anniversary. 

Resolved,  That  this  Council  would  urge  upon  all  our  people  that  the 
true  and  best  way  in  which  we  may  manifest  our  gratitude  for  the  pos- 
session of  so  great  a  treasure,  and  our  appreciation  of  the  work  of  our 
forefathers  in  the  faith  is  to  devote  ourselves  to  such  increased  study  of 
God's  Holy  Word  as  will  enable  us  to  make  best  use  of  so  invaluable  a 
gift,  and  win  for  our  Church  today  such  leadership  in  Bible-study  as 
that  which  she  possessed  in  the  past. 

The  Bishop  read  his  Annual  Address.    (Vide  Appendix  I.) 

On  motion,  the  portion  of  the  Bishop's  address  referring 
to  the  matter  of  a  negro  suffragan  Bishop  was  made  the 
special  order  for  4  P.  M.  today. 

The  Rev.  W.  B.  Gordon,  the  President,  read  the  Annual 
Communication  of  the  Standing  Committee.  It  was  received 
and  ordered  printed  in  the  Journal.     (Vide  Appendix  III.) 

On  motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  various  parts  of  the  Bishop's  Address  be  referred 
to  the  committees  charged  with  the  respective  matters. 

Rev.  K.  G.  Finlay  read  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese.  It  was,  on  motion,  received  and  ordered  printed  in 
the  Journal.     (Vide  Appendix  IV.) 

Rev.  John  Kershaw,  D.  D.,  read  the  report  of  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund.  It  was,  on  motion, 
received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance.  (Vide 
Appendix  VI.) 

On  motion  of  Rev.  John  Kershaw,  D.  D.,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  reports  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Advancement 
Society  relative  to  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund  and  the  other  perma- 
nent funds  held  in  trust  by  the  said  society,  be  published  in  the  Journal 
of  Council  as  information.    (Vide  Appendix  VI.) 

The  reports  of  the  Treasurer  of  Council  were  submitted. 
They  were  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance.     (Vide  Appendix  V.)

A  memorial  was  presented  by  the  Secretary  from  the  Sun- 
day schools  of  the  city  of  Charleston  requesting  that  action 
be  taken  by  Council  looking  to  an  arrangement  by  which  the 
current  expenses  of  the  Sunday  schools  in  the  Diocese  shall 
be  borne  by  the  respective  churches,  so  that  the  Sunday 
schools  may  give  their  offerings  for  missionary  purposes. 
This  was  referred  to  the  Sunday  School  Commission. 

A  memorial  was  also  presented  from  the  Sunday  school  of 
Trinity  church,  Columbia,  in  reference  to  providing  for  a 
traveling  Secretary  to  improve  the  Sunday  school  work  in 
the  Diocese.    This  was  also  referred  to  the  same  commission. 
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The  Secretary  presented  the  official  notice  of  the  changes 
in  the  Constitution  of  the  Church,  proposed  by  action  of  the 
last  General  Convention.  The  notice  was  received  and 
ordered  printed  in  the  Journal.     (Vide  Appendix  VIII.) 

The  reports  of  the  Registrar  and  the  Assistant  Registrar 
were,  on  motion,  received  and  ordered  printed  in  the  Journal, 
the  portion  referring  to  the  appropriation  being  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Finance. 

REPORT  OF  THE  REGISTRAR. 

The  Registrar  begs  to  report  that  he  has  obtained  through  the 
courtesy  of  Rev.  W.  H.  Holmes  the  Lucas  copy  of  the  Gissendanner 
records  of  the  early  church  at  Orangeburg,  and  has  had  a  careful  copy 
made  of  same,  which  has  just  been  completed,  and  will  be  bound  in 
uniformity  with  the  other  records  in  his  keeping.  This  copy  contains 
not  only  the  records  of  Mr.  Gissendanner,  but  some  interesting  and 
valuable  notes  pertaining  to  the  history  of  the  Orangeburg  church.  The 
record  covers  the  period  from  1737  to  1761. 

Have  had  bound  the  Journals  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  from 
1900  to  1911  in  three  volumes  and  deposited  same  with  the  copies  of  the 
preceding  years  amongst  the  archives  of  the  Diocese. 

As  bearing  upon  the  history  of  the  Church  in  Cheraw,  have  purchased 
a  copy  of  the  recently  published  new  edition  of  Bishop  Gregg's  "Historv 
of  the  Old  Cheraws." 

I  again  take  this  opportunity  of  urging  upon  the  clergy  and  laity 
the  importance  of  aiding  the  Registrar  in  his  efforts  to  obtain  anything 
bearing  upon  the  history  of  the  Church  in  South  Carolina,  not  only  of 
the  earlier  but  also  of  the  later  period.  Any  information  or  records 
will  be  gladly  received. 

I  was  informed  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  that  the  sum  of  fifty 
($50)  dollars  had  been  appropriated  at  the  meeting  of  the  last  Council 
for  the  work  of  the  Registrar,  if  needed.  I  have  found  it  necessary  to 
draw  on  him  for  twenty-five  ($25)  dollars  of  this  amount.  I  would, 
therefore,  ask  this  Council  to  reappropriate  the  other  half,  namely, 
twenty-five  ($25)  dollars,  for  the  coming  year's  work.  I  think  this  will 
be  sufficient  to  meet  the  demands.

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REPORT  OF  ASSISTANT  TO  THE  REGISTRAR. 

The  rector  of  St.  Philip's,  Charleston,  found  among  some  old  stuff 
at  the  church  the  manuscript  copies  of  some  original  Journals  of  the 
Diocese.  These  books  have  now  been  placed  in  the  office  of  the  Regis- 
trar. I  hope  to  receive  the  original  records  of  the  various  Councils  in 
manuscript.  With  the  consent  of  the  Registrar,  I  propose  to  catalogue 
the  contents  of  the  library,  so  as  to  supply  a  knowledge  of  what  we 
have,  for  easy  reference.  Among  some  pamphlets,  which  I  propose  to 
bind  up  in  convenient  form,  I  discovered  one  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Andrew 
Fowler,  with  a  note  of  the  first  confirmation  by  a  Bishop  of  this 
Diocese  with  the  names  of  the  persons  confirmed.  The  only  other  copy 
of  this  pamphlet  that  I  could  find  and  had  seen  was  in  the  library  of 
the  South  Carolina  Historical  Society.  Bishop  Davis,  in  his  address  to 
the  Council  of  1866,  held  in  Charleston  in  February,  alluded  to  a 
pastoral  letter  issued  some  weeks  or  months  before,  in  which,  so  far  as 
I  can  gather,  he  advocated  the  continuance  of  the  Church  in  the  Con- 
federate States  of  America  as  a  separate  body.  I  have  not  been  able 
to  find  this  letter,  which  is  very  important.  The  Bishop  of  North 
Carolina  writes  me  that  he  has  found  a  copy,  published  in  a  religious 
journal  of  the  times.  I  am  trying  to  get  a.  copy  of  this  letter.  I  ask 
the  clergy  to  assist  me  in  securing  this  "Pastoral"  and  any  other  papers 
bearing  on  the  history  of  the  Diocese.  I  am  still  working  upon  my 
history  of  the  Diocese,  and  hope  to  complete  the  part  down  to  the  Revo- 
lution this  summer.  With  the  consent  of  the  Registrar  and  approval  of 
the  Bishop,  I  am  now  prepared  to  furnish  certified  copies  of  any  papers 
in  the  Diocesan  office.  Again  I  ask  the  clergy  to  assist  me  in  the  matter 
of  the  history  by  preparing  the  histories  of  their  several  cures. 

The  two  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  parish  in 
Beaufort,  which  occurs  next  year,  will  afford  an  admirable  opportunity 
to  put  into  accessible  shape  the  story  of  old  St.  Helena  church  and 
people.  Let  me  say  further,  that  I  wish  the  clergy  and  laity  of  the 
Diocese  to  feel  that  my  services  are  always  at  their  disposal.  For 
certified  copies  of  papers  there  is  a  slight  charge. 

At  the  Bishop's  request,  I  have  prepared  a  supplementary  article  to 
Dr.  McCullough's  history  of  the  Diocese  in  "The  Church  Cyclopaedia." 
This  will  appear  in  the  new  edition  about  to  be  issued.

Rev.  L.  G.  Wood  moved,  that  the  balance  left  from  the 
amount  raised  for  the  expenses  of  the  General  Convention  and 
of  the  deputies  thereto  be  divided  between  the  deputies  who 
attended.

A  memorial  was  presented  from  the  Diocese  of  Atlanta, 
presenting  a  plan  to  assist  in  meeting  the  yearly  deficit  of 
the  University  of  the  South. 

After  a  statement  by  Rev.  W.  S.  Claiborne,  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Endowment,  the  memorial  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance. 

The  following  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Division  of 
the  Diocese,  excepting  the  resolutions  appended,  was  adopted 
by  a  vote  of  53  to  1 1 : 
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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  DIVISION  OF  DIOCESE. 

To  the  Members  of  the  Council. 

Gentlemen:  Your  Committee  on  the  Division  of  the  Diocese, 
appointed  at  our  last  Diocesan  Council,  charged  with  the  duty  of  devis- 
ing plans  and  raising  funds  a's  may  be  necessary  for  the  division  of 
the  Diocese,  beg  leave  to  report  that  a  meeting  of  the  committee  was 
held  on  the  24th  of  June,  1910,  in  the  Sunday  school  room  of  Trinity 
church,  Columbia,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  what  they  thought 
was  the  work  assigned  by  the  Council,  namely:  the  raising  of  funds 
throughout  the  Diocese  during  the  year  with  a  view  of  guaranteeing 
sufficient  salary  for  a  Bishop,  should  the  Council  deem  it  advisable  to 
divide  the  Diocese  at  this  meeting,  for  it  was  confidently  felt  that  had 
$30,000  or  $40,000  been  in  hand  at  the  last  Council  the'  division  would 
have  been  an  assured  thing.  Your  committee  felt  that  if  a  vigorous  and 
earnest  canvass  had  beeen  made  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  with  the  idea 
that  a  division  would  be  passed  should  sufficient  funds  be  raised  within 
the  next  three  years,  that  they  could  have  secured  in  cash  and  pledges 
$30,000  or  $40,000.  In  view  of  the  Bishop's  letter  which  came  out  at 
that  time,  stating  the  action  of  the  last  Council  and  urging  that  no 
further  action  should  be  taken  on  the  division,  your  committee  felt  that 
it  would  be  useless  to  attempt  to  raise  funds  with  the  special  view  of  a 
division  at  an  early  time.  Therefore,  the  following  preamble  and 
resolutions  were  passed: 

Whereas,  The  Bishop,  in  a  letter  published  in  the  June  issue  of  The 
Diocese,  has  expressed  himself  as  opposed  to  the  further  consideration 
of  the  question  of  the  division  of  the  Diocese;  and 

Whereas,  In  consequence  of  this  expression  on  his  part  it  is  the 
opinion  of  the  committee  that  an  immediate  canvass  to  raise  funds  for 
the  increase  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund,  which  in  their  judgment 
would  otherwise  have  been  successful,  has  now  been  rendered  imprac- 
ticable; therefore,  be  it  resolved: 

First.  That  this  committee,  in  view  of  the  Bishop's  letter,  deem  it 
unwise  to  undertake  the  raising  of  funds  at  this  time. 

Second.  That  pursuant  to  the  resolution  of  Council  directing  the  com- 
mittee "to  devise  plans,"  that  the  chairman  appoint  a  subcommittee  of 
three,  of  which  he  shall  be  a  member,  who  shall  recommend  to  this 
committee  for  its  consideration  at  a  subsequent  meeting  a  permanent 
plan  for  the  increase  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund. 

Third.  That  the  Secretary  be  requested  to  send  a  copy  of  these  reso- 
lutions to  the  Bishop  and  a  copy  to  The  Diocese  for  publication  for 
the  information  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese. 

In  accordance  with  these  resolutions  a  subcommittee  was  appointed, 
which  reported  to  the  whole  committee  a  permanent  plan  for  the 
increase  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund  and  which  your  committee 
now  presents  to  the  Council  for  its  consideration. 

Your  committee  feels  that  the  question  of  the  division  of  the  Diocese, 
which  is  very  important  in  the  minds  of  many  in  the  Diocese,  will  not 
be  accomplished  until  sufficient  funds  be  guaranteed,  with  which  two 
Bishops  can  be  properly  supported  and  two  Councils  maintained. 
Therefore,  in  order  that  this  may  be  accomplished  in  time,  your  com- 
mittee submits  the  following  plan:  That  we  endeavor  to  raise  $40,000 
irr  the  next  ten  years,  if  not  sooner.  That  a  committee  of  three  be 
appointed,  with  full  power  to  carry  into  execution  the  issuing  of  coupon 
bonds  in  denominations  of  $1,000,  $500,  $250,  $100,  $50  and  $25,  payable 
in  semiannual  installments,  without  interest,  maturing  in  ten  years,  bonds 
to  read  as  follows: 
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Episcopal  Endowment  Fund  for  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina. 
State  of  South  Carolina. 

Know  All  Men  by  These  Presents:  That  I,  , 

am  bound  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina, 

their  successors  and  assigns,  in  the  sum  of  dollars,  to  be 

paid  in  ten  years,  in  twenty  semiannual  installments  as  per  coupons 
attached,  without  interest.  This  bond  will  be  void  by  my  death,  unless 
provided  for  by  my  will  or  payable  at  option  of  my  heirs.  It  is  given 
because  of  my  interest  in  the  Episcopal  Church  in  South  Carolina,  and 
with  a  view  of  the  division  of  the  Diocese  as  soon  as  it  is  advisable. 
This  bond  to  be  surrendered  when  all  the  coupons  are  paid.

If  this  report  is  received  and  adopted,  your  committee  moves  the 
following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  this  Council  appoint  a  committee  of  three  to  carry 
into  execution  the  plan  suggested  by  this  report. 

Resolved,  That  this  Council  considers  the  division  of  the  Diocese 
desirable  when  $40,000  is  added  to  the  present  Bishop's  Permanent 
Fund.  Richard  I.  Manning,  Chairman. 

The  first  resolution  recommended  was,  on  motion,  adopted. 

The  hour  of  recess  was,  on  motion,  extended  to  1 :20. 

The  second  resolution  was  amended  as  written  above  and 
adopted,  after  a  vote  by  orders — 21  clergymen  voting  in  the 
affirmative  and  12  in  the  negative ;  23  churches-  voting  in  the 
affirmative,  13  in  the  negative  and  one  divided ;  43  laymen 
voted  in  the  affirmative  and  15  in  the  negative.

Council  reassembled  at  the  appointed  time,  the  Bishop  pre- 
siding. 

Council  was  addressed  by  Rev.  G.  W.  Lay,  rector  of  St. 
Mary's  School,  Raleigh. 

The  time  of  the  special  order — the  negro  suffragan 
Bishop  matter — was  postponed,  on  motion,  until  4:10. 

At  4:10  this  matter  was  taken  up  and  Council,  on  motion, 
went  into  Committee  of  the  Whole.  The  Committee  of  the 
Whole  later  reported  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  by  the  President,  of 
which  the  Bishop  shall  be  Chairman,  to  consist  of  two  clergymen  and 
two  laymen,  to  take  up  the  question  of  electing  a  colored  suffragan  for 
this  Diocese,  to  confer  with  other  Bishops  as  indicated  in  the  address  of 
the  Bishop,  and  to  make  a  report  to  the  next  Council. 

The  Bishop  appointed  on  this  committee,  of  which  he  is 
Chairman:  Revs.  John  Kershaw,  D.  D.,  Walter  Mitchell 
[Rev.  A.  E.  Cornish*],  and  Messrs.  J.  N.  Frierson,  R.  I. 
Manning. 

Mr.  H.  P.  Duval,  Chairman,  submitted  the  following  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Finance : 

REPORT  OF  FINANCE  COMMITTEE. 

Your  committee  beg  to  report  that  they  have  examined  the  accounts 
and  vouchers  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  and  find  the  same  correct 
and  supported  by  proper  vouchers.  This  is  the  first  year  your  com- 
mittee has  worked  under  the  provisions  of  "Canon  XXI,"  and  their 
appointment  being  made  after  the  adjournment  of  Council,  and  also  by 
reason  of  illness  of  some  of  the  members  or  of  their  families,  your  com- 
mittee has  not  been  able  to  meet  as  often  or  do  their  work  as  thoroughly 
as  they  wish,  but  hope  they  have  accomplished  some  good. 

The  Treasurers  of  the  different  funds  were  asked  for  reports  to  be 
presented  at  our  last  regular  yearly  meeting,  on  April  4th,  and  the  most 
of  them  complied.  The  President  of  the  Clergy  Relief  Fund  declined 
to  make  any  report  to  this  committee.

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The  report  made  to  us  by  Dr.  Prioleau,  Treasurer  of  the  P.  E. 
Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  South  Carolina,  of  both 
the  funds  known  as  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund  and  the  Society's  own 
fund,  is  most  gratifying  and  the  wise  and  prudent  management  of  these 
funds  by  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Advancement  Society  is  most 
commendable,  and  should  lead  to  an  increased  membership  to  this  old  and 
honored  society,  which  has  done  so  much  for  the  advancement  of  Chris- 
tianity in  South  Carolina.

We  would  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Advancement 
Society,  that  the  income  derived  from  investments  of  the  society's  funds 
be  equally,  as  near  as  possible,  divided  each  year  between  the  Diocesan 
Board  of  Missions,  for  missionary  work  in  the  Diocese,  and  the  Finance 
Committee,  for  Church  extension  work  in  the  Diocese,  as  directed  by 
Canon  XXI,  so  that  the  advancement  and  extension  work  can  be  carried 
on  by  and  through  the  channels  appointed  by  Council,  under  the  advice 
and  help  of  the  Bishop,  carrying  out  the  original  purpose  of  the 
Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  South  Carolina. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Church  Home  Orphanage  made  his  report, 
showing  75  children  being  taken  care  of  and  more  knocking  at  the 
door.  The  total  receipts  from  April  1,  1910,  to  April  1,  1911,  were 
$5,726,  of  which  $2,500  was  the  Thanksgiving  offering  and  the  balance 
donations.  Practically  the  same  amount  of  cash  on  hand  April  1,  1911, 
as  same  date  1910 — say,  .$1,000  or  $1,300.  He  is  anxious  for  some 
definite  increase  to  be  assured  to  the  Orphanage,  and  suggests  that  if 
$2,500  could  be  arranged,  payable  on  or  about  June  1st,  that  amount, 
with  the  Thanksgiving  offering,  would  be  sufficient  for  the  present.  We 
fully  concur  with  him,  and  have  the  matter  before  us  for  due  con- 
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sideration,  but  for  the  immediate  present  our  recommendation  to 
Council,  found  further  on  in  this  report,  is  all  we  could  see  our  way  to. 
It  certainly  is  a  question  requiring  our  very  serious  attention. 

Rev.  A.  R.  Mitchell,  Chairman  Episcopal  Residence  Fund,  reports 
on  hand  $2,665.34,  of  which  $2,500  is  invested  at  six  per  cent,  interest. 
This  work  seems  at  present  to  be  at  a  standstill,  and  we  have  no 
recommendation  to  make,  except  that  the  fund  might  be  reinvested  at 
seven  or  probably  eight  per  cent.

The  editor  of  The  Diocese  made  a  report,  showing  The  Diocese  is  now 
self-supporting. 

We  hereby  submit  the  following  resolutions  and  recommendations  to 
this  Council: 

Whereas,  In  the  judgment  of  the  Finance  Committee  it  is  advisable 
to  increase  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund;  therefore,  we  recommend: 

First.  That  the  Treasurer  of  Council  be  instructed  to  turn  over  to 
the  Trustees  of  Diocese  $500  from  the  Bishop's  Common  Fund,  and 
that  this  be  added  to  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund  for  investment. 

Second.  That  Council  appropriate  $1,500  for  Church  extension  work, 
through  Finance  Committee  as  per  Canon  XXI. 

Third.  That  Council  set  apart  the  third  Sunday  in  May  for  a  special 
offering  to  be  taken  by  each  parish  of  the  Diocese,  the  proceeds  of 
which  are  to  go  to  the  Church  Orphanage  at  Yorkville,  S.  C.;  but  that 
it  be  distinctly  understood  that  this  offering  does  not  take  the  place  of 
or  interfere  in  any  way  with  the  yearly  Thanksgiving  offering  taken  by 
all  parishes  for  the  Church  Orphanage. 

Fourth.  That  the  apportionment  to  the  Board  of  Missions  from  each 
parish  and  mission  should  be  the  same  as  last  year. 

Fifth.  The  following  change  of  Canon  XVII:  That  the  words  "the 
regular  and  incidental  expenses"  of  the  Diocese  be  stricken  out,  and 
the  following  words  added  in  their  place:  "such  appropriations  as 
Council  may  make."    The  Canon  would  then  read: 

"The  Council  at  their  meeting  shall  have  power  to  levy  upon  each 
church  in  union  therewith  an  assessment  sufficient  to  defray  such  appro- 
priations as  Council  may  make,  and  also  an  assessment  on  all  churches 
and  missions  whether  in  union  or  not  for  the  support  of  the  Episco- 
pate," etc. 

Sixth.  That  for  the  support  of  the  Bishop,  whose  salary  is  $4,000  per 
annum,  a  levy  be  laid  upon  each  church  and  parish,  a  sum  equivalent 
to  one  per  cent,  on  the  current  expenses  (including  salaries,  fuel,  etc.) 
of  each  church  or  parish;  and  also  that  a  sum  equivalent  to  four  per 
cent,  on  the  current  expenses  of  each  church  and  parish  in  union  with 
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Council  be  levied  upon  each  such  church  or  parish,  for  the  following 


items: 

For  Church  extension  work  $1,500  0O 

For  general  expenses  of  Council   600  00 

For  Standing  and  Finance  Committee  Expenses   200  00 

For  Bishop's  clerical  help   200  00 

For  salary  of  editor  of  The  Diocese   200  00 


That  the  said  levy  shall  be  made  on  the  basis  of  the  reports  made  by 
the  various  churches  and  parishes  as  recorded  in  the  Journal  of  1910. 

That  the  Treasurer  notify  the  churches  and  parishes  as  soon  as  the 
assessments  shall  have  been  made  of  the  amounts  to  be  paid  by  them, 
and  that  the  parishes  and  missions  be  urged  to  pay  their  assessments  on 
or  before  October  1,  1911. 

That  the  Treasurer  of  Council  and  Bishop's  Common  Fund  do  publish 
in  The  Diocese  each  month  the  receipts  of  each  fund  and  quarterly  the 
amounts  received  and  expended  and  balances  due  by  each  church  or 
mission. 

It  was  received.  The  resolutions  appended  were  adopted 
excepting  the  fifth,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Constitution  and  Canons.

Missionary  Session,  8  P.  M. 

Council  was  called  to  order  at  the  appointed  time. 

After  preliminary  service,  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions was  read  by  its  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  the  Rev. 
A.  R.  Mitchell.  On  motion,  the  report  was  accepted  and 
ordered  printed  in  the  Journal.     {Vide  Journal  II.) 

The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
read  its  apportionments  upon  the  various  parishes  and  mis- 
sions of  the  Diocese.  With  some  changes  these  were  accepted 
and  adopted  as  the  apportionments  for  the  ensuing  year. 
(Vide  Appendix  II.) 

Nominations  were  called  for  from  the  Missionary  Districts 
for  members  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  the  following 
nominations  were  made:

Nominations  were  confirmed,  and  the  above  mentioned  mem- 
bers elected  by  ballot. 

The  Deans  of  the  First,  Second  and  Third  Convocations 
read  their  reports.     (Vide  Appendix  II.) 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Walter  Mitchell,  the  following  was 
adopted : 

Whereas,  At  the  last  General  Convention  the  Board  of  Missions  was 
reorganized  with  a  view  to  more  aggressive  work  and  to  securing  closer 
relations  with  t  he  Dioceses  and  Missionary  Jurisdictions  of  the 
Church;  and 

Whereas,  The  board  as  reorganized  has  adopted  what  is  known  as 
the  Forward  Movement;  and 

Whereas,  The  board  in  the  application  of  this  plan  to  the  respective 
Dioceses  and  Missionary  Jurisdictions  recommends  that  there  be  formed 
in  every  Diocese  and  Missionary  Jurisdiction  a  Diocesan  Committee  for 
the  purpose  of  endeavoring  to  have  organized  in  every  parish  and  mis- 
sion a  committee  to  be  known  as  the  Every  Member  Canvass  Committee 
for  Missions;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  be  requested  to  appoint  such  a  committee 
for  this  Diocese,  to  consist  of  five  clergymen  and  five  laymen,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  carry  out,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  foregoing  recom- 
mendation of  the  Board  of  Missions;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  lay  members  of  this  committee,  together  with  the 
two  lay  members  from  Diocese  of  the  Committee  of  One  Hundred, 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Missions  in  connection  with  the  Laymen's 
Missionary  Movement,  be  instructed  and  empowered  to  organize  a  per- 
manent Diocesan  Laymen's  Missionary  Movement. 

On  motion,  it  was

ing the  "$5,000,000  General  Clergy  Relief  Pension  Fund 
Commission."

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REPORT   OF   THE   COMMITTEE   ON   THE   STATE   OF  THE 

CHURCH. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  have  examined  the  reports 
of  parishes  and  missions  submitted  to  them,  but  several  were  not 
handed  in  in  time  to  be  considered  and  many  others  were  so  full  of 
glaring  inaccuracies  that  the  committee  is  unable  to  form  any  opinion 
of  the  state  of  the  Church  from  statistics  derived  from  them. 

Our  report  is,  therefore,  based  upon  information  derived  from  the 
Bishop's  Address,  and  on  general  information  and  belief. 

There  seems  to  be  a  slow  but  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  com- 
municants in  the  Diocese,  and  all  clerical  incumbencies  come  nearer 
being  filled  than  ever  before  in  the  memory  of  your  committee. 

We  think,  also,  that  the  laity  are  responding  more  liberally  to  the 
financial  needs  of  the  Church. 

This  is  a  cause  for  congratulation,  yet  we  could  wish  that  a  sense  of 
obligation  and  responsibility  in  this  regard  were  universal  among  our 
Church  members.  If  all  would  give  according  to  their  ability  great 
things  could  be  accomplished  without  embarrassment  to  anyone. 

The  business  organization  and  management  of  many,  if  not  all,  of 
our  parishes  and  missions  could  doubtless  be  improved  to  their  own 
advantage,  and  that  of  the  Diocese.  The  office  of  parish  treasurer  is  a 
very  important  one.  It  should  be  held  always  by  a  man  of  proved 
business  ability,  with  a  working  knowledge  of  the  Church's  machinery, 
who  is  willing  to  give  something  of  his  time  and  talent  to  the  cause  of 
Christ's  kingdom.  Sentiment  should  not  govern  the  selection  of  Church 
officers  or  the  conduct  of  the  Church's  affairs.  It  is  well,  where  possible, 
to  elect  some  new  men  on  the  vestries  every  year  and  to  hold  them  all 
to  a  strict  performance  of  duty. 

There  are  two  phases  of  Church  work,  the  salvation  of  men  and  the 
advancement  of  Christ's  kingdom,  which  is  the  end,  and  the  machinery 
of  the  corporate  body,  which  is  a  means  to  the  end.  In  these  times  of 
increasing  business  and  social  complexity  the  need  of  an  effective 
machinery  is  becoming  ever  more  urgent.  There  should  be  the  same 
care,  the  same  prevision,  linked  with  aggressive  energy  in  Church  work 
that  a  good  business  man  would  use  in  the  conduct  of  his  own  affairs. 

The  Diocese  has  cause  in  the  recent  increase  of  the  Capers'  Memorial 
Fund  for  congratulation.  This  makes  it  possible  to  begin  the  erection 
of  the  double  cottage  in  the  near  future. 

In  the  Church  in  the  country  at  large  there  are  two  movements  which, 
in  the  minds  of  your  committee,  give  promise  of  substantial  advance, 
viz.:  that  for  increased  interest  in  missions,  and  that  for  the  endowment 
of  a  ministers'  retiring  board. 

In  regard  to  missions  it  may  be  of  interest  to  some  to  learn  that  of 
the  money  contributed  to  general  missions  by  no  means  the  larger  part 
is  devoted  to  foreign  missions.  For  example:  for  the  past  year  our 
Church  is  credited  with  a  total  contribution  for  domestic  work  of 
$2,665,133,  while  for  the  foreign  field  it  is  credited  with  only  $549,070. 

While  the  Board  of  Missions  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  best  organized 
and  equipped  institutions  in  the  Church,  and  is  succeeding  in  creating 
an  increased  interest  in  its  cause,  it  is  only  very  lately  and  gradually 
that  the  cause  of  clergy  relief  is  commending  itself  to  the  mind  and 
conscience  of  the  Church  at  large.  Not  only  is  the  present  condition  of 
many  superannuated  and  disabled  clergymen  a  reproach  to  the  Christian 
character  of  the  Church,  but  it  is  crippling  the  efficiency  of  its  ministry, 
and  so  retarding  its  interests  as  a  whole.  The  Church  is  not  in  a  posi- 
tion to  preach  equity  to  secular  corporations,  when  it  does  not  perform 
a  manifest  duty  of  its  own,  a  duty  which  the  government  and  many 
business  organizations  are  alive  to. 
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Owing  to  conditions,  which  your  committee  hope  to  see  remedied, 
they  do  not  care  to  make  at  this  time  any  recommendations  for  action 
by  this  Council,  since  the  late  hour  at  which  this  report  is  now  neces- 
sarily rendered  precludes  their  consideration.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSTITUTION  AND  CANONS. 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
proposed  amendment  to  Canon  XVII,  offered  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  considered  the  same  and 
recommend  that  Canon  XVII  be  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows,  viz.: 

"The  Council  at  every  meeting  shall  have  power  to  levy  upon  each 
church  in  union  therewith  an  assessment  sufficient  to  defray  such  appro- 
priations as  Council  may  make,  and  also  an  assessment  on  all  churches 
and  missions,  whether  in  union  with  the  Council  or  not,  for  the  support 
of  the  Episcopate.  These  assessments  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  fifty 
cents  for  each  communicant  for  Diocesan  expenses,  nor  fifty  cents  for 
each  communicant  for  the  Bishop's  Fund. 

"The  amount  of  said  assessment  shall  be  determined  by  each  Annual 
Council,  and  upon  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

"For  these  assessments  the  parish  shall  be  responsible."

urge  upon  our  people  the  necessity  for  raising  this  money,  and  call  on 
the  clergy  and  laity  to  assist  in  the  work. 

We  recommend  that  the  Treasurer  be  instructed  to  pay  over  the 
balance  appropriated  for  the  expenses  of  General  Convention  to  the 
delegates  who  attended  the  Convention.  Also,  that  $25  be  appropriated 
to  the  Registrar  of  the  Diocese.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  THE 

SOUTH. 

Your  Trustees  respectfully  submit  the  following  brief  report: 

The  University  has,  during  the  past  year,  maintained  her  high  stand- 
ards of  character  and  scholarship  as  in  past  years,  but,  sad  to  say,  finds 
herself  grievously  handicapped  by  the  ever-insistent  pressure  of  financial 
need.  Finding  that  she  could  not  maintain  the  Medical  Department  on 
a  sufficiently  high  plane  of  efficiency,  she  has  preferred  to  abolish  that 
department  rather  than  to  continue  it  below  the  proper  standard, 

There  are  in  the  Grammar  School  125  students;  in  the  Academic 
Department  a  few  more  than  100,  and  in  the  Theological  Department 
19.  These  numbers  reflect  small  credit  on  the  Church  in  these  Southern 
States.  With  such  standards  of  scholarship,  such  professors  and  such 
magnificent  location  and  climate  this  institution  deserves  vastly  better 
support  in  the  way  of  students  than  she  is  receiving.  At  no  other  insti- 
tution in  the  land  can  a  student  receive  better,  and  in  few  anything  like 
as  good,  intellectual  training.  We  challenge  investigation,  feeling 
assured  that  if  only  our  people  will  inform  themselves  on  the  subject 
Sewanee's  claims  will  be  more  worthily  answered. 

Sewanee  is  at  a  crisis  in  her  history.  She  has  accomplished  wonders 
in  the  past,  and  the  quality  of  her  training  and  of  the  culture  and  educa- 
tion she  has  provided  has  been  recognized  and  remarked  all  over  the 
country.  And  she  has  done  this  with  means  pitifully  small  and  inade- 
quate. That  she  has  been  able  to  do  this  has  been  due  to  the  fact  that 
she  has  enjoyed  the  presence  and  the  services  of  first-class  men  of 
loftiest  character  and  highest  culture  and  ability,  who,  with  the  noblest 
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spirit  of  self-sacrifice  and  patriotism  and  loyalty  to  their  section  of 
country  and  to  their  Church,  have  given  their  lives  to  Sewanee,  pre- 
ferring to  live  there  on  meager  pittances  rather  than  go  elsewhere  even 
when  every  sort  of  advantage  to  themselves  was  offered.  Your  Trustees 
feel  that  the  Church  in  the  South  has  no  longer  the  right  to  ask  or  to 
expect  such  entire  sacrifice  of  themselves  on  the  part  of  those  who  are 
serving  her.  The  South  is  pulsing  with  new  life  and  vigor.  She  is 
richer  now  than  ever  before.  We  feel  that  Sewanee  ought  no  longer  to 
be  forced  to  play  a  beggar's  part  and  to  go  from  place  to  place  and 
individual  to  individual  at  the  North  begging  alms,  but  that  the  Church 
in  the  South  ought  to  arouse  herself  to  a  due  sense  of  her  duty  and 
responsibility  towards  the  University  of  the  South.  Sewanee  has 
decisively  refused  to  lower  her  flag  and  compromise  her  principles  in 
order  to  receive  the  benefits  of  the  Carnegie  foundations,  and  she  has 
done  this  in  the  confident  belief  that  our  people  will  rally  to  her  support. 
And  it  remains  for  the  Church  people  of  the  South  to  say  whether  or 
not  that  confidence  is  to  be  justified.  It  is  for  you,  gentlemen  of  this 
Council,  to  take  action. 

The  hospital  at  Sewanee  was  recently  destroyed  by  fire,  so  that  a  very 
important  and  valuable  work  in  connection  with  the  University  has  been 
sadly  crippled. 

It  is  with  sincere  sorrow  that  we  report  the  recent  death  of  Dr. 
Cameron  Piggott,  who  was  for  so  many  years  one  of  the  most  faithful 
professors  in  the  faculty  and  health  officer  of  the  University.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  EPISCOPAL  RESIDENCE. 

To  the  Chairmen  and  Members  of  the  Council: 

As  the  attention  of  the  whole  Diocese  has  been  centered  for  the  past 
year  upon  raising  funds  for  the  Bishop  Capers'  Memorial  at  the  Church 
Home  Orphanage,  your  Committee  on  Episcopal  Residence  has  thought 
it  unwise  to  adopt  any  plan  or  scheme  by  which  they  might  raise  addi- 
tional funds  to  those  on  hand.  They  have,  however,  been  enabled  to 
increase,  by  judicial  investment,  the  funds  which  have  been  accumulating 
for  many  years. 

At  present  your  committee  has  in  savings  department  of  National 
Loan  and  Exchange  Bank,  Columbia,  $165.34,  drawing  interest  at  the 
rate  of  four  per  cent,  from  April  1,  1911;  note  of  Citizens'  Building  and 
Loan  Company,  $400,  drawing  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  from 
January  1,  1911,  secured  by  bond  and  mortgage  for  $600  on  real  estate 
of  greater  value;  note  of  Citizens'  Building  and  Loan  Company,  $1,500, 
drawing  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  from  January  1,  1911, 
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secured  by  bond  and  mortgage  for  $3,600,  and  another  for  $600,  both 
on  real  estate  of  greater  value;  note  of  Shandon  Annex  Company,  $600, 
drawing  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  from  January  1,  1911, 
secured  by  bond  and  mortgage  for  $600  on  real  estate  of 
greater  value.  The  principal  is  thus  $2,665.34,  with  interest  as 
above  stated,  an  increase  of  $152.81  since  April  1,  1910.  These  invest- 
ments are  all  amply  secured.  As  the  Council  decided  sixteen  years  ago 
that  the  Episcopal  residence  should  be  located  in  Columbia,  your  com- 
mittee would  recommend  that  earnest  efforts  be  made  to  raise  a  sufficient 
amount  with  which  a  suitable  lot  may  now  be  purchased  in  said  city, 
holding  the  same  until  funds  are  secured  with  which  to  build.  For  it 
is  known  to  all  that  property  in  Columbia  is  increasing  in  valuation 
every  year.  There  would  be  no  taxes  to  pay,  as  it  would  be  Church 
property. 

There  is  at  present  about  $500  due  on  old  pledges,  but  this  will 
never  be  collected  nor  will  other  sums  be  given  or  pledged  unless  some 
definite  plan  of  action  is  put  into  operation. 

Again  your  committee  would  impress  upon  all  that  though  the 
Episcopal  residence  is  to  be  located  in  Columbia,  still  should  the  division 
of  the  Diocese  take  place  equal  division  of  the  funds  would  be  made.

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Whereas,  The  General  Convention  has  such  an  organization  for  the 
whole  Church  and  many  Dioceses  have  similar  organizations  for  such 
work  in  their  respective  jurisdictions;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  by  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  That  the 
Bishop  appoint  a  Standing  Commission  on  Social  Service,  to  consist  of 
ten  members,  five  clerical  and  five  lay,  not  necessarily  members  of  this 
Council,  to  which  would  be  referred  all  the  several  phases  of  this  subject, 
and  which  would  make  an  annual  report  to  Council;  and  which  would 
also  interest  itself  in  all  the  different  questions  generally  included  under 
this  head,  acting  either  in  concert  with  similar  organizations  in  the  State 
or  independently,  as  the  commission  saw  fit,  thus  enabling  the  churchmen 
of  this  Diocese  "to  discharge  more  fully  and  adequately  their  social 
duties  and  to  co-operate  with  their  brethren"  in  every  attempt  to  relate 
Christianity  more  closely  to  everyday  life.

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Bishop's  Annual  Address 

121ST  COUNCIL,  DIOCESE  OF  SOUTH  CAROLINA. 
Yorkville,  S.  C,  May  2d,  3d,  4th,  1911. 
Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

Necrology. 

Since  I  last  addressed  you  the  American  Church  has  lost  seven  of  her 
Bishops — two  from  the  mission  field  and  five  from  the  home  field.  I 
record  their  names  here  in  grateful  and  loving  memory  of  their  dis- 
tinguished abilities  and  long  and  faithful  services  as  chief  pastors  over 
the'Chureh  of  God. 

The  first  to  leave  us  was  the  Rt.  Rev.  Wra.  Neilson  McVicker,  D.  D., 
Bishop  of  Rhode  Island;  died  June  28,  1910. 

Rt.  Rev.  Channing  Moore  Williams,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  China;  Decem- 
ber 2,  1910. 

Rt.  Rev.  William  Paret,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Maryland;  January  18,  1911. 
Rt.  Rev.  Alex.  H.  Vinton,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Western  Massachusetts; 
on  the  same  day,  January  18,  1911. 

t  Rt.  Rev.  Edward  R.  Atwill,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Kansas  City;  January 
24,  1911. 

Rt.  Rev.  O.  Wm.  Whitaker,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Pennsylvania;  February 
9,  1911. 

Rt.  Rev.  James  T.  Holly,  D.  D.,  Missionary  Bishop  of  Hayti;  March 
18,  1911. 

Some  of  these  were  among  the  ablest  of  our  Bishops  and  wisest  of 
our  counsellors  and  leaders.  Their  services  will  be  sadly  missed  in  their 
own  Dioceses  as  well  as  in  the  General  Councils  of  the  Church.  The 
record  of  their  lives  and  labors  should  inspire  us  to  greater  effort  in  the 
great  missionary  work  of  the  Church,  and  to  renewed  zeal  for  the  cause 
of  missions  which  many  of  them  so  nobly  and  worthily  represented. 

The  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  has  cause  to  mourn  the  death  of  two 
of  her  oldest  and  most  faithful  presbyters:  the  Rev.  Paul  Gervais 
Jenkins,  for  twenty  years  a  resident  of  Washington,  D.  C,  died  at  his 
home  in  that  city  on  March  22,  1911,  at  the  advanced  age  of  86.  He 
was  born  in  Columbia,  S.  C,  was  graduated  from  the  South  Carolina 
Medical  College  when  he  was  21  years  of  age,  and  afterwards  from  the 
General  Theological  Seminary  in  New  York  in  1852.  Mr.  Jenkins  is 
survived  by  four  daughters  and  one  son.  We  desire  to  extend  them  our 
love  and  sympathy  in  their  bereavement. 

In  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Robert  Jefferson  Walker,  at  Charleston, 
S.  C,  on  August  10,  1910,  in  the  66th  year  of  his  age,  the  South  lost 
another  of  her  gallant  veterans  of  the  War  Between  the  States,  and  the 
Church  one  of  her  most  faithful  missionaries  and  devoted  presbyters. 
Mr.  Walker  had  been  in  bad  health  for  several  years,  and  in  December, 
1909,  had  to  give  up  all  his  charges.  He  was  a  patient  sufferer  and 
remained  cheerful  unto  the  end.  He  is  survived  by  his  widow  and 
three  children.  We  also  desire  to  extend  to  them  our  love  and  sympathy 
in  their  bereavement. 

Postulants. 

On  February  25th  I  admitted  Hastings  W.  Baker,  a  resident  of  Clin- 
ton, S.  C,  as  postulant.  Mr.  Baker  will  graduate  from  the  Presbyterian 
College,  Clinton,  in  June,  and  will  teach  school  for  one  year  before 
beginning  his  theological  studies. 
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Candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  from  this  Diocese  previously  reported  are: 
James  M.  Stoney,  pursuing  his  studies  at  Sewanee,  Tenn. ;  Francis  J.  H. 
Coffin,  at  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  at  New  York;  John  Hanckel 
Taylor,  at  the  Episcopal  Divinity  School,  Cambridge,  Mass.;  Edwin  A. 
Penick,  Jr.,  at  the  Theological  Seminary,  Alexandria,  Va. ;  Robert 
Ernest  Gribben,  at  General  Theological  Seminary,  New  York.  In  all 
we  have  six  postulants,  five  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  one  of  whom, 
Mr.  Taylor,  will  graduate  in  June. 

Ordinations. 

On  May  17,  1910,  in  Grace  church,  Camden,  I  advanced  to  the  priest- 
hood the  Rev.  Edward  Bryan  Andrews  and  Rev.  Henry  Cook  Salmond. 
On  December  27,  1910,  in  St.  Mark's  church,  Charleston,  I  advanced  to 
the  priesthood  the  Rev.  Geo.  E.  Howell,  and  at  the  same  time  and  place 
ordained  John  Brown  Elliott  deacon.  On  February  2,  1911,  in  St. 
Philip's  church,  Charleston,  I  advanced  to  the  priesthood  the  Rev. 
Roberts  P.  Johnson. 

Churches  Consecrated. 
On  February  12th  I  consecrated  St.  Timothy's  church,  Columbia. 
Clerical  Changes. 

There  have  been  fewer  clerical  changes  this  past  year  in  the  Diocese 
than  at  any  time  since  I  took  charge.  Several  of  our  younger  clergy 
have  received  flattering  calls  to  other  Dioceses,  but  I  am  proud  to  say 
have  declined  them,  and  decided  to  remain  in  their  present  field  of 
work.  It  is  such  loyalty  as  this  which  builds  up  a  Church  or  a  Diocese, 
and  I  want  my  brethren  of  the  clergy  to  know  that  I  deeply  appreciate 
the  sacrifices  which  they  have  made  to  stay  with  us,  and  I  hope  that  the 
congregations  which  they  serve  will  show  the  same  appreciation  by  an 
increase  in  offerings  and  in  interest  in  the  Church's  work. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  welcome  back  to  the  Diocese  the  Rev.  W.  N. 
Tillinghast,  who  has  taken  charge  of  St.  Andrew's  and  St.  James'  mis- 
sion, Greenville,  and  of  the  missions  at  Seneca  and  Walhalla,  made 
vacant  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  E.  D.  Andrews,  who  left  us  last 
October  to  accept  work  in  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee. 

The  Rev.  Geo.  H.  Johnston,  D.  D.,  has  been  made  rector  emeritus  of 
Prince  George  parish,  Winyah,  and  has  moved  with  his  family  to 
Charleston.  He  has  charge  of  Strawberry  chapel,  Lower  St.  John's, 
McPhersonville  and  Grahamville,  in  the  place  of  the  Rev.  Dwight 
Cameron,  who  resigned  and  left  us  to  accept  work  in  the  Diocese  of 
Tennessee.  Dr.  Johnston's  place  in  Georgetown  has  been  filled  by  the 
Rev.  Percy  J.  Robottom,  who  has  been  canonically  transferred  to  me 
from  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas. 

The  Rev.  Roberts  P.  Johnson  has  been  assigned  to  work  in  Winnsboro, 
Ridgeway  and  Rion. 

It  also  affords  me  pleasure  to  welcome  back  to  the  Diocese  my  old 
friend  and  classmate,  the  Rev.  Robert  W.  Barnwell,  who  has  been  placed 
in  charge  of  St.  Paul's,  Bennettsville,  and  St.  Stephen's,  Pineville. 

The  Rev.  A.  E.  Cornish,  formerly  Archdeacon  of  the  colored  work, 
for  family  and  other  reasons,  was  forced  to  resign  his  position  last 
September  at  the  meeting  of  Colored  Council,  and  has  since  that  time 
been  serving  most  acceptably  the  churches  at  Abbeville,  Laurens  and 
Newberry,  with  occasional  services  at  Clinton.  We  are  very  sorry  to 
lose  his  valuable  services. 

The  Rev.  Wilmot  S.  Holmes  has  been  put  in  charge  of  the  new  mission 
at  St.  George's  in  addition  to  his  other  work.

The  Rev.  Harold  Thomas  has  added  to  his  otherwise  arduous  field  of 
labor,  the  mission  at  St.  Stephen's  Depot,  which  he  has  organized  and 
reopened. 

The  Rev.  Walter  Raleigh  Noe,  the  late  rector  of  St.  Paul's  church, 
Charleston,  has  accepted  a  call  to  Windsor,  N.  C,  and  will  soon  return 
to  his  native  State  and  Diocese. 

The  Rev.  A.  S.  H.  Winsor,  of  the  Diocese  of  Vermont,  who  has  been 
doing  faithful  work  at  Graniteville  as  locum  tenens,  has  accepted  work 
in  the  Diocese  of  Pittsburg. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  we  have  added  five  to  our  working  force  during 
the  past  year — four  by  transfer  from  other  Dioceses  and  one  by 
ordination.  We  have  lost  two,  making  a  gain  of  three  clergy  since  I 
last  addressed  you. 

Church  Extension  in  the  Diocese. 

Along  the  lines  of  progress  and  Church  extension  I  would  mention 
here  the  excellent  work  that  is  being  done  by  our  city  missionary  in 
Columbia,  the  Rev.  Wilmer  S.  Poyner.  Since  he  has  taken  charge  he 
has  paid  off  the  debt  on  St.  Timothy's  church  and  had  it  consecrated. 
With  the  assistance  of  the  rector  of  Trinity  church,  Columbia,  he  has 
opened  a  new  mission  at  the  foot  of  Gervais  street  and  started  another 
in  the  country  some  five  miles  away. 

During  the  year  I  have  held  services  for  the  first  time  in  St.  Matthews 
and  in  the  town  of  Belton.  In  the  latter  place  a  building  committee 
has  been  appointed  to  solicit  funds  and  to  arrange  for  the  purchase  of 
a  lot  for  a  new  church.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Guignard,  of  Anderson,  visits 
this  new  mission  and  gives  them  regular  services. 

I  am  sorry  to  be  obliged  to  report  that  so  far  I  have  been  unable  to 
fill  the  vacancy  at  Graniteville.  Since  last  June  I  have  called  some 
fifteen  men  to  that  important  work,  and  so  far  without  success.  I  have 
offered  them  a  salary  of  $1,200  and  quarters  in  the  new  parish  house. 
I  would  indeed  feel  discouraged  but  for  the  fact  that  the  qualifications 
needed  for  such  a  difficult  and  important  field  are  not  easy  to  find,  and 
the  men  who  possess  them  are  usually  in  demand  elsewhere.  We  have 
$5,168  in  the  bank  for  a  new  parish  house,  which  we  hope  to  complete 
in  the  near  future.  In  the  meantime,  Deaconess  Sands,  except  for 
occasional  services  from  visiting  clergy,  is  practically  doing  the  work  of 
the  mission  single-handed  and  alone,  and  doing  it  successfully. 

While  we  are  speaking  of  the  work  among  mill  people  I  wish  to  call 
attention  to  a  new  mission  which  has  been  started  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Pendleton  among  the  mill  population  of  Spartanburg.  Twelve  hundred 
dollars  has  been  subscribed  towards  the  building  of  a  new  church,  and 
he  tells  me  that  the  outlook  is  most  encouraging. 

The  new  missions,  started  last  year  at  Dillon,  St.  George,  Rion,  Con- 
way, Manning  and  Batesburg,  continue  to  flourish  and  in  every  case 
except  Conway,  where  conditions  are  somewhat  peculiar,  show  progress 
both  in  numbers  and  in  interest. 

Among  the  evidences  of  growth  which  I  have  noted  during  the  past 
year  have  been  a  number  of  men's  meetings  held  in  Charleston,  Columbia, 
Sumter,  Summerville,  Spartanburg,  Anderson  and  elsewhere  throughout 
the  Diocese.  I  had  the  pleasure  of  attending  several  of  these  gather- 
ings, and  in  each  case  the  meeting  was  a  decided  success  and  resulted 
in  arousing  new  interest  in  the  Church's  work  among  the  men  of  the 
parish.  I  hope  to  see  these  annual  parochial  gatherings  of  the  laymen 
of  the  Church  repeated  next  year,  and  the  good  example  set  by  the 
parishes  I  have  mentioned  more  generally  followed  throughout  the 
Diocese. 
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Confirmations. 

The  number  of  confirmations  for  year  ending  May  1,  1911,  show  a 
gratifying  increase  over  last  year.  We  have  had  confirmed  this  year 
482,  as  against  415  last  year.  The  following  is  a  list  of  places  visited 
since  my  last  report  and  of  the  number  confirmed.  You  will  note  that 
I  make  no  mention  of  places  visited  at  which  there  was  no  confirmation:

Divisiox  of  the  Diocese. 

In  my  "Open  Letter"  to  The  Diocese,  published  last  June,  I  stated 
that  I  believed  that  the  continued  agitation  of  the  question  of  division 
was  setting  back  the  work  of  the  Church,  and  preventing  co-operation 
in  matters  of  great  importance  which  concerned  the  welfare  of  the 
Diocese  as  a  whole.  I,  therefore,  requested  that  the  question  be  allowed 
to  rest  for  the  present,  and  that  we  do  not  consider  it  at  this  meeting 
of  Council.    My  letter,  however,  was  not  intended  to  interfere  with  the 
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work  of  the  special  committee  appoined  at  last  Council  to  raise  an 
endowment  for  the  Episcopate.  I  regret  that  it  should  have  been  so 
construed  by  members  of  the  committee  and  others.  In  what  I  said  I 
had  reference  only  to  the  last  part  of  Mr.  Walsh's  resolution,  passed  in 
Sumter,  which  served  notice  on  the  Diocese  that  the  matter  of  division 
would  come  up  again  at  this  Council. 

I  am  not  opposed  to  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  increase  the 
endowments  of  the  Diocese.  I  would  have  no  right  to  oppose  such 
action.  On  the  contrary,  I  think  it  desirable  that  you  should  take  such 
action  in  anticipation  of  a  time  when  division  shall  be  necessary.  I 
think  we  are  all  agreed  on  the  main  proposition,  that  ultimately  this 
Diocese  must  be  divided.  The  difference  between  me  and  some  of  my 
brethren  is  not  a  difference  of  principle  or  of  policy,  but  largely,  if  not 
entirely,  a  question  of  expediency.  I  thought  it  a  mistake,  a  tactical 
blunder,  if  you  please,  for  your  committee  at  Sumter  to  propose  the 
purely  academic  question  of  the  advisability  and  desirability  of  division, 
when  as  yet  nothing  had  been  done  to  increase  the  Episcopal  Fund, 
which  alone  could  have  made  division  possible.  There  are  many  things 
in  themselves  desirable  which  are  neither  advisable  nor  feasible.  To 
discuss,  therefore,  the  division  of  the  Diocese  in  advance  of  an  increase 
of  endowment  was  premature,  and  all  such  discussion  is  useless  and 
unprofitable.  This  is  what  I  am  opposing.  I  am  strongly  opposed  to 
any  reopening  of  this  question  unless  those  who  are  advocating  division 
can  come  before  us  and  say  we  have  so  much  money,  not  only  pledged 
but  paid  in.  In  other  words,  bejfore  final  action  can  be  taken  we  must 
have  an  increased  income  from  an  increased  endowment  to  meet  the 
increased  expenditure  involved  in  providing  for  the  support  of  two 
Dioceses. 

I  tried  to  make  this  clear  to  the  Committee  on  Division  six  months 
in  advance  of  our  last  Council.  I  wrote  the  chairman  of  your  com* 
mittee  in  November,  1909,  that  I  thought  the  Episcopal  Fund  ought  to 
be  increased  by  at  least  $40,000.  I  am  unwilling  to  assume  any  respon- 
sibility touching  the  question  of  the  necessity  for  division.  The  number 
and  frequency  of  my  visitations  concerns  me  personally,  and  I  do  not 
wish  to  be  put  in  the  position  of  saying  whether  I  think  them  adequate 
or  not.  Under  present  conditions  I  can  neither  make  my  visitations 
for  a  longer  period,  nor  more  frequently.  If  you  are  not  satisfied,  then 
it  is  for  you  to  say  so.  My  responsibility  in  the  matter  of  division, 
as  I  conceive  it,  has  to  do  rather  with  its  wisdom,  its  expediency  and  its 
feasibility.  When  you  have  made  it  feasible  by  increased  endowment, 
and  when  it  is  clearly  the  wish  of  a  majority  of  the  laymen  of  the 
Diocese  to  divide,  you  will  not  find  that  I  will  oppose  it.  In  other 
words,  I  stand  exactly  where  I  did  in  Spartanburg,  with  this  possible 
difference:  that  with  my  longer  experience  and  knowledge  of  conditions 
I  realize  more  than  I  did  then  the  unwisdom  of  dividing  this  Diocese 
until  we  have  made  adequate  provision  for  the  increased  cost  involved. 

A  Negro  Suffragan  Bishop  for  South  Carolina. 

I  have  been  for  some  time  giving  the  matter  of  the  Church's  work 
among  the  colored  people  my  most  serious  attention.  I  have  thought 
of  appointing  another  Archdeacon,  but  if  the  General  Board  is  still 
going  to  prohibit  "specials,"  his  appointment,  while  relieving  me  of  a 
great  deal  of  extra  work,  would  only  be  an  additional  expense.  It  has 
occurred  to  me  that  the  appointment  of  a  negro  Suffragan  Bishop  as 
provided  for  by  the  Canons  of  the  last  General  Convention  might  solve 
the  difficulty  and  come  nearer  offering  a  solution  of  this  vexed  race 
problem  in  the  Church  than  any  other  that  has  yet  been  proposed. 

It  is  well  known  to  most  of  you  here  that  for  six  years  last  past  a 
group  of  negroes,  led  by  the  Rev.  Geo.  F.  Bragg,  D.  D.,  of  Baltimore, 
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have  "memorialized"  our  General  Convention  at  two  of  their  sessions 
to  give  them  a  racial  missionary  Bishop,  who  would  take  charge  of  all 
of  the  colored  work  in  the  South,  subject  to  such  restrictions  and  pro- 
visions as  the  General  Convention  shall  impose.  This  proposition  to 
erect  the  negro  work  in  the  South  into  a  separate  missionary  jurisdiction 
has  met  with  many  ardent  supporters  and  able  advocates  in  both  Houses 
of  the  General  Convention.  It  was  defeated  at  Richmond,  and  again 
at  Cincinnati,  but  the  friends  of  the  movement  insist  that  they  will 
continue  to  "agitate  the  matter"  until  something  is  done  to  give  the 
negro  a  greater  degree  of  leadership  and  some  sort  of  representation  in 
the  general  councils  of  the  Church.  I  myself  have  consistently  opposed 
the  plan  of  a  separate  racial  missionary  jurisdiction  for  the  negro. 

(a)  Because  I  believe  in  the  catholic  and  ancient  principle  of  one  Bishop, 
over  a  given  territory.  Make  the  Diocese  small,  if  you  please,  but  when 
a  man  is  consecrated  a  Bishop  of  the  Church  of  God  and  set  over  a 
Diocese  he  is  the  spiritual  head  and  chief  shepherd  of  every  living 
man,  white  or  black,  within  his  jurisdiction.  In  other  words,  the  unity 
of  God's  family  is  represented  by  the  Bishop  and  not  by  the  Diocesan 
Council,  or  by  any  legislative  or  ecclesiastical  body  whatsoever. 

(b)  I  oppose  the  racial  Episcopate  because  it  would  make  it  awkward 
and  practically  impossible  for  any  white  priest  or  layman  engaged  in 
colored  work  or  desirous  of  doing  this  work  in  the  South  to  serve  under 
a  negro  Bishop.  The  result  of  such  a  policy  in  this  Diocese  would 
result  in  the  resignation  of  some  of  our  most  faithful  presbyters  and 
certain  ladies  of  Southern  birth  and  breeding  who  are  now  engaged  in 
colored  work. 

According  to  my  mind,  any  plan  is  to  be  rejected  which  tends  to  widen 
the  breach  between  the  two  races,  or  to  weaken  in  the  Southern  white 
man  a  sense  of  his  responsibility  for  the  dependent  race. 

What  the  negro  needs  more  than  anything  else,  in  my  judgment,  is  the 
loving  guidance  and  spiritual  counsel  and  help  of  the  white  race.  I  am 
convinced  that  one  reason  why  the  morality  of  our  negro  clergy  trained 
in  the  Church  and  under  white  Bishops  and  standing  committees  is  of 
a  higher  order  than  that  of  the  clergy  in  negro  churches  without  white 
leadership  is  due  in  large  measure  to  the  higher  moral  standards  which 
our  Bishops  and  standing  committees  require  of  those  who  present 
themselves  for  ordination.  If  the  negro  is  once  cut  loose  from  the 
restraining  hand  and  wise  safeguards  placed  around  him  by  his  white 
brethren,  I  cannot  but  fear  for  the  future.  In  nothing  are  we  called 
upon  to  exercise  greater  caution  or  more  diligent  care  than  in  the 
selection  of  negro  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  and  in  the  qualifications 
and  character  of  the  men  who  represent  our  Church  among  that  race. 

I  do  not  myself  believe  that  the  negro  race  has  developed  to  a  point 
where  they  can  be  safely  trusted  with  this  great  and  important  responsi- 
bility. But  it  has  seemed  to  me  that  the  plan  of  a  Suffragan  Bishop 
to  the  negroes,  acting  under  the  Diocesan  and  subject  to  his  control, 
meets  all  of  the  objections  referred  to  above  and  presents  certain  advan- 
tages which  are  well  worth  our  consideration. 

In  the  first  place,  the  adaptation  of  the  Suffragan  to  our  peculiar 
conditions  here  in  the  South  avoids  anything  like  special  or  class  legisla- 
tion in  the  Church.  The  new  Canon  on  Suffragan  Bishops  says  nothing 
about  the  negro — the  principle  involved  is  one  of  universal  application. 
It  may  be  used  to  meet  conditions  peculiar  to  a  great  Diocese  like  New 
York,  where  Bishop  Burch  is  now  at  work  as  the  first  suffragan  Bishop 
in  the  American  Church;  or  it  may  be  made  to  apply  to  conditions  in 
the  South  or  in  the  West  as  needs  require  or  circumstances  justify. 

What  then,  you  ask,  would  a  negro  Suffragan  Bishop  do?  In  the 
first  place  he  would  discharge  all  the  duties  of  an  Archdeacon  with  the 
added  right  of  being  able  to  confirm  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  and 
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to  ordain  such  persons  as  the  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee  had 
previously  approved.  In  this  Diocese  he  would  naturally  be  expected  to 
preside  over  his  own  Colored  Council,  which  you  have  already  authorized 
to  be  organized  and  which  is  now  in  actual  operation.  He  need  have 
and  would  have  no  seat  or  representation  in  the  white  Council,  nor  any 
point  of  union  or  contact  with  it.  Such  a  Suffragan  would  visit  among 
his  own  people  and  do  a  work  of  evangelization  such  as  no  white  man 
could  possibly  do.  He  would  be  the  chief  missionary  and  apostle  to 
his  race,  and  yet  in  all  matters  involving  the  policy  of  the  Church  or  its 
moral  standards,  he  would  be  under  the  guiding  and  controlling  hand  of 
the  white  man.  This  would  give  the  negro  as  much  leadership  and 
responsibility  in  the  Church  as  he  is  capable,  at  this  time,  of  exercising. 
The  plan  proposed  would  preserve  the  unity  of  the  Church  under  one 
head,  while  it  allows  a  certain  freedom  of  administration  and  initiative 
to  the  dependent  race. 

I  wish,  my  brethren,  to  make  myself  clearly  understood  regarding  my 
attitude  towards  the  status  of  the  negro  in  the  Church.  I  believe  that 
our  Church  has  a  responsibility  to  discharge  and  a  mission  to  fulfill  to 
the  negro  race.  All  earnest  churchmen  and  Christian  men  must  feel 
as  I  do.  The  responsibility  is  ours.  There  is  no  escaping  it,  and  the 
sooner  we  face  it  and  shoulder  it  the  better  for  us.  But  I  believe,  that 
as  a  matter  of  practical  statesmanship,  it  is  better  for  both  races  that 
this  work  should  be  conducted  along  separate,  though  parallel,  lines,  and 
through  separate  organizations,  churches  and  congregations.  I  stand 
committed  to  the  principle  of  separation,  provided  the  unity  of  God's 
family  under  one  Bishop  is  not  sacrificed.  Granted  that  one  funda- 
mental catholic  note  of  "Unity,"  and  I  am  ready  to  advocate  the  prin- 
ciple of  separation  in  all  matters  of  local  Church  government,  organi- 
zation and  worship  as  being  the  best  for  both  races.  The  fact  of  separa- 
tion in  this  Diocese  already  exists,  and  the  negroes  themselves  have 
accepted  it  and  recognized  it  as  inevitable. 

The  "Memorialists"  who  petitioned  Council  at  Spartanburg  to  be 
allowed  to  organize  themselves  into  a  separate  Council  stated  that  while 
this  was  a  departure  from  the  "ideal"  as  it  should  exist  in  the  Church, 
nevertheless  they  believed  "that  the  creation  of  such  a  Council  was  the 
next  best  thing"  for  them  and  would  be  the  "means  of  arousing  a  deeper 
interest  among  their  people  throughout  the  Diocese." 

As  I  stated  in  my  Council  address  when  the  Mmorial  was  presented,  "It 
does  seem  to  me  that  with  the  loyal  acceptance  on  the  part  of  the  negro 
of  the  fact  of  the  necessity  of  separation  (for  that  is  what  this  Memorial 
means) — it  seems  to  me  that  the  white  people  of  our  Church  are  now 
in  a  position  to  treat  him  with  greater  generosity  and  considertion  than 
ever  before.  As  long  as  the  question  of  race  supremacy  was  an  issue 
either  in  Church  or  State,  it  was  impossible  for  the  white  man  to  rid 
himself  of  his  fears,  however  unfounded.  But  now  that  the  policy  of 
separation  has  been  pushed  to  its  logical  outcome  in  this  Diocese,  it 
does  seem  to  me  that  we  ought  to  consider  the  question  of  the  negro's 
status  in  the  Church  as  settled,  at  least  so  far  as  this  generation  is  con- 
cerned, and  betake  ourselves  in  real  earnestness  and  with  new  determina- 
tion to  the  much  more  important  work  of  evangelizing  and  elevating 
him  morally  and  spiritually,  Avhich  is  the  real  task  before  the  white 
people  of  the  South." 

The  appointment  of  a  Suffragan  Bishop  to  take  charge  of  this  colored 
work  seems  to  me  to  be  entirely  in  line  with  what  we  have  already  done, 
and  is  calculated  to  satisfy  the  natural  craving  of  the  negro  race  for 
some  degree  of  recognition  and  leadership  in  the  Church  and  to  provide 
just  the  outlet  for  his  racial  ambitions  and  aspirations,  which  is  needed 
to  develop  him  as  a  race  and  to  increase  his  love  for  the  Church,  without 
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in  the  slightest  degree  imperiling  the  supremacy  of  the  white  race  or  of 
involving  the  two  in  relations  which  are  awkward  and  embarrassing  to 
both,  and  calculated  to  produce  irritation  and  friction  instead  of  har- 
mony, good  feeling  and  mutual  helpfulness.  It  should  be  stated  here 
that  the  support  of  a  Suffragan  need  not  involve  the  Diocese  in  any 
additional  expense,  as  I  believe  the  General  Board  would  provide  for 
his  salary  if  it  was  clearly  the  wish  of  the  Diocese  to  elect  him  and  also 
if  a  sufficient  number  of  our  Southern  Bishops  could  be  found  who  would 
endorse  the  plan. 

But  the  proposal  which  I  place  before  you  is  of  such  far-reaching 
significance  and  import,  not  only  to  the  future  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  but  also  to  the  work  of  our  Church  generally  throughout  the 
South,  that  I  do  not  wish  to  seem  to  stand  alone  in  this  matter.  I 
have,  therefore,  taken  the  trouble  to  secure  the  opinions  of  certain  of 
our  Southern  Bishops,  who  would  like  to  see  South  Carolina  make  the 
experiment  of  putting  the  suffragan  plan  to  a  practical  test  in  this 
Diocese.    I  beg  your  indulgence  if  I  read  from  some  of  these  letters: 

"Memphis,  Tekkv  March  22d,  1911. 

"My  Dear  Bishop  Guerry;  I  have  your  letter  asking  me  to  give  my 
opinion  as  to  the  expediency  of  electing  and  consecrating  a  Suffragan 
Bishop  for  the  negroes,  and  I  beg  to  say: 

"1.  I  cannot  help  thinking  that  if  the  Church  is  going  to  take  up  this 
work  with  real  enthusiasm  we  ought  to  improve  our  present  methods  and 
organization. 

"2.  I  believe  that  the  plan  of  selecting  a  negro  of  tried  character  and 
fitness,  and  giving  him  the  position  and  prestige  of  the  Episcopate  with- 
out right  of  jurisdiction,  would  be  found  more  effective  than  the  present 
plan  of  having  Archdeacons.  I  find  among  the  negroes  a  growing  impa- 
tience of  white  Archdeacons  and  also  a  desire  for  the  recognition  of  their 
own  race  in  the  work  of  administration. 

"3.  The  charge  is  made  that  the  Episcopal  Church  does  not  develop 
the  capacity  for  leadership  and  self-support  in  the  negro  to  the  same 
extent  that  it  is  developed  in  the  independent,  autonomous  negro 
denominations;  and  that  it  is  due  to  the  fact  that  we  keep  them  too 
entirely  in  a  state  of  pupilage  and  give  them  no  responsibility. 

"4.  The  election  and  consecration  of  a  negro  Suffragan  Bishop  would 
give  us  a  chance  to  test  his  capacity  for  the  work  of  administration, 
without  running  any  serious  risk  of  gradual  separation;  for,  if  the  plan, 
after  trial,  should  prove  unsatisfactory,,  the  Diocesan  could  assign  the 
Suffragan  to  the  care  of  a  single  parish  and  so  retire  him  from  adminis- 
trative functions. 

"5.  The  English  Church  has  tried  the  plan  of  Suffragan  Bishops  for 
the  negroes  in  West  Africa  with  distinct  success.  Two  of  these 
Suffragans  were  present  at  the  last  Lambeth  Conference  and  made  a 
good  impression. 

"I  have  read  your  essay  on  the  'Black  Man's  Need,'  sent  out  by  the 
Board  of  Missions,  and  thank  you  for  it;  and  with  cordial  greeting  to 
you  all,  I  am,  Most  sincerely  yours,

"Dear  Bishop  Guerry:  In  reply  to  your  favor  of  the  16th  inst.,  T 
beg  to  say  that  if  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  will 
appoint  a  committee  to  consider  the  advisability  of  utilizing  a  negro 
Suffragan  Bishop  for  the  work  of  the  Church  among  the  colored  people 
in  South  Carolina,  I  shall  submit  a  similar  suggestion  to  the  Convention 
of  the  Diocese  of  Georgia  and  propose  that  a  conference  be  had  between 
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the  two  Bishops  and  the  respective  committees  with  a  view  of  consider- 
ing whether  it  will  prove  desirable  and  feasible  to  unite  in  a  plan  for  the 
joint  employment  of  such  a  Bishop  in  the  two  Dioceses.  I  regard  the 
suggestion  as  a  merely  tentative  one,  but  think  that  it  might  be  advis- 
able for  the  matter  to  be  carefully  considered,  in  the  hope  that  it  may 
prove  valuable  for  the  solution  of  some  of  the  difficulties  under  which 
the  Church  is  laboring  in  reference  to  this  work.

The  following  extact  from  a  letter  of  Bishop  Cheshire: 
"Your  best  plan  will  be  to  act  upon  the  suggestion  of  Bishop  Reese  and 
have  a  committee  of  your  Diocesan  Convention  appointed  to  consider  the 
matter;  and  also  to  have  a  committee  of  your  Colored  Convocation 
appointed,  and  let  this  latter  committee  ask  permission  of  such  of  your 
neighboring  Bishops  as  you  wish  to  gain  over  to  your  scheme;  that 
this  colored  committee  may  correspond  with  the  Archdeacons  and  colored 
clergy  of  those  Dioceses  and  endeavor  to  interest  them  in  the  plan.  In 
the  meantime  I  will  bring  the  matter  before  my  colored  clergy  individ- 
ually and  tentatively  and  see  what  they  think  of  it.  It  seems  to  me 
that  this  is  all  that  we  can  do  just  at  present.  If  any  other  plan 
suggests  itself  to  you,  I  should  be  glad  to  hear  fom  you.  As  I  told  you 
in  Cincinnati,  I  cannot  promise  anything,  but  I  shall  be  glad  to  do  what 
I  properly  can  to  help  you.

"My  Dear  Brother:  I  certainly  say,  that  I  should  be  glad  and  inter- 
ested to  see  it  tried  in  South  Carolina;  but  this  is  not  to  be  taken  as 
offering  advice  to  another  Diocese,  nor  as  committing  me  in  any  way  to 
adopt  it  here  If  you  should  decide  to  use  this  method,  I  pray  that, 
under  the  providence  of  God,  it  will  have  beneficent  results. 
"With  affectionate  greetings,

I  am  not  prepared  to  recommend  that  final  action  be  taken  at  this 
Council,  but  that  in  a  step  which  may  involve  the  whole  future  policy  of 
the  Church  in  the  South  toward  the  negro  race,  that,  after  the  fullest 
and  most  careful  consideration  of  the  proposed  plan  in  all  of  its  possible 
phases,  we  shall  then  appoint  a  committee  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
take  up  the  matter  with  the  Bishops  of  our  neighboring  Dioceses  with 
a  view  to  ascertaining  how  far  they  are  willing  to  co-operate  with  us  in 
what  has  been  proposed,  and  to  what  extent,  if  any,  they  could  make  use 
of  a  Suffragan  Bishop  from  this  Diocese  for  occasional  visitations  if  one 
should  be  elected. 

Change  of  Name  of  the  Church. 

Turning  now  from  matters  of  interest  within  the  Diocese  to  those 
larger  questions  which  affect  the  life  of  the  Church  outside,  I  should  say 
that  the  question  which  excited  the  greatest  degree  of  interest,  and  which 
was  more  ably  debated  than  any  other  at  our  recent  General  Convention, 
was  that  of  the  proposed  change  of  name  of  the  Church  as  printed  on 
the  title  page  of  the  Prayer  Book.  The  resolution  to  strike  out  the 
word  "Protestant"  was  lost  in  the  House  of  Deputies  by  the  very  narrow 
margin  of  one  vote.  Naturally  the  friends  and  advocates  of  the  change 
had  reason  to  feel  encouraged  over  the  result,  and  they  did  not  hesitate 
to  predict  that  at  the  next  General  Convention  the  change  would  be 
made.  The  matter  never  came  before  the  House  of  Bishops  because 
it  was  defeated  in  the  lower  house.  It  is,  therefore,  impossible  to  say 
how  thy  would  have  voted  upon  it.    A  great  deal  has  been  written  and 
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said  since  the  General  Convention  on  both  sides  of  the  question.  But  if 
one  can  form  an  estimate  as  to  the  trend  of  public  sentiment  through 
the  Church  press,  I  should  say  that  there  has  been  a  decided  reaction 
against  the  proposed  change  of  name  since  last  October. 

It  has  been  ably  argued  by  Dr.  McKim  and  others  that  the  striking- 
out  of  the  word  "Protestant"  would  be  misunderstood  by  our  separated 
brethren  of  other  churches.  That  it  is  an  unfortunate  time  to  make  the 
change  for  the  reason  that  we  have  recently  assumed  a  position  of 
leadership  in  a  great  world  movement  for  Church  Unity.  We  would, 
therefore,  subject  ourselves  to  the  charge  of  inconsistency,  if  not  of 
insincerity,  to  appoint  a  commission  to  arrange  for  a  World  Conference 
on  questions  of  faith  and  order  with  a  view  to  healing  the  divisions  of 
Christendom,  and  at  the  very  same  time  make  a  change  in  the  name  of 
the  Church  which  would  seem  to  sever  the  last  tie  which  binds  us  to 
the  great  Protestant  Bodies  of  the  Reformation  with  whom  we  desire 
to  cultivate  more  cordial  and  closer  relations. 

I  confess  I  cannot  but  sympathize  with  the  position  which  has  been 
taken  by  Dr.  McKim,  Bishop  Peterkin  and  others  who  have  so  forcibly 
pointed  out  this  inconsistency.  The  Church's  claim  to  historic  con- 
tinuity with  the  Church  of  the  Apostolic  Period  is  not  strengthened  by 
repudiating  the  great  and  splendid  principles  of  the  Protestant  Refor- 
mation in  England.  Let  us  remember  that  the  word  "Protestant"  is  not 
altogether  a  word  of  negative  or  radical  meaning.  It  stands  quite  as 
much  for  what  is  constructive,  positive  and  true  in  Christianity  as  for 
what  is  false,  negative  and  destructive.  On  this  tercentenary  of  the 
translation  of  King  James'  Version  of  1611,  when  Christians  of  every 
name  throughout  the  English-speaking  world  are  commemorating  that 
great  event,  and  giving  God  thanks  for  that  most  wonderful  translation 
of  the  Scriptures  into  the  vernacular;  let  us  not  forget,  I  say,  that 
it  was  the  Protestant  Reformation  in  England  which  gave  us  that 
splendid  version  and  the  Open  Bible.  It  is  not  too  much  to  claim  that 
it  was  the  Open  Bible  which  helped  to  win  for  us  our  civil  and  religious 
liberty  as  people,  and  which  has  done  more,  as  Premier  Asquith  has  said 
recently,  to  cement  the  various  branches  of  the  English-speaking  peoples 
throughout  the  world  than  any  other  book  ever  written. 

I  am,  therefore,  opposed  to  the  change  of  name,  because  I  feel  con- 
fident that  it  will  be  misunderstood  by  our  Protestant  brethren,  and  will 
set  back  the  cause  of  Church  Unity,  which  to  my  mind  is  the  paramount 
issue  before  the  Christian  world  today. 

Again,  I  am  opposed  to  a  change  of  name  which  all  recognize  must 
be  merely  tentative  and  preliminary  to  another  change  which  is  to  take 
place  later.  The  advocates  of  this  reform  do  not  say  that  they  will 
be  satisfied  with  the  proposed  change,  only  that  the  name  of  the  Church 
as  thus  modified  is  an  improvement  on  its  present  name.  The  ideal  is 
still  to  be  reached.  Their  aim  and  hope  is  that  the  day  will  come  when 
the  name  of  the  Church  will  be  either  "The  American  Church"  or  "The 
American  Catholic  Church."  But  all  recognize  that  to  make  such  a 
change  now  would  be  to  make  ourselves  ridiculous  in  the  eyes  of  the 
world.  Think  of  how  it  would  sound  for  a  small  body  of  Christians, 
numbering  only  about  1,000,000  communicants  amid  the  forty  or  fifty 
millions  of  Christians  in  this  great  nation,  calling  itself  "The  American 
Church." 

And  yet,  unquestionably  this  is  the  name  that  our  Church  ought  one 
day  to  have.  Such  a  title  would  be  in  line  with  historic  precedent  and 
catholic  order  from  the  beginning.  Christianity  has  always  stood  for 
the  national  idea,  for  a  national  self-governing  Church,  as  against  a 
world-wide  Church,  which  seeks  to  break  down  and  obliterate  national 
lines  and  reduce  all  churches  to  the  level  of  a  dead  uniformity.  The 
names  by  which  the  most  ancient  churches  of  Christendom  are  known 
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today  and  have  been  known  from  the  beginning  are  national,  rather  than 
ecumenical,  names.  The  Church  in  the  East  is  called  "The  Greek 
Church;"  we  speak  of  "The  Russian  Church,"  the  Coptic  Church,  the 
ancient  Gallican  Church,  Swedish  Church,  the  English  Church.  The 
word  "Catholic"  was  purposely  omitted  because  no  Church  can  be 
catholic  in  the  strict  meaning  of  the  word  which  does  not  include  all 
the  others,  and  seek  to  become  coterminus  with  the  world.  An  historic 
and  national  Church  may  be  a  part  of  the  one  Catholic  and  Apostolic 
Church,  but  it  cannot  be  and  it  was  never  intended  to  be  the  whole  of 
it.  There  is  only  one  Church  today  which  claims  to  be  Catholic  in  the 
sense  of  absorbing  and  dominating  all  the  others — and  that  is  the  great 
Roman  Communion.  The  Roman  Church  everywhere  combats  the 
national  idea  and  claims  to  rule  all  churches  and  all  countries  from 
Rome  as  a  center.  The  ancient  and  historic  claim  of  national  churches 
to  govern  themselves,  to  use  their  own  liturgies  and  to  administer  their 
own  discipline,  is  explicity  denied  by  the  Roman  Church. 

But  before  we  give  ourselves  a  name  which  seeks  to  identify  us  with 
the  nation  and  to  establish  our  claim  to  be  a  national  Church,  it  seems 
to  me  we  ought  to  do  more  than  we  are  doing  now  to  make  ourselves 
more  truly  representative  of  the  nation  as  a  whole.  Let  us  first  be  the 
thing  which  the  name  signifies,  and  then  no  one  will  resent  our  giving 
ourselves  the  name  to  which  we  are  entitled.  Let  us  set  before 
ourselves  the  great  and  inspiring  mission  of  making  this  Chur-ch  of 
ours  the  Church  of  God  to  all  people,  irrespective  of  class,  color  or 
previous  condition. 

In  the  meantime  it  would  help  to  make  our  position  better  understood 
if  while  leaving  the  name  of  the  Church  what  it  is  we  would  insert  the 
words  "Holy  Catholic"  before  the  word  "Church"  on  the  title  page  of 
the  Prayer  Book,  so  that  it  would  read:  "The  Book  of  Common  Prayer 
and  Administration  of  the  Sacraments  and  other  rites  and  ceremonies 
of  the  Holy  Catholic  Church,  according  to  the  use  of  that  portion 
thereof  known  as  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States 
of  America."  This  would  leave  the  name  of  the  Church  unchanged,  and 
yet  it  would  have  the  advantage  of  making  it  clear  to  all  that  we  claim 
to  be  and  are  a  true  branch  of  the  one  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church 
of  Christ.    More  than  this  I  am  not  willing  to  advocate. 

Reorganization  of  the  General  Board  of  Missions. 

Of  far  more  important  and  immediately  practical  interest  to  the 
Church  is  the  reorganization  of  the  General  Board  of  Missions,  with 
Bishop  Lloyd  at  its  head,  which  was  brought  about  by  the  last  General 
Convention,  and  incorporated  in  the  new  Missionary  Canon  known  as 
53.  This  Canon  gives  the  entire  Church  representation  on  the  Board  of 
Missions.  The  General  Convention  elects  eight  Bishops,  eight  presbyters 
and  eight  laymen.  Besides  these,  each  of  the  eight  missionary  districts  has 
the  right  to  elect  one  Bishop,  one  presbyter  and  one  layman  to  represent 
it.  Thus  for  the  first  time  the  whole  Church  has  equal  representation  on 
the  board,  and  an  equal  voice  in  shaping  its  policy  and  disbursing  its 
funds. 

The  Church  has  already  felt  the  beneficial  result  of  this  change. 
There  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  interest  and  in  offerings  since  the 
General  Convention.  Such  a  basis  of  representation  will,  I  trust,  forever 
put  an  end  to  any  charge  of  discrimination  on  the  part  of  the  board 
against  any  section  or  any  department  of  the  Church's  work.  It  has 
restored  confidence.  It  has  united  our  forces.  It  has  awakened  new 
interest.    It  has  met  with  universal  approval. 

We  are  also  to  be  congratulated  that  we  have  such  a  man  as  Bishop 
Lloyd  to  lead  us  in  the  great  mission  work  of  the  Church.  He  brings 
to  his  task  all  his  previous  years  of  experience  and  sucessful  administra- 
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tion  of  his  high  office  with  the  added  dignity  of  the  Episcopate.  A  man 
of  God,  like  Barnabas  of  old,  "full  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  of  faith." 
With  such  men  to  lead  us,  and  with  increased  efficiency  in  our  working- 
force  as  well  as  in  our  methods  of  work,  I  look  to  see  this  Church  of 
ours  take  a  long  step  forward  during  the  coming  year. 

Let  us,  my  brethren,  not  lag  behind  as  a  Diocese  in  this  great  forward 
movement.  Last  year  for  the  first  time  South  Carolina  paid  up  her 
full  apportionment  to  missions.  Let  us  do  it  again  this  year.  It  is 
true  the  board  has  raised  our  apportionment  from  $2,700  to  $3,200,  an 
increase  of  $500  in  one  year,  but  I  believe  we  can  do  it  and  we  will 
do  it.  Let  me  take  this  opportunity,  however,  to  remind  the  clerical 
brethren  present  not  to  put  off  the  payment  of  this  obligation  until  late 
in  the  summer  when  their  congregations  are  scattered  and  Church  life 
is  at  a  low  ebb.  Every  year  we  find  ourselves  confronted  with  a  deficit 
and  the  result  is  we  are  compelled  to  make  desperate  efforts  to  meet  our 
obligations  before  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  in  September.  With  an 
increase  of  offerings  to  missions  without  the  Diocese  I  believe  there  will 
come  a  corresponding  increase  for  the  work  of  the  Church  within  the 
Diocese. 

Bishop  Capers'  Memorial. 

It  afforded  me  the  greatest  pleasure  yesterday  to  be  present  at  the 
setting  apart  of  the  corner  stone  of  the  Bishop  Capers'  Memorial,  and  to 
witness  the  deep  interest  which  was  manifested  both  by  the  members 
of  our  Church  and  by  the  citizens  of  Yorkville  in  the  memorial  and 
in  the  Orphanage.  I  hope  something  can  be  done  at  this  meeting  to  put 
the  Orphanage  on  a  firmer  financial  footing,  and  to  give  it  a  larger 
income.  Too  much  cannot  be  said  for  the  work  of  the  special  committee 
from  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Spartanburg,  who  visited  the  Orphanage 
last  fall,  and  proposed  to  the  laymen  of  the  Diocese  to  raise  an  addi- 
tional income  of  $3,000  a  year.    I  hope  this  will  be  done. 

The  Ladies'  Church  Home. 

The  work  being  done  by  the  Ladies'  Church  Home,  in  Charlreston, 
which  is  only  another  department  of  the  work  of  the  corporation  known 
as  the  Church  Home  and  Orphanage,  also  deserves  special  commenda- 
tion here.  I  hope  our  people  realize  that  this  is  quite  as  much  a 
Diocesan  institution  as  the  Orphanage,  and  deserving  of  their  generous 
support  and  interest.  I  would  like  to  see  the  offerings  taken  up  on 
Good  Friday  for  the  Home  made  larger.  I  believe  as  soon  as  our  people 
grow  more  accustomed  to  the  idea  of  the  Good  Friday  offering,  and  to 
the  necessity  of  giving  to  this  deserving  institution,  they  will  give  more 
liberally  and  more  systematically. 

Other  Evidences  »f  Ciiubcii  Life  in  the  Diocese. 

Time  fails  me  to  speak  of  other  evidences  of  Church  life  in  the 
Diocese.  On  more  than  one  occasion  before  I  have  taken  the  oppor- 
tunity of  calling  your  attention  to  the  good  work  which  is  being  done 
by  the  Porter  Military  Academy  in  Charleston.  I  consider  it  one  of 
the  most  important  educational  institutions  the  Church  has  in  the  South, 
and  as  at  present  conducted  under  its  rector,  the  Rev.  Walter  Mitchell, 
B.  D.,  is  enirely  deserving  of  your  confidence  and  support.  Mr.  Mitchell 
is  here  to  speak  for  himself,  and  I  hope  at  some  time  during  the  pro- 
ceedings to  give  him  an  opportunity  to  address  you. 

Sewanee  also  has  its  representative  here  at  this  meeting  of  Council, 
the  Rev.  W.  S.  Claiborne,  the  new  Commissioner  of  Endowment,  who 
has  come  to  tell  us  of  the  needs  of  the  University,  and  of  the  movement 
put  on  foot  last  summer  by  the  Trustees  to  raise  an  endowment  for 
Sewanee,  and  to  equip  her  to  keep  pace  with  the  progress  made  in  other 
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more  heavily  endowed  institutions  of  higher  learning  in  the  South.  The 
Rev.  Mr.  Lay  is  here  also,  representing  St.  Mary's  School,  Raleigh. 

I  am  glad  also  to  welcome  here  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wilkins,  who  represents 
the  $5,000,000  Pension  Fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy.  I  think  you 
fortunate,  and  myself  fortunate,  thus  to  be  brought  into  contact  with 
the  larger  life  of  the  Church  outside,  and  to  feel  ourselves  to  be  mem- 
bers and  coworkers  in  one  great  national  Church — a  Church  which  is 
doing  great  things  for  God,  and  for  the  extension  of  His  kingdom,  and 
which,  under  God's  blessing  and  guidance,  is  destined  to  do  still  larger 
things  and  things  more  worthy  of  her  splendid  past  and  glorious  inherit- 
ance in  the  years  which  are  to  come.

The  same  night,  at  St.  John's  chapel,  I  preached  and  confirmed  six- 
teen.   Evening  prayer  read  by  the  Rev.  R.  Maynard  Marshall. 

2.  Left  for  Council  at  Sumter.  Same  night  attended  meeting  of 
Trustees  of  ihe  Diocese. 

3.  Council  opened  with  services  held  in  commemoration  of  the  one 
hundredth  anniversary  of  the  Advancement  Society.  Ante-communion 
service  read  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Kershaw,  epistle  by  Rev.  A.  R.  Mitchell, 
gospel  and  creed  by  Rev.  W.  B.  Gordon.    I  preached  the  sermon. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Twentieth  Council  of  the  Church  in  South 
Carolina  will  long  be  remembered  in  the  history  of  the  Diocese.  Per- 
haps the  most  notable  action  taken  by  the  convention  was  its  endorse- 
ment of  the  recommendation  of  the  Laymen's  Meeting  in  Columbia  last 
January,  regarding  the  division  of  the  Easter  offerings  equally  between 
general  missions  and  the  evangelization  of  the  negro  in  South  Carolina. 
Reduced  to  its  simplest  terms  this  action  means:  A  clear  recognition  by 
the  laymen  of  South  Carolina  of  the  white  man's  responsibility  for  the 
negro;  and  an  equally  clear  statement  of  belief  that  the  only  solution 
of  the  race  problem  lies  in  the  saving  power  of  the  gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ. 

While  at  Council  I  attended  two  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Missions, 
and  a  "smoker,"  given  by  the  Sewanee  Alumni  to  Dr.  W.  B.  Hall,  the 
new  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University  of  the  South. 

7.  Received  notice  from  the  Standing  Committee  approving  the  appli- 
cations of  the  Rev.  Edw.  B.  Andrews  and  the  Rev.  Henry  Cook 
Salmond,  deacons,  to  be  advanced  to  the  order  of  priesthood.  Also  the 
applications  of  Mr.  James  M.  Stoney  and  Mr.  Francis  J.  H.  Coffin  to  be 
admitted  candidates. 

8.  Visited  Church  of  the  Advent,  Spartanburg.  Celebrated  Holy  Com- 
munion, assisted  by  the  rector,  the  Rev.  W.  H.  K.  Pendleton.  Preached 
and  confirmed  thirteen. 
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In  the  afternoon  visited  Epiphany  mission  (colored).  Evening  prayer 
was  read  by  the  Rev.  Robert  Bagnall.  Mr.  Pendleton  read  the  lesson. 
I  preached  and  confirmed  five. 

9.  Glenn  Springs.  Evening  prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  C.  H.  Jor- 
dan.   I  preached. 

11.  Delivered  Reinicker  lecture  on  "Church  Unity  from  the  Church's 
Point  of  View,"  in  the  chapel  at  the  Theological  Seminary,  Alex- 
andria, Va. 

15.  Whit-Sunday.  Zion  church,  Eastover.  Litany  read  by  the  Rev. 
J.  H.  Tillinghast.  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion;  preached  and 
confirmed  one. 

In  the  afternoon  visited  St.  Thomas'  mission  (colored).  Evening 
prayer  read  by  the  Rev.  Jacob  R.  Jones.  I  preached  and  confirmed 
eight. 

16.  Visited  Holy  Cross  mission  of  Zion  church.  Preached  and  con- 
firmed six. 

17.  In  Grace  church,  Camden,  I  ordained  to  the  priesthood  Edward 
Bryan  Andrews  and  Henry  Cook  Salmond,  deacons.  The  candidates 
were  presented  by  the  Rev.  A.  R.  Mitchell  and  the  Rev.  Walter  Mitchell. 
The  Rev.  Walter  Mitchell  preached  the  sermon.  I  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion,  assisted  by  the  clergy  present.

19.  In  attendance  upon  the  sessions  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  Satter- 
lee  hall,  Columbia.  After  hearing  the  excellent  reports  of  the  Juniors, 
I  took  occasion  to  congratulate  them  on  their  work,  and  expressed  a 
desire  to  see  this  department  of  the  Auxiliary  grow. 

20.  Attended  interesting  lecture  on  the  Church's  work  in  Honolulu  by 
Deaconess  Sands  in  Satterlee  hall,  Columbia. 

21.  Heard  with  deep  and  sincere  sympathy  of  the  death  of  Mr.  A. 
Markley  Lee,  at  his  home  in  Charleston.  Mr.  Lee  was  a  valued  and  most 
efficient  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  and  of  the 
Church  Home  Orphanage,  in  which  he  was  deeply  interested.  He  served 
the  Church  and  his  native  State  with  conspicuous  ability  in  many  and 
varied  offices.    He  will  be  sorely  missed. 

22.  St.  John's,  Winnsboro.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted 
by  the  Rev.  Robt.  A.  Chace.  Preached  and  confirmed  five.  In  the 
afternoon  I  rode  eight  miles  and  visited  the  new  mission  at  Rion.  Even- 
ing prayer  read  by  Mr.  Chace.  I  preached  and  confirmed  two.  This  is 
a  new  mission  established  at  a  granite  quarry  near  Winnsboro.  It  owes 
its  first  establishment  and  its  present  existence  to  the  faithful  labors 
and  zeal  of  one  devoted  Church  woman,  Mrs.  Charles  Heyward.  The 
same  night  visited  St.  Stephen's,  Ridgewa}'.  Evening  prayer  read  by 
Mr.  Chace.  I  preached  and  confirmed  five.  I  desire  here  to  express  my 
appreciation  of  Mr.  Chace's  faithful  labors  in  this  field  and  to  bear 
testimony  to  the  love  and  regard  in  which  he  is  held  by  his  people.  I 
am  sorry  that  his  health  will  not  permit  him  to  remain  longer  in  the 
Diocese. 

23.  Renewed  lay  reader's  license  of  Mr.  George  Edmunds,  St. 
Stephen's  church,  Ridgeway. 
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25.  Heard  with  sincere  regrets  of  the  death  of  Col.  Alfred  Martin, 
of  Heavenly  Rest,  Hampton.

Mr.  Cornish  has  been 
forced  to  resign  on  account  of  his  wife's  health,  and  under  the  circum- 
stances I  felt  that  I  had  no  right  to  ask  him  to  continue  in  the  position 
any  longer.  I  part  with  him  most  reluctantly.  I  am  under  the  deepest 
obligation  to  him  for  coming  to  my  assistance  at  a  time  when  I  needed 
him  most.  His  report  to  Council  was  the  first  accurate,  comprehensive 
and  reliable  information  concerning  the  condition  of  the  colored  work 
in  this  Diocese  that  I  have  been  able  to  obtain  and  showed  a  knowledge 
of  the  needs  of  the  colored  people,  which  would  have  made  his  services 
increasingly  valuable  to  me  and  to  the  Church.  This  opinion  was  evi- 
dently shared  by  the  members  of  the  Council,  for  when  I  had  finished 
speaking  one  of  their  number  came  forward  and,  in  a  feeling  manner, 
read  a  set  of  resolutions  which  had  been  prepared  by  a  special  com- 
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mittee  appointed  by  Council,  and  concluded  by  presenting  Mr.  Cornish 
with  a  handsome  umbrella  as  a  token  of  the  affection  and  esteem  in 
which  he  is  held  by  the  colored  people.  If  it  can  be  arranged  I  hope 
Mr.  Cornish  will  be  able  to  take  charge  of  Laurens  and  Newberry  in 
connection  with  his  work  at  Abbeville.

She  was  a  great 
help  to  her  husband  in  his  work  and  her  influence  for  good  was  felt 
by  all  around  her.  Her  death  is  a  great  loss.  At  my  request,  at  the 
celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion  held  by  the  House  of  Bishops  in 


Council,  Diocese  of  South  Carolina. 


Christ  church  immediately  preceding  the  election  of  missionary  Bishops, 
our  dear  brother  was  especially  remembered  in  our  prayers.

Thomas.    I  preached  and  confirmed  one. 

9.  St.  Paul's,  Bennettsville.  Evening  payer  read  by  Mr.  Thomas.  I 
preached  and  confirmed  one. 

10.  St.  Matthew's,  Darlington.  Evening  prayer  read  by  Mr.  Lumpkin. 
I  preached  and  confirmed  one. 

II.  St.  Alban's,  Kingstree.  Evening  pra)7er  read  by  Dr.  Wilson.  I 
preached  and  confirmed  one. 

12.  St.  Barnabas,  Dillon.  Evening  prayer  read  by  Mr.  Salmond  in 
the  Presbyterian  church,  assisted  by  the  minister,  Dr.  Buckner.  I 
preached.  During  this  visit  final  arrangements  were  made  for  the 
purchase  of  a  lot  in  this  growing  and  progressive  town. 

13.  Attended  the  opening  of  the  new  Y.  M.  C.  A.  hall  erected  by  the 
mill  owners  at  Hartsville  and  made  an  address. 

14.  Received  notice  that  the  vestry  at  Georgetown  had  called  the  Rev. 
Percy  J.  Robottom,  of  Titusville,  Fla.  It  also  gives  me  pleasure  to 
report  that  the  Rev.  Robt.  W.  Barnwell,  formerly  of  this  Diocese,  has 
returned  to  his  native  State  and  is  now  living  near  Claussens,  S.  C, 
and  has  taken  charge  of  the  missions  at  Bennettsville  and  St.  Stephens, 
Pineville. 
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15.  Holy  Comforter,  Sumter.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  rector,  Mr.  Covington,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Berkeley,  of 
North  Carolina.  I  preached  and  confirmed  two.  The  same  night  at 
Manning  I  preached  in  the  Methodist  church  to  a  large  and  attentive 
congregation.  Evening  prayer  was  read  by  Mr.  Kershaw,  the  mission- 
ary, the  Methodist  minister,  Mr.  Shuler,  reading  the  lessons.  I  desire 
to  record  my  grateful  appreciation  of  the  kindness  and  courtesy  shown 
me  by  the  ministers  and  congregations  of  other  churches  as  I  go 
through  the  State.

19.  Attended  exercises  conducted  in  memory  of  Gen.  Robert  E.  Lee 
at  Columbus  hall,  Charleston,  and  opened  the  meeting  with  prayer. 

22.  St.  John's,  Florence.  The  rector,  Rev.  Harold  Thomas,  began 
the  service  by  baptizing  two  adults  and  two  children.  I  celebrated  Holy 
Communion,  preached  and  confirmed  seventeen.  The  same  afternoon 
visited  Christ  church,  Mars  Bluff,  preached  and  confirmed  one.

Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  rector,  the  Rev.  H.  C.  Mazyek.  Preached  and  confirmed 
two.  The  same  night  held  service  in  Grace  chapel,  Rockville,  and 
preached. 

28.  I  read  with  regret  and  sincere  sorrow  in  The  Churchman  of  this 
date  notices  of  the  death  of  two  of  our  Bishops — the  Rt.  Rev.  William 
Paret,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Maryland,  and  the  Rt.  Rev.  Alexander  H.  Vin- 
ton, D.  D.,  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Massachusetts. 

29.  At  10:30  A.  M.  I  visited  St.  Luke's  church,  Charleston,  celebrated 
the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  rector,  the  Rev.  Louis  G.  Wood, 
confirmed  a  class  of  eighteen  and  addressed  them.  From  this  service  I 
went  direct  to  St.  Michael's  church  at  the  hour  of  noon  and  took  part  in 
a  special  service  appointed  for  the  commemoration  of  the  one  hundred 
and  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  opening  of  that  church  for  public 
worship.  I  listened  with  great  pleasure  to  a  most  delightful  and  admir- 
able historical  sketch  of  the  church  building  and  parish  by  the  rector, 
Dr.  Kershaw.

3.  Read  in  The  Churchman  a  notice  of  the  death  of  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Edward  Robert  Atwill,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Kansas  City. 

4.  Received  letter  dimissory  from  the  Bishop  of  Southern  Virginia 
transferring  to  this  Diocese  the  Rev.  Robt.  W.  Barnwell.  I  have  this 
day  enrolled  his  name  among  the  list  of  our  regular  clergy. 

5.  6,  7,  8,  9.  Visited  the  Diocese  of  Georgia  in  the  interest  of  Sewanee 
and  made  addresses  in  St.  John's  and  St.  Paul's  churches,  Savannah, 
and  in  Waycross,  Albany  and  Americus. 

10.  Read  in  the  morning  papers  a  notice  of  the  death  of  Bishop 
Whitaker,  of  Pennsylvania.  The  American  Church  has  indeed  met 
great  loss.  Four  of  our  Bishops  have  been  called  to  their  great  reward 
in  less  than  two  months. 

11.  Issued  lay  reader's  license  to  Hartwell  Moore  Ayer,  William 
Henry  Darby  and  James  William  Howard,  all  of  St.  John's  church, 
Florence. 

12.  Consecrated  St.  Timothy's  church,  Columbia.  Celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Wilmer  S.  Poyner,  missionary  in 
charge.  The  request  for  consecration  was  read  by  the  lay  reader,  Mr. 
Fugle,  the  statement  by  the  officers  of  the  church  that  it  was  free  of 
debt,  by  Mr.  Jacock,  and  the  sentence  of  consecration  by  Mr.  Poyner. 
I  preached  and  confirmed  ten.  The  same  night  visited  Trinity  mission, 
preached  and  confirmed  eleven.  These  services  and  confirmation  classes 
speak  for  themselves  and  show  what  splendid  work  is  being  done  by 
our  zealous  and  devoted  city  missionary,  Mr.  Poyner.

At  night  I  preached  again 
in  the  parish  church. 

20.  Visited  St.  Philip's  church,  Bradford  Springs.  Morning  prayer 
was  read  by  Mr.  Covington.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  and 
preached.  I  took  this  occasion  to  congratulate  the  congregation  on  the 
Improvement  in  the  church  building  since  my  last  visit. 

Attended  a  "smoker"  in  the  parish  house  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy 
Comforter,  Sumter,  given  by  the  laymen  of  the  parish,  and  made  an 
address.  The  occasion  was  a  most  enjoyable  one,  and  I  trust  that 
the  good  example  set  by  Mr.  Covington  and  his  laymen  may  be  followed 
elsewhere  throughout  the  Diocese. 

20.  St.  Matthias',  Summerton.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  John  Kershaw,  Jr.,  and  preached. 
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23.  Received  letter  dimissory  from  the  Bishop  of  Virginia  trans- 
ferring to  me  the  Rev.  W.  N.  Tillinghast,  who  has  taken  charge  of  St. 
Andrew's  and  St.  James'  missions,  Greenville.  We  are  glad  to  welcome 
Mr.  Tillinghast  back  to  the  Diocese. 

24.  Issued  lay  reader's  license  to  E.  M.  Lewis,  of  St.  Luke's  church, 
Columbia,  and  also  renewed  the  licenses  of  A.  E.  Fugle,  S.  H.  Melli- 
champ  and  R.  F.  Jenkins,  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Columbia. 

25.  I  have  this  day  admitted  Hastings  W.  Baker,  a  student  at  the 
Presbyterian  College,  Clinton,  as  a  postulant  for  Holy  Orders.  Mr. 
Baker  expects  to  enter  upon  his  theological  studies  at  Sewanee  next 
September. 

26.  St.  Philip's  church,  Charleston.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  rector,  the  Rev.  S.  Carey  Beckwith,  preached  and 
confirmed  a  large  and  interesting  class  of  twenty-four.  The  same  night 
I  visited  St.  John's  church,  Charleston.  Evening  prayer  was  read  by 
the  Rev.  R.  Maynard  Marshall.  I  preached  and  confirmed  nineteen. 
This  class  speaks  for  itself  and  shows  a  healthy  spiritual  condition  at 
St.  John's.

After  dinner  visted  St.  Augustine's  colored 
mission.  Evening  prayer  was  read  by  Mr.  Jeter  and  I  preached.  The 
same  night  visited  St.  Paul's,  Graniteville.  Evening  prayer  was  read  by 
the  Rev.  A.  S.  H.  Winsor,  missionary  in  charge.  I  preached  and  con- 
firmed thirteen. 

7.  Visited  Graniteville  again  and  confirmed  one  person  in  private. 
Later  in  the  day  at  Langley  I  confirmed  a  dying  man  in  private.  Thus 
making  fifteen  persons  confirmed  on  this  visitation  to  the  Horse  Creek 
Valley.  The  same  night  I  held  a  conference  with  some  of  the  residents 
of  North  Augusta  regarding  the  future  of  the  mission  which  had  been 
organized  there.  The  treasurer  reported  $790  in  hand  for  a  new 
church,  and  the  Consolidated  Railway  Company  has  promised  a  lot 
when  we  are  ready  to  build.

James  Theodore  Holly,  D.  D.,  for  fifty  years  missionary  Bishop  of 
Haiti,  and  the  founder  of  the  mission. 

19.  St.  Paul's,  Summerville.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  rector,  the  Rev.  F.  W.  Ambler;  preached  and  confirmed 
five.  The  same  afternoon  visited  St.  Barnabas'  mission;  preached  and 
confirmed  four.  At  night  visited  Epiphany  (colored)  mission,  Summer- 
ville. Evening  prayer  was  read  by  the  pastor,  the  Rev.  Jesse  D. 
Lykes,  assisted  by  Mr.  Ambler.    I  preached  and  confirmed  three. 

20.  Visited  some  friends  at  the  Pine  Forest  Inn,  Summerville,  and  as 
a  result  of  my  visit  I  got  $1,000  for  the  new  parish  house  at  Graniteville. 

22.  St.  James',  James  Island.  Evening  prayer  read  by  Mr.  Mazyck. 
I  preached  arid  confirmed  two. 

23.  Accepted  letter  dimissory  from  the  Bishop  of  Arkansas  trans- 
ferring to  this  Diocese  the  Rev.  Percy  J.  Robottom,  who  has  taken 
charge  of  Prince  George  parish,  Georgetown,  and  has  entered  upon 
his  duties. 

24>.  Grace  church,  Charleston.  Special  visitation.  Mr.  Way  read  the 
litany.    I  confirmed  a  class  of  thirteen  and  addressed  them. 

25.  On  my  way  to  Greenville  I  stopped  off  at  Spartanburg  and  met 
Mr.  Pendleton  and  the  contractor  to  consider  the  location  and  erection 
of  a  new  church  for  the  Epiphany  (colored)  mission. 

26.  Christ  church,  Greenville.  The  litany  was  read  by  the  Rev.  A.  R. 
Mitchell.  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  preached  and  confirmed 
six.  That  night  I  held  service  at  St.  Andrew's  mission.  Evening  prayer 
was  read  by  the  Rev.  W.  N.  Tillinghast,  assisted  by  Mr.  Mitchell.  I 
preached  and  confirmed  three.  One  of  these,  was  from  Christ  church, 
who  had  been  prevented  from  attending  morning  service.

Luke's,  Newberry. 

6.  Trinity  church,  Edisto.  Morning  prayer  was  read  by  the  rector, 
Rev.  P.  H.  Whaley,  D.  D.  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  preached 
and  confirmed  four. 

8.  Issued  lay  reader's  license  to  A.  E.  Gaillard,  of  Trinity  church, 
Columbia^ 

9.  St.  Paul's,  Charleston.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted 
by  the  rector,  the  Rev.  W.  R.  Noe.  I  preached  and  confirmed  seven. 
At  night  visited  St.  Mark's,  Charleston.  The  sermon  was  preached  by 
Dean  Hodges,  of  Cambridge,  Mass.  I  confirmed  a  class  of  twenty-two, 
presented  by  the  rector,  the  Rev.  H.  A.  Parris,  and  addressed  them. 

10.  Made  an  address  at  9  o'clock  Lenten  service  at  St.  Michael's 
church,  Charleston. 

11.  Church  of  the  Advent,  Spartanburg.  Special  visitation.  Evening 
prayer  was  read  by  the  rector,  Mr.  Pendleton.

Everyone  who  knew  McNeely 
DuBose  loved  and  admired  him.  Our  love  and  sympathy  go  out  to 
his  bereaved  and  afflicted  family. 

16.  Easter  Day.  At  Laurens  in  the  morning.  Celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion  and  preached.  In  the  afternoon  went  to  Newberry  for  a 
5  o'clock  service  at  the  colored  mission,  and  at  night  held  service  at 
St.  Luke's,  the  parish  church.  I  read  evening  prayer,  preached  and 
con  firm  d  two.

Report  of  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions 

Brethren  of  the  Council:  Your  Board  comes  before  you  tonight  to 
given  an  account  of  its  stewardship  for  the  past  year.  It  is  with  a 
cheerful  spirit  and  grateful  heart  that  the  Board  is  able  to  report  that 
it  has  met  all  its  obligations.  Notwithstanding  the  increased  apportion- 
ments placed  upon  the  parishes  and  missions,  all  have  met  their  respon- 
sibilities except  a  few  small  missions,  and  we  would  dislike  to  see  any 
curtailment  on  the  apportionments  for  the  coming  year. 

The  Board  has  made  no  special  appeals  this  year,  nor  has  the  Bishop 
been  under  the  painful  necessity  of  asking  for  any  individual  gifts;  the 
necessary  funds  have  been  contributed  by  the  congregations  where  the 
obligation  belongs. 

The  Board  did  fall  a  little  short  of  realizing  all  it  had  expected  from 
the  Sunday  schools,  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  and  from  specials. 

Your  Board  begs  leave  to  report  that  all  our  smaller  parishes  and 
missions  which  are  dependent  in  part  upon  the  Board  for  their  support 
have  had  regular  services  during  the  year.  Besides  the  old  places 
being  supplied,  new  work  has  been  carried  on  in  many  places. 

In  the  past  year  the  Bishop  has  consecrated  St.  Timothy's  church, 
Columbia,  which  was  built  in  loving  memory  of  Bishop  Howe. 

The  congregation  at  Greenwood  has  built  a  neat  brick  church  in  the 
place  of  the  wooden  one  that  was  destroyed  by  fire,  and  the  first  services 
were  held  by  the  Bishop  at  his  last  visitation. 

As  we  review  the  missionary  field  of  the  Diocese  we  have  every  reason 
to  feel  encouraged.  New  work  has  been  begun  in  one  of  the  mill  dis- 
tricts near  Spartanburg  and  already  over  $1,000  has  been  contributed 
for  the  erection  of  a  chapel. 

Several  thousand  dollars  are  now  in  hand  with  which  to  build  a 
suitable  parish  house  at  Graniteville.  The  work  at  the  navy  yard  near 
Charleston  promises  well  and  $500  is  in  hand  with  which  to  erect  a 
chapel  and  $200  for  the  furnishing  of  it.  Services  have  been  held 
regularly. 

We  are  particularly  glad  to  report  that  there  have  been  few  clerical 
changes  this  year  in  the  missionary  field  of  the  Diocese.  These  constant 
moves  retard  the  progress  of  the  Master's  work.  We  think  that  you 
will  find  no  more  earnest  and  self-sacrificing  missionaries  than  we  have 
in  South  Carolina,  and  they  deserve  the  loyal  support  of  the  Church  in 
this  Diocese. 

We  are  glad  to  state  that  the  missions  in  Greenville,  by  the  influx  of 
a  large  number  of  church  people  and  by  the  zealous  and  energetic  labors 
of  Rev.  W.  N.  Tillinghast,  who  has  recently  taken  charge,  are  manifest- 
ing vigorous  life.  St.  Andrew's  has  been  consecrated  and  now  St.  James' 
is  free  of  debt  and  ready  for  consecration.  The  mission  at  North 
Augusta  has  been  organized  and  is  only  waiting  for  an  earnest  and 
consecrated  man  of  God  to  throw  his  whole  heart  into  the  work  and 
develop  it.  The  future  is  promising  and  $800  has  been  raised  for  a 
chapel.  The  work  at  Manning  has  been  taken  up  again  and  under  the 
efficient  labors  of  Rev.  Jno.  Kershaw,  Jr.,  we  look  for  good  results. 

Again  the  Board  desires  to  express  its  grateful  thanks  to  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  and  the  Sunday  schools  for  the  assistance  given.  The  amount 
raised  this  year  by  the  Advent  offering  was  $681.94,  about  $9  less  than 
last  year.  We  cannot  but  feel  that  some  of  the  clergy  do  not  try  to 
interest  their  Sunday  schools  in  this  offering  as  they  should,  for  some  of 
our  largest  Sunday  schools  have  given  less  than  those  of  some  of  the  mis- 
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sions.  The  whole  amount  expended  by  the  board  this  year  has  been  $7,803, 
several  hundred  dollars  in  excess  of  last  year.  The  whole  amount 
received  from  all  sources  is  $8,000.03,  thus  leaving  us  a  balance  in  bank 
of  $196.96. 

As  the  work  grows  in  the  Diocese,  there  is  of  necessity  a  demand  for 
more  funds.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  many  places  which  have  been 
liberally  helped  by  the  Board  for  many  years  will  in  time  endeavor  to 
relieve  the  Board  of  the  appropriations,  so  that  more  funds  may  be 
expended  on  new  fields  which  have  been  opened  up.

Abstracts  of  Reports  of  Deans  of  Convocation 

FIRST  CONVOCATION. 

Rev.  A.  R.  Mitchell,  Dean: 

Two  splendid  meetings  have  been  held.  In  Yorkville,  first,  where 
there  was  an  enthusiastic  gathering  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  in  con- 
nection, nine  branches  being  represented  by  twenty-five  delegates.  Great 
zeal  and  interest  was  manifested. 

Recently  over  $1,000  has  been  raised  for  the  encouraging  work  of  Rev. 
W.  H.  K.  Pendleton  at  the  Arkwright  Mills,  in  Spartanburg,  to  be  used 
for  a  chapel.  An  industrial  school  has  been  organized  at  the  Spartan 
Mills.  Rev.  O.  T.  Porcher  and  Rev.  C.  H.  Jordan  are  doing  similar 
work  and  the  rector  of  Christ  church,  Greenville,  hopes  to  begin  work 
at  the  Blanket  Factory,  near  that  city. 

The  second  meeting  was  held  in  Trinity  church,  Abbeville.  A  new 
rectory  has  recently  been  built  here.  The  Sunday  school  was  the  leading 
topic  at  this  meeting.  The  missions  in  Greenville  have  taken  on  new  life 
since  Rev.  W.  N.  Tillinghast  took  charge.  St.  James'  is  free  from  debt. 
The  beautiful  new  brick  church  in  Greenwood  has  been  completed,  at  a 
cost  of  $6,000.  Rev.  S.  R.  Guignard  has  held  services  at  Belton,  where 
it  is  hoped  a  mission  will  be  organized.  The  church  in  Chester  has  taken 
on  new  life  under  its  present  rector — among  other  things  a  pipe  organ 
has  been  installed,  as  also  in  Yorkville. 

SECOND  CONVOCATION. 

Rev.  H.  H.  Covington,,  Dean: 

One  Convocation  was  held  in  Hartsville,  a  Sunday  school  exhibit  being 
an  interesting  feature.  Every  mission  and  parish  is  filled.  The  Rev. 
C.  E.  Betticher,  Jr.,  missionary  to  Alaska,  visited  several  parishes  and 
missions  and  made  addresses  on  his  work. 

Missions  have  been  held  in  Columbia,  Florence  and  Darlington.  St. 
Timothy's,  Columbia,  has  been  consecrated.  St.  John's  chapel,  Florence, 
paid  for.  The  new  church  at  Hartsville  completed.  St.  Thaddaeus', 
Aiken,  has  raised  $17,000  for  a  new  church  and  appointed  a  building 
committee.  A  new  church,  to  cost  $4,500,  is  being  erected  at  Eastover, 
and  St.  David's,  Cheraw,  has  paid  for  a  new  lot  and  is  accumulating 
a  fund  for  a  new  church.  St.  John's,  Florence,  and  Grace,  Camden, 
have  purchased  new  pipe  organs.    Trinity  church,  Columbia,  contributed

$1,195  to  general  missions  (not  including  Sunday  school  and  auxiliary 
offerings ).  Thirteen  parishes  and  missions  divided  the  Easter  offering 
between  general  missions  and  the  negro  work  in  this  Diocese.  Suc- 
cessful men's  meetings  were  held  in  Columbia  and  Sumter. 

THIRD  CONVOCATION. 

Rev.  John  Kershaw,  D.  D.,  Dean: 

During  the  year  one  meetitng  of  Convocation  was  held  at  Roekville, 
Wadmalaw  Island.  Sessions  well  attended  and  excellent  addresses  made 
by  appointed  speakers.  The  next  meeting  will  be  held  at  Summerville, 
in  November.  The  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  this  missionary  district  will 
meet  at  the  same  time  and  place. 

The  field  is  now  fully  manned,  but  the  same  necessity  exists  for  a 
Convocation  missionary  as  has  existed  for  years,  in  order  that  we  may 
do  better  the  work  of  extension.  The  men  now  at  work  have  all  they 
can  do  to  supply  the  places  within  their  own  fields  of  labor. 
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Annual  Communication  of  the  Standing  Committee,  May  2,  1911, 
Diocese  of  South  Carolina 

To  the  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-first  Annual  Council  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina: 
As  required  by  Section  3,  Article  IX,  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Diocese,  the  Standing  Committee  begs  herewith  to  present  an  abstract 
of  the  minutes  of  its  proceedings,  had  since  the  presentation  of  its  last 
communication. 

Your  committee  was  organized  at  a  meeting  held  in  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Comforter,  Sumter,  S.  C,  on  May  5,  1910,  by  the  re-election  of  the 
Rev.  W.  B.  Gordon  as  President,  and  Mr.  Wm.  C.  Bissell  as  Secretary. 

On  November  22,  1910,  your  committee  met  in  Columbia,  at  which 
meeting  Mr.  John  B.  Elliott  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  ordina- 
tion to  the  diaconate,  and  the  Rev.  Geo.  E.  Howell  was  recommended  to 
the  Bishop  for  ordination  to  the  priesthood.  The  committee  also  gave 
its  consent  to  Zion  church,  Richland,  to  remove,  tear  down  or  otherwise 
dispose  of  its  present  church  building. 

Your  committee  held  another  meeting  in  Columbia  on  January  13, 
1911,  at  which  the  Rev.  Roberts  Poinsett  Johnson  was  recommended  to 
the  Bishop  for  ordination  to  the  priesthood.  The  committee  also  gave 
its  consent  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Rogers  Israel,  D.  D.,  to  be 
Bishop  of  the  newly  formed  Diocese  of  Erie.  Consent  was  also  given 
to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Charles  Sumner  Burch  to  be  a  Suffragan 
Bishop  in  the  Diocese  of  New  York. 

The  last  meeting  of  the  committee  was  held  in  Yorkville  on  the  1st 
day  of  May,  1911,  at  which  meeting  consent  was  given  to  the  election  of 
the  Rt.  Rex.  Sydney  C.  Partridge,  of  the  missionary  district  of  Kyoto, 
to  be  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Kansas  City.

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Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  South  Carolina 

Yorkville,  S.  C,  May  1,  1911. 

The  financial  statement  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  appended 
hereto,  shows  the  receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  past  year  and  gives 
a  statement  of  the  different  funds  now  in  charge  of  the  Trustees  and 
how  they  are  invested  and  the  income  therefrom. 

Upon  application  of  the  vestry  of  Sheldon  church,  the  trust  funds  of 
said  church,  invested  in  stock  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina  to  the 
amount  of  $1,555.72,  was  turned  over  to  the  vestry  of  the  said  church 
and  a  receipt  for  the  same  was  given  to  the  Trustees  by  O.  M.  Read, 
Chairman,  and  W.  F.  Colcock,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  vestry 
and  wardens  of  Sheldon  church. 

During  the  year  the  Trustees  have  received  the  following  deeds: 

Deed  of  W.  R.  Cobb  to  Rt.  Rev.  W.  A.  Guerry,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
of  South  Carolina,  and  the  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  South  Carolina,  conveying  lot  in  town  of  Beaufort  for  a  church  for 
colored  people. 

Deed  of  E.  H.  Oswald  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  South  Carolina,  conveying  a  lot  in  town  of  Allendale,  Barn- 
well county,  for  church. 

In  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of  the  Trustees,  passed  May  2,  1910,  a 
deed  has  been  executed  by  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Trustees 
conveying  the  property  in  Charleston  known  as  St.  Luke's  church  to  the 
corporation  known  as  "St.  Luke's  Church,  Charleston."  The  conveyance 
was  in  fee,  with  a  condition,  however,  that  the  said  church  be  used  for 
the  purposes  of  a  church,  according  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  South  Carolina. 

A  sale  of  the  property  at  No.  277  Ashley  avenue,  Charleston,  devised 
to  the  Trustees  under  the  will  of  the  late  Mrs.  O'Connell,  was  authorized, 
the  proceeds  to  be  applied  towards  the  purchase  of  a  parish  house  for 
St.  John's  chapel,  provided  in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustees  such  dis- 
position of  these  trust  funds  would  be  legal.

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APPENDIX  VIII 


Proposed  Alterations  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Church 

As  Adopted  by  the  General  Convention  in  Cincinnati  October,  1910. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  change  be  made  in  the  Constitution,  and 
that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses,  in 
order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  at  the  next  General  Convention,  in 
accordance  with  Article  XI,  of  the  Constitution,  as  follows : 

Strike  out  Section  3  of  Article  I,  and  insert  in  place  of  it  the  fol- 
lowing: 

Section  3.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  the  presiding 
Bishop,  the  General  Convention  shall  elect  the  presiding  Bishop  of  the 
Church.  The  House  of  Bishops  shall  choose  one  of  the  Bishops  having 
jurisdiction  within  the  United  States  to  be  such  presiding  Bishop,  by  the 
vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  Bishops  entitled  to  vote  in  the  House  of 
Bishops,  such  choice  to  be  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  House  of 
Deputies. 

His  term  and  tenure  of  office  shall  be  prescribed  by  Canons  of  the 
General  Convention.  His  salary  as  presiding  Bishop  shall  be  fixed  and 
paid  by  the  General  Convention. 

When,  for  any  reason,  a  vacancy  in  the  office  shall  occur,  or  if  by 
reason  of  infirmity  the  presiding  Bishop  shall  become  disabled,  the  House 
of  Bishops  shall  elect  one  of  its  number  to  act  as  presiding  Bishop 
until  the  next  meeting  of  the  General  Convention. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  change  be  made  in  the  Constitution,  and 
that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses,  in 
order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  at  the  next  General  Convention,  in 
accordance  with  Article  XI,  of  the  Constitution,  as  follows: 

Strike  out  Section  4  of  Article  I,  and  insert  in  place  of  it  the  fol- 
lowing: 

Section  4.  The  Church  in  each  Diocese  which  has  been  admitted  to 
union  with  the  General  Convention  shall  be  entitled  to  representation  in 
the  House  of  Deputies  by  not  more  than  four  presbyters,  canonically 
resident  in  the  Diocese,  and  not  more  than  four  laymen,  communicants 
of  this  Church,  having  domicile  in  the  Diocese;  but  the  General  Con- 
vention by  Canon  may  reduce  the  representation  to  not  fewer  than  two 
deputies  in  each  order.  Each  Diocese  shall  prescribe  the  manner  in 
which  its  deputies  shall  be  chosen. 

The  Church  in  each  Missionary  District  within  the  boundaries  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  which  shall  have  been  established  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Constitution  and  Canons  for  the  government  of  this 
Church,  shall  also  be  entitled  to  representation  in  the  House  of  Deputies 
by  not  more  than  one  presbyter,  canonically  resident  in  the  Missionary 
District,  and  not  more  than  one  layman,  communicant  of  this  Church, 
having  domicile  in  the  Missionary  District.  Each  Missionary  District 
shall  prescribe  the  manner  in  which  its  deputies  shall  be  chosen. 
Deputies  from  such  Missionary  District,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in 
the  Constitution,  shall  be  subject  to  all  of  the  qualifications  and  with  all 
of  the  rights  of  deputies  from  Dioceses. 

To  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  the  clerical 
order  shall  be  represented  by  at  least  one  deputy  in  each  of  a  majority 
of  the  Dioceses  entitled  to  representation,  and  the  lay  order  shall  like- 
wise be  represented  by  at  least  one  deputy  in  each  of  a  majority  of 
the  Dioceses  entitled  to  representation. 
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On  any  question  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  deputies  present  shall 
suffice,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  this  Constitution,  or,  in  cases  not 
specifically  provided  for  by  the  Constitution,  by  Canons  requiring  more 
than  a  majority,  or,  unless  the  clerical  or  the  lay  representation  from 
any  Diocese  require  that  the  vote  be  taken  by  orders.  In  all  cases  of  a 
vote  by  orders,  the  two  orders  shall  vote  separately,  each  Diocese  having 
one  vote  in  the  clerical  order  and  one  in  the  lay  order,  and  each  Mis- 
sionary District  within  the  boundaries  of  the  United  States  of  America 
having  a  one-fourth  vote  in  the  clerical  order  and  a  one-fourth  vote  in 
the  lay  order;  and  the  concurrence  of  the  votes  of  the  two  orders,  by 
not  less  than  a  majority  of  whole  votes  in  each  order  of  all  of  the 
Dioceses  and  Missionary  Districts  within  the  boundaries  of  the  United 
States  of  America  represented  in  that  order  at  the  time  of  the  vote,  shall 
be  necessary  to  constitute  a  vote  of  the  House. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  change  be  made  in  the  Constitution,  and 
that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses,  in 
order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  at  the  next  General  Convention,  in 
accordance  with  Article  XI,  of  the  Constitution,  as  follows: 

Strike  out  Section  6  of  Article  I,  and  insert  in  place  of  it  the  fol- 
lowing: 

Section  6.  One  clerical  and  one  lay  deputy  chosen  by  each  Missionary 
District  of  the  Church,  established  by  the  House  of  Bishops,  beyond 
the  territory  of  the  United  States  of  America,  and  one  clerical  and  one 
lay  deputy  chosen  by  the  Convocation  of  the  American  Churches  in 
Europe,  shall  have  seats  in  the  House  of  Deputies,  subject  to  all  the 
qualifications  and  with  all  the  rights  of  deputies,  except  the  right  to  vote 
when  the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  orders. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  change  be  made  in  the  Constitution,  and 
that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses,  in 
order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  at  the  next  General  Convention,  in 
accordance  with  Article  XI,  of  the  Constitution,  as  follows: 

Amend  the  new  Section  4  of  Article  II,  so  that  the  first  sentence  shall 
begin:  It  shall  be  lawful  for  a  Diocese,  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop 
of  that  Diocese,  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Committees 
of  the  Dioceses,  and  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  Bishops  of  this 
Church  exercising  jurisdiction  in  the  United  States,  to  elect  one  or  more 
suffragan  Bishops,  etc.

(Note. — The  classification  of  disbursements  in  the  main  are  not 
accurate;  for  instance,  a  bill  paid  at  the  drug  store  or  hardware  store 
would  be  charged  to  drugs  or  hardware,  as  the  case  may  be,  while  many 
of  the  items  may  belong  to  some  other  classification.  It  is  impossible  to 
arrive  at  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  institution,  as  much  of  the  supplies 
of  the  daily  support  is  sent  to  them  and  does  not  enter  in  the  Treasurer's 
report.  Beginning  with  this  year,  we  hope  to  adopt  a  system  that  will 
show  more  nearly  the  total  cost.)

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT,  DEACONESS  GADSDEN. 

The  inmates  of  the  Orphanage  Department  consist  of  35  boys  and 
46  girls. 

Twelve  months  ago  the  Board  of  Trustees  met  for  the  first  time  after 
a  change  of  location  effected  for  enlargement  and  the  application  of 
new  methods  to  this  work.  Again  you  are  meeting  to  review  the  results 
of  a  year's  work. 

It  takes  long  for  seed  sown  to  grow  up  and  bear  fruit,  and,  as  we 
know,  patience  is  the  first  and  last  requirement  in  work  for  children. 
That  one  should  sow  and  another  reap  is  the  natural  expectation  of 
those  who  spend  their  lives  in  the  training  of  children. 

We  consider  ourselves  fortunate  in  so  short  a  time  to  be  able  to 
discern  certain  definite  results  of  the  changed  conditions. 

First — Along  Industrial  Lines. 

Whereas,  formerly  the  record  here  was  meager  and  most  unsatisfac- 
tory, now  the  work  is  efficiently  taught  and  proficiency  has  already  been 
attained  by  some  boys  and  girls  in  cooking  and  preparing  meals,  baking  of 
bread,  gardening  and  farm  work,  milking  and  care  of  stock  and  barn, 
laundry  work,  blacksmithing  and  repair  work,  painting  and  carpentry, 
care  of  steam  furnace  plant,  shoemaking,  and  in  sewing,  cutting  and 
making  of  garments. 

Second — Along  Educational  Lines  and  Mental  Awakening. 

Whereas,  formerly  boys  showed  no  interest  in  school  work,  many 
appearing  listless  and  mentally  deficient,  and,  whereas  boys  were  never 
seen  reading,  we  now  have: 

Boys  resolving  to  go  through  high  school. 

Some  boys  and  girls  invariably  making  100  per  cent,  in  examinations. 

One  fifth  grade  boy  selected  for  the  prize  contest  in  arithmetic  on 
Field  Day  and  carrying  off  second  prize  for  the  Yorkville  public  school. 

Boys  resolving  to  win  West  Point  scholarships;  others  looking  for- 
ward to  Clemson  and  to  becoming  up-to-date  farmers. 

Third — In  Higher  Ideals  and  Habits  or  Self-Reliance. 

Through  lines  where  rsults  are  not  attained  but  after  long  waiting — 
even  here  we  have  reason  for  encouragement. 

Cleanliness  and  order  are  now  desired  and  becoming  natural  to  the 
most  unpromising  boys  and  girls.  More  and  more  eye-service  is  frowned 
down  upon  and  half-work  scorned  by  our  older  boys  and  girls. 

An  earnest  desire  and  resolve  to  become  missionaries,  nurses  and 
doctors  is  in  the  hearts  of  more  than  one. 

Petty  misdemeanors  are  of  less  frequent  occurrence. 

Truancy  declining  as  interests  on  the  farm  increase.  (One  boy,  restless 
and  inclined  to  truancy  a  few  months  ago,  now  writes  his  friends  he  is 
too  busy  to  visit  (?)  them,  as  he  has  just  joined  the  Corn  Club!) 

Girls  and  boys  above  second  grade  are  allowed  freedom  to  go  to  and 
from  town  and  school;  and  boys  haul  freight  from  station  and  go  on 
errands  and  messages  to  any  part  of  the  town  and  country. 

It  would  seem  unnecessary  to  state  that  there  have  been  problems  of 
great  difficulty  in  the  life  of  the  institution  in  the  past  year.  It  cannot 
surprise  you  that  problems  should  arise  among  children  of  the  masses 
whose  infant  eyes  and  ears  have  heard  and  seen  unspeakable  evil  before 
some  kindly  hand  snatched  them  from  the  grasp  of  the  emissaries  of 
Satan  and  gave  them  to  the  Church  to  guard  and  train  for  the  glory,  of 
Him  who  made  them. 

Sometimes  it  is  the  older  boys  and  girls  who  give  the  trouble,  but  it  is 
often  the  young  child,  yet  in  what  ought  to  be  his  "tender  years,"  that 
defeats  our  efforts. 
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When  a  boy  of  14,  who  has  no  bad  habits,  comes  with  a  plea  to  be 
taught  to  read  and  write  that  he  may  better  make  his  way  in  the  world; 
when  a  girl,  over  age,  who  has  from  early  childhood  worked  in  the  mill 
to  support  herself  and  help  her  widowed  mother  and  sisters,  comes 
asking  to  be  taught  the  womanly  occupations  of  cooking  and  sewing, 
and  whatever  is  needed  in  home-making,  such  appeals  ought  to  be  heard. 
In  the  last  year  several  such  cases  have  been  received. 

An  infant  of  a  few  months,  left  by  a  dying  mother,  after  being  handed 
from  family  to  family,  was  rescued  by  a  band  of  welfare  workers  and 
at  last  found  a  safe  shelter  here  near  the  blessed  Christmast-tide.  Our 
busiest  worker  heard  his  baby  cry  and,  opening  her  mother  arms  to  him, 
voluntarily  added  his  care  to  her  many  other  duties. 

Thus  the  "Thomas  F.  McDow,  Jr.,  Memorial  Infirmary"  has  saved  one 
more  little  human  life  which  will,  we  hope,  prove  a  blessing  to  many. 

Here  let  me  speak  of  a  side  work  we  have  been  able  to  do.  In  the 
positions  of  matrons  and  cottage-mothers  we  offer  domestic  work  not 
unsuited  to  mothers  with  small  children.  In  this  way  the  breaking  of 
some  family  ties  has  been  avoided  and  the  separation  of  destitute,  but 
worthy,  mothers  from  their  young  children  has  been  prevented  in  a  few 
cases.  Until  worthy  widows  who  are  bringing  up  future  citizens  are 
assisted  by  the  State,  as  in  Switzerland,  it  would  seem  a  cause  for 
thankfulness  that  the  Church  has  performed  a  sacred  duty  to  both  widow 
and  orphan.  A  wise,  capable  mother  who  loves  her  own  children  is  the 
ideal  we  seek  for  a  "mother"  in  our  cottages. 

Some  thirty  of  the  children  have  attended  the  public  school,  but  the 
kindergarten  and  all  grades  up  to  the  third  have  been  taught  here. 
The  vacation  of  two  rooms  on  the  second  floor  is  to  be  desired  for  the 
use  of  these  two  departments. 

While  the  sending  out  of  children  to  the  city  schools  brings  additional 
problems  not  usual  in  institutional  life,  such  as:  Increased  area  of 
exposure  to  epidemic  diseases,  added  risk  of  truancy,  danger  of  frequent 
quarantine  for  a  single  case  on  grounds  or  in  town,  we  are  of  the 
opinion,  after  two  years'  trial,  that  the  benefits  outweigh  the  risks  run. 

The  most  staggering  problem  we  have  to  meet  is  the  problem  of 
desertion  of  children  by  fathers,  either  before  or  after  death  of  mother. 
Some  such  check  as  that  proposed  at  the  recent  National  Conference  of 
Hebrew  Charities,  New  York,  with  its  attendant  penalties  of  publicity, 
etc.,  attached,  would  be  a  great  relief  to  institutions  and  save  many 
a  child. 

More  than  one  child  is  beyond  our  aid  and  growing  up  vicious  because, 
for  fear  of  encouraging  neglect  of  parental  duties,  institutions  must 
refuse  to  help  the  child.  Adequate  support  exacted  from  such  parents 
would  save  the  child  and  not  demoralize  the  parent. 

During  the  year  1910-1911  we  have  admitted  27  new  children  and 
have  now  81  inmates.  More  than  80  applications  have  been  received 
during  the  year,  the  children  coming  from  the  following  places:  Charles- 
ton 4,  Orangeburg  3,  Columbia  7,  Granite ville  4,  Greenville  3,  Rock  Hill 
1,  Spartanburg  1,  Camden  4. 

Three  of  our  girls  have,  for  purposes  of  further  training,  lived  else- 
where. One  of  these,  supported  by  St.  Anne's  Guild,  Christ  church, 
Greenville,  and  given  a  scholarship  by  Miss  Perrin,  of  the  Kindergarten 
Training  School,  graduates  this  month  and  returns  as  assistant  teacher 
in  the  Home.  Another  enters  in  June  the  Child's  Hospital,  Albany, 
N.  Y.  She  has  been  supported  by  the  "K"  Circle  of  St.  Michael's, 
Charleston,  and  has  been  with  us  from  early  infancy.  S^ill  another  has 
received  assistance  from  the  Holy  Cross  Guild,  Columbia,  and  is  now 
working  for  the  necessary  funds  to  enable  her  to  become  a  teacher  of 
domestic  science  (cooking)  and  domestic  art  (sewing)  in  the  mission 
schools  or  public  schools  of  this  State. 
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Our  oldest  boy  was  placed  on  a  chicken  farm  to  learn  the  poultry 
business.  He  is  under  very  favorable  conditions  and  has  excellent 
prospects.  In  a  recent  letter  he  writes  naively,  "all  is  running 
smoothly."    We  are  glad  to  hear  he  is  making  a  good  record. 

Aside  from  the  nursing  of  the  baby  through  his  infantile  troubles, 
there  has  been  but  one  case  of  sickness  in  our  large  family. 

The  little  afflicted  Samuel,  the  child  of  one  of  our  matrons,  passed 
away  last  July.  Our  doctors  were  indefatigable  in  their  attentions  dur- 
ing all  illnesses,  and  Drs.  Griffith  and  Davies  helped  us  by  examining 
eyes  and  supplying  glasses  in  quite  a  number  of  cases.  Dr.  Cartwright 
has  cheerfully  looked  after  the  children's  teeth  every  Monday  afternoon. 
Dr.  McDowell  has  skillfully  set  a  broken  arm — the  only  broken  bone 
recorded  in  some  twelve  or  fifteen  years. 

The  fire  escapes  and  extinguishers  have  been  placed  in  the  buildings, 
through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  John  Jacob  Seibels,  of  Columbia. 

While  there  have  been  some  changes  in  the  staff,  and  two  additions, 
we  begin  the  year  with  four  workers  who  have  been  in  the  work  from 
one  to  three  years. 

The  Farm. 

Published  along  with  this  report  you  will  have  the  number  of  acres 
owned  by  the  Orphanage,  the  acreage  under  cultivation,  the  number  of 
bushels  of  oats,  potatoes,  etc.,  the  gallons  of  milk,  etc.,  produced  on  the 
place,  but  rather  should  we  measure  results  by  budding  and  increasing 
interest  of  our  boys  in  producing  and  in  enjoying  the  labor  of  their 
hands.  I  have  spoken  of  the  honest  pride  of  one  in  his  membership  in 
the  Corn  Club.  There  was  keen  disappointment  felt  by  the  others  when 
we  told  them  we  had  not  sufficient  acres  to  allow  of  others  becoming 
members.  Among  the  small  boys  in  the  agricultural  interest  is  so 
awakened  that  it  is  threatening  the  morals  of  some !  A  gang  of  young 
farmers  was  surprised  last  Sunday  busily  cultivating  their  allotment  of 
one-fiftieth  of  an  acre !  Tools  being  more  plentiful  on  that  day  and 
watchful  eyes  relaxed  somewhat  for  purposes  of  devotion,  good  progress 
was  made  before  the  discovery  and  capture  of  the  law-breakers. 

It  is  most  desirable  that  a  model  laundry  be  equipped  for  the  Home 
as  soon  as  possible. 

1st.  It  is  needed  in  the  household  economy. 

2d.  It  furnishes  occupation  for  both  boys  and  girls. 

3d.  In  the  running  of  the  machinery  and  in  the  laundry  work  it  pro- 
vides a  possible  future  career  for  some  of  our  inmates. 

In  opening  any  department  the  educative  value  of  it  to  children  ought 
to  be  the  first  consideration.  In  the  absence  of  any  endowment  the  only  way 
to  progress  each  year  would  seem  to  be  by  securing  a  large  annual  addition 
to  the  Maintenance  Fund  and  applying  such  on  the  necessary  industrial 
equipment.  The  annual  May  Offering,  appropriately  arranged  for  the 
third  Sunday  in  the  foundation  month  of  the  Home,  and  the  Laymen's 
Auxiliary  Fund,  started  in  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Spartanburg,  will, 
we  hope,  enable  us  to  have  more  of  the  facilities  and  more  of  the  usual 
equipment  for  an  institution  for  the  training  of  both  boys  and  girls. 

A  question  often  asked  is  in  regard  to  the  intended  use  of  the  main 
or  central  building.  The  floors  and  rooms  are  much  needed  now  for  the 
following  purposes: 

First  floor:  DeJersey  study  hall,  chapel  reception  rooms,  offices. 

Second  floor:  Kindergarten,  second  and  third  grades,  manual  training 
rooms,  teachers'  rooms,  boys'  room,  library. 

Third  floor:  Infirmary,  ward  for  new  boys,  ward  for  new  girls,  sewing 
room,  wardrobes,  guest  room. 

A  new  feature  of  the  work  begun  this  year  is  the  Loan  Fund.  We 
cannot  hope  with  limited  means,  facilities  and  space,  to  give  advanced 
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training  to  our  boys  and  girls  in  any  lines.  This  loan  fund  will  enable 
us  to  lend  to  a  promising  boy  or  girl  money  to  complete  a  much  desired 
course  for  which  he  or  she  seems  specially  qualified.  When  drawing  a 
salary  the  money  is  returned  and  in  this  way  benefits  a  succession  of 
worthy  boys  and  girls. 

The  Church,  as  compared  with  other  bodies  of  Christians,  has  been 
somewhat  backward  in  encouraging  talent  among  her  poorer  mem- 
bership. 

During  the  year  the  Chaplain  has  held  the  regular  services  here  and 
the  various  ministers  of  the  Yorkville  churches  have  made  delightful 
addresses  to  the  inmates  on  Monday  afternoons.  Rev.  E.  A.  Betticher, 
from  Alaska,  visited  us,  and  during  the  Convocation  Rev.  Alex.  Mitchell 
held  service  and  addressed  the  children. 

A  feature  of  the  main  building,  which  has  been  of  great  value  to  us 
this  past  year,  is  the  guest  room  furnished  by  the  W.  B.  Moore  family. 
Here  from  time  to  time  friends  have  stayed  who  have  studied  the  work 
and  the  daily  routine.  Invariably  they  have  gone  away  more  interested 
in  the  ends  for  which  we  struggle  and  an  ever  widening  circle  of  friends 
has  been  the  result.  Once  interested,  always  working  for  us,  is  the 
experience  we  have. 

A  recent  letter  received  says:  "I  have  been  out  of  the  State  sometime, 
but  have  come  back  and  am  getting  in  touch  with  you  again." 

That  mothers  will  keep  this  work  going  and  mothers  will  help  to 
enlarge  its  facilities  and  scope  is  both  our  comfort  for  the  future  and 
our  reward  for  past  work.  An  Association  of  Volunteer  Workers  has 
been  proposed  and  would  be  of  great  assistance  if  properly  managed. 

The  Church  has  cause  for  thankfulness  that  with  more  room  and 
increased  facilities  she  has  been  able  to  perform  her  Christ-like  mission 
better  than  ever  before.  We — here  I  speak  for  each  one  of  my  disinter- 
ested coworkers — we  rejoice  if  we  have  taught  the  childish  lips  of  one 
more  to  say,  "Our  Father,"  and  if  we  have  guided  one  more  straying 
lamb  back  from  the  precipices  into  safe  pastures.

Walker  and  Dr.  McDowell,  but,  except  for  a  few  cases  of  measles, 
whooping  cough  and  dysentery,  the  health  of  the  inmates  of  the  Home 
has  been  remarkably  good. 

White,  McDowell,  Walker,  Bratton 
and  myself,  wish  to  thank  the  Deaconess  and  her  assistants  for  their 
hearty  co-operation  with  us.

Church  Home  Orphanage,  May  1,  1911. 
The  Orphanage  Department. 

Inasmuch  as  the  other  reports  in  this  annual  come  so  very  nearly 
covering  the  grounds,  especially  that  of  Deaconess  Gadsden  and  the 
Treasurer,  we  hardly  deem  it  necessary  to  make  a  report. 

But  we,  however,  take  this  opportunity  of  extending  our  unanimous 
thanks  and  gratitude  to  Deaconess  Gadsden  for  her  most  able  manage- 
ment of  this  institution,  for  her  loving  unselfishness  in  all  things,  and 
for  the  example  of  Christian  love,  which  is  an  inspiration  to  all  those 
who  come  in  contact  with  her. 

We  attribute  that  degree  of  success  that  the  Orphanage  has  attained 
to  her,  together  with  her  energetic  and  never  tiring  assistant,  Deaconess 
Wile,  whose  enthusiasm  and  devotion  are  unquestioned. 

The  question  is  ever  unanswered,  especially  when  we  see  eighty  bright, 
neat,  happy  children  filing  out  in  line  to  church  before  we  get  ourselves 
ready,  "How  do  they  do  it?" 

The  Farm. 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  the  farm  is  in  a  very  much  improved  con- 
dition, and  is  still  looked  after  by  Mr.  Willis.  Our  present  farmer  is  an 
excellent  manager,  and  we  think  is  making  good  headway,  not  only  in 
interesting  the  boys,  but  in  results. 

We  have  had  a  number  of  donations  in  the  way  of  fertilizers,  which 
will  prove  a  great  help  in  this  department.  A  cannery  has  recently  been 
installed,  which  will  prove  of  great  value  to  the  plant. 

"The  Lee  Bequest." 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  a  bequest  made  by  Mr.  A.  Markley  Lee 
of  $2,000,  which  will  be  loaned  at  interest  in  our  Special  Fund,  which 
will  support  two  children. 

Iron  cots  will  be  placed  in  the  institution,  with  suitable  brass  tablets, 
as  memorials  to  Mr.  Lee. 

Committee  on  Grounds. 

The  Committee  on  the  Grounds  consists  of  a  number  of  ladies  of 
Yorkville.  They  have  made  considerable  improvements,  and  their  plans, 
as  laid  out,  indicate  that  in  a  few  years  the  grounds  will  be  very  much 
beautified.    They  have  our  hearty  appreciation. 
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Capers'  Memorial. 

The  Building  Committee  now  having  authority  to  proceed  with  this 
building,  we  hope  they  will  complete  the  same  in  1911,  more  room  being 
our  most  urgent  need. 

We  wish  to  commend  to  those  so  disposed  the  donation  of  cottage 
homes.  We  do  not  believe  that  they  could  expend  the  same  amount  of 
money  to  better  advantage,  from  the  standpoint  of  doing  the  most  for 
the  greatest  number  of  human  souls.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  CHURCH  HOME. 
Mrs.  S.  E.  Conner,  Chairman. 

The  Committee  in  Charge  of  the  Church  Home  of  the  Diocese  of  South 
Carolina  begs  to  offer  Council  this  report: 

The  year  just  closing  has  been  a  most  important  one  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  affairs  of  the  Home;  much  has  been  accomplished  for 
the  comfort  of  those  to  whom  the  Church  offers  this  shelter,  and  who 
rely  on  its  protecting  care.  The  building,  formerly  the  Orphanage,  was 
assigned  by  the  Trustees  for  this  purpose,  but  it  was  in  bad  condition, 
requiring  most  substantial  repairs  to  make  it  either  suitable  or  habitable. 
Every  alteration  or  improvement  has  been  done  in  strictest  economy,  and 
only  necessary  ones  attempted.  The  committee  trusts  that  the  plans  for 
the  changes  in  the  institution  may  find  such  favor  with  friends  outside 
of  Charleston  that  our  depleted  treasury  will  receive  a  most  substantial 
Good  Friday  offering.  Through  the  practical  assistance  of  several  of 
the  churches  in  Charleston,  most  of  the  rooms  have  been  done  over, 
repainted,  refurnished  entirely,  plumbing  attended  to  and  now  occupied 
by  those  who  have  not  been  so  comfortable  in  many  years.  Probably  the 
most  important  change  has  been  opening  a  dining  room  for  the  daily 
service  of  two  very  simple  meals,  so  far  at  no  expense  to  the  inmates. 
Apart  from  the  convenience  of  this  arrangement,  the  committee  realized 
the  ever  present  danger  from  fire  in  the  old  wooden  building,  when  the 
cooking  was  done  on  a  variet)^  of  unsafe  oil  stoves.  The  painting  and 
furnishing  of  both  dining  room  and  kitchen  have  been  the  gifts  of 
friends,  and  at  no  expense  to  the  Board.  There  have  also  been  many 
donations  of  groceries  and  other  articles  for  the  household  comfort. 
The  amount    ($500)   which  these  remembrances   represent  is  entirely 
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independent  of  the  Treasurer's  report,  and  mark  a  most  substantial 
testimonial  of  interest  felt  in  the  Home.  Gas  has  been  installed  in  the 
building,  thus  ridding  it  of  an  additional  menace  from  lamps,  and  the 
lot  has  been  planted,  on  shares,  in  vegetables. 

There  are  at  present  ten  inmates  and  we  are  ready  for  more,  feeling 
sure  we  can  make  those  who  need  the  shelter  of  a  "Home"  more  comfort- 
able than  has  hitherto  been  possible.  The  Matron,  Mrs.  McClure,  has 
given  entire  satisfaction.  Her  work  has  been  well  done,  often  under 
trying  conditions.    The  Treasurer's  report  accompanies  this.

PAUL  GERVAIS  JENKINS,  M.  D. 

PRIEST 


Born  on  Wadmalaw  Island,  S.  C,  March  9,  1825.  Graduated 
General  Theological  Seminary  1852.  Ordered  deacon  June  27,  1852, 
by  Bishop  Carlton  Chase,  of  New  Hampshire.  Ordained  priest 
June  21,  1857,  by  Bishop  Thomas  Frederick  Davis,  D.  D.,  in  St, 
Paul's  church,  Summerville,  S.  C.  At  first  principally  missionary 
work  on  the  seacoast  of  South  Carolina.  Also  among  the  negroes 
who  built  a  church  which  is  known  as  Gervais'  church  to  this  day. 
During  the  Civil  War  he  was  chaplain  in  the  hospital  in  Columbia. 
In  1866  missionary  to  various  places  in  Arkansas,  thence  to  South 
Carolina  in  1879,  serving  under  Bishop  Howe. 

He  moved  to  Washington,  D.  C,  in  1893,  where  he  assisted  many 
of  the  clergy  in  time  of  need  as  long  as  his  health  permitted.  Died 
in  Washington,  March  22,  1911.  Interment  Congressional  Ceme- 
tery.

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APPENDIX  XI 


Standing  Resolutions 

1.  Resolved,  That  when  notice  of  the  Easter  elections  is  to  be  given  by 
the  Clergy,  or,  in  the  case  of  vacant  Parishes,  by  the  Wardens  and 
Vestrymen,  the  article  of  the  Constitution  requiring  that  members  of 
this  Council  be  communicants,  shall  be  read  to  the  congregation;  or,  if 
the  Parish  be  vacant,  shall  be  fixed  to  the  public  notice  of  election. 

2.  Resolved,  That  whatever  balance  shall  be  in  the  Treasurer's  hand 
at  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  after  providing  for  the  quota 
of  the  Diocese  to  the  expenses  of  the  same,  shall  be  paid  in  equal  por- 
tions to  the  Deputies  of  the  Diocese,  who  may  attend  such  meetings. 
(Passed  1875.) 

3.  Resolved,  That  a  salary  of  two  hundred  dollars  be  paid  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Council.    (Passed  1870.) 

4.  Resolved,  That  three  dollars  per  day  be  paid  to  the  organist  officiat- 
ing during  the  sessions  of  Council.    (Passed  1856.) 

5.  Resolved,  That  a  like  sum  be  paid  the  sexton  acting  for  the  same 
period.    (Passed  1856.) 

6.  Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  and  unnecessary  to  return  thanks 
for  sermons  preached  before  this  body.    (Passed  1850.) 

7.  Resolved,  That  when  any  Clergyman  of  the  Diocese  shall  depart 
this  life,  his  record  shall  be  inscribed  on  a  memorial  page  of  the 
Journal.    (Passed  1872.) 

8.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Vestries  of  all  the 
Churches  in  this  Diocese  to  discourage  and,  if  possible,  to  interdict  the 
use  of  Churches  under  their  care  for  all  unhallowed,  worldly  and  common 
purposes.    (Passed  1828.) 

9.  Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to  members  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese,  in  the  choice  of  Sponsors  in  Baptism,  that  they 
should  select  persons  who  are  regular  communicants  of  the  Church. 
(Passed  1870.) 

10.  Resolved,  That  in  a  vote  by  Orders,  the  Secretary  shall  call  the 
names  of  Deputies,  and  record  the  Clergymen  and  Laymen  voting 
affirmatively  and  negatively.    (Passed  1877.) 

11.  Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  Three  be  appointed  by  the  Chair, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  arrangements  for  the  transportation  of 
members  to  and  from  the  Council.    (Passed  1882.) 

12.  Resolved,  That  the  assessment  for  the  Bishop's  Fund  be  payable 
on  the  first  day  of  November,  1890,  and  every  year  thereafter,  and  that 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  do  notify  the  several  Clergymen, 
Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  amount  payable,  not  later  than  October 
15th.    (Passed  1890.) 

13.  Resolved,  That  the  Rectors  and  Missionaries  of  this  Diocese  be 
requested  to  interest  the  children  of  their  respective  Parishes  and 
Missions  during  the  season  of  Advent,  in  raising  a  Special  Missionary 
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Fund,  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Missions  for  Mis- 
sionary Work  in  this  Diocese.    (Passed  1894.) 

14.  Resolved,  The  Secretary  of  the  Council  is  instructed  to  publish 
the  statistics  and  reports  of  each  Parish  and  Mission  separately,  as 
in  former  times.  He  may  make  a  table,  such  as  has  been  done  for  some 
time,  if  he  desires,  but  a  summary  is  deemed  sufficient.  These  reports 
to  be  printed  alphabetically,  according  to  the  name  of  Church  or  Mis- 
sion.   (Passed  1895.) 

15.  Resolved,  Before  publishing  the  Journal  of  the  Diocese,  the  Sec- 
retary is  directed  to  procure  from  the  Bishop  the  report  of  each  and 
every  Parish  and  Mission  in  the  Diocese,  whether  the  same  be  in  union 
with  this  Council  or  not,  in  order  that  accurate  and  correct  state  of  the 
Church  may  be  known.    (Passed  1895.) 

16.  Resolved,  That  on  and  after  this  date  the  fund  known  as  the 
Bishop's  Common  Fund  and  the  income  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund, 
be  collected  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  and  distributed  without 
compensation,  under  the  orders  of  the  Council.    (Passed  1899.) 

17.  Resolved,  That  the  Rector  in  whose  Parish  the  Council  is  held  be 
authorized  to  secure  a  reporter,  at  the  rate  of  three  ($3)  dollars  per 
diem,  who  will  report  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  for  the  principal 
daily  papers  in  the  State.    (Passed  1901.) 

18.  Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council  be  instructed  to  pay 
the  traveling  expenses  of  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  of 
the  Diocese,  this  resolution  to  cover  the  year  ending  May  1,  1903,  and 
the  future.    (Passed  1903.)

CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  I. 

The  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  accedes  to  and  adopts 
the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America  and  acknowledges  their  authority  accordingly. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Of  Diocesan  Council  Meetings. 

Section  1.  A  Diocesan  Council  shall  be  held  annually,  at  such  time  and 
place  as  shall  have  been  determined  upon  by  the  preceding  Council;  or, 
on  failure  of  the  Council  so  to  determine,  at  such  place  as  the  Ecclesias- 
tical authority  shall  appoint. 

Sec  2.  The  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  shall  have  power 
to  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  such  meeting  shall  be  held 
when  and  where  the  authority  so  calling  it  shall  determine,  and  at  such 
meeting  no  other  business  shall  be  transacted  than  that  specified  in  the 
notice  so  calling  said  meeting:  Provided,  That  whenever  a  special  meet- 
ing of  Council  is  called  for  the  purpose,  in  whole  or  in  part,  of  electing 
a  Bishop  or  Bishop-Coadjutor,  Lay  Deputies  from  the  several  congre- 
gations and  organized  missions  in  union  with  the  Council,  shall  be  elected 
after  the  call  has  been  issued  for  such  special  meeting. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  there  be  an  epidemic  disease,  or  other  cause  deemed 
sufficient  in  the  judgment  of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority,  to  require  a 
change  of  time  or  place  for  the  meeting  of  a  Council,  either  annual  or 
special,  the  said  authority  may  designate  another  time  or  place  of  hold- 
ing such  meeting,  to  be  held  within  not  less  than  a  month  after  such 
designation. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Of  Diocesan  Council  Members. 

Section  1.  The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Laymen, 
as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  The  Bishop,  the  Bishop-Coadjutor,  when  there  is  one,  the 
Archdeacon,  when  there  is  one,  the  Rector  of  the  Porter  Academy,  when 
a  Clergyman,  and  every  Presbyter  who  has  been  actually  as  well  as 
canonically  resident  within  the  Diocese  for  the  space  of  twelve  calendar 
months  next  before  the  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  has  for  the  same 
period  been  discharging  the  duties  of  his  station  as  Rector,  Minister, 
or  Assistant  Minister  of  an  organized  parish,  or  organized  mission, 
that  is  or  has  been,  or  hereafter  may  be  in  union  with  the  Council;  or 
who,  after  a  continued  membership  of  at  least  twenty  years  in  Council, 
is  incapacitated  by  the  infirmities  of  health  or  age  from  further  active 
duties  of  the  ministry,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  as  a  member 
of  the  Council,  and  every  other  Clergyman,  possessed  of  all  the  afore- 
said qualifications  prescribed  in  the  case  of  the  Presbyters  (excepting 
actual  residence  within  the  Diocese),  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  voice 
in  the  Council,  but  not  to  vote:  Provided,  That  no  Clergyman  who  was 
entitled  to  seat  and  a  vote,  or  to  a  seat  only,  in  the  Annual  Convention 
of  the  Diocese  held  in  May,  1889,  shall  be  deprived  of  his  rights  and 
privileges  in  subsequent  Conventions  or  Councils  by  reason  of  anything 
in  this  section  contained;  but  such  rights  and  privileges  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  tenor  of  the  article  as  it  was  of  force  the  first  day  of  May, 
1889:  Provided,  however,  That  any  Clergyman  shall  forfeit  said  rights 
by  failure  to  conform  to  the  Constitution  or  Canons. 
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Sec.  3.  Lay  Deputies,  not  exceeding  four  in  number  for  each  parish, 
and  two  for  each  organized  mission  in  union  with  the  Council,  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot  from  among  the  male  communicants  thereof,  to  rep- 
resent it  in  the  Council.  The  election  of  said  Lay  Deputies  shall  take 
place  on  Easter  Monday,  or  on  such  other  day  thereafter  as  may  be 
appointed  by  the  parish  at  a  meeting  of  the  members  thereof;  or -in 
default  of  any  such  election  by  the  parish,  the  Wardens  and  Vestry  of 
the  same  may  elect  said  Deputies.  An  equal  number  of  Lay  Deputies 
may  be  elected  at  any  such  election  to  serve  as  alternate  or  substitutes 
for  such  Lay  Deputies  elected  as  above,  who  may  not,  from  any  cause, 
attend  the  Council  when  it  assembles,  or  who  may  not  remain  in  such 
attendance. 

Sec.  4.  The  terms  of  office  of  Deputies  so  elected  shall  continue  until 
the  next  election,  and  they  shall,  before  they  are  permitted  to  take  their 
seats,  produce  written  testimonials  of  their  election. 

Sec.  5.  No  Deputy  shall  hereafter  represent  two  distinct  churches,  or 
shall,  in  any  case,  have  more  than  one  vote. 

Sec  6.  A  Lay  Member  having  a  seat  in  the  Council  as  a  Deputy  from 
any  church  shall  not,  without  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Council,  be 
permitted  to  relinquish  the  seat  so  taken  and  take  a  seat  as  Deputy  of 
another  church. 

Sec.  7.  No  lay  vote  shall  be  received  from  any  parish  or  church  which 
has  not  paid,  on  or  before  April  30th  preceding  the  Council  in  which 
such  vote  is  offered,  all  assessments  laid  by  the  previous  Council  or 
Councils,  and  due  therefrom,  except  by  unanimous  consent:  Provided, 
however,  That  no  church  or  parish  shall  be  deprived  of  a  seat  or  seats 
of  its  Deputy  or  Deputies  in  any  Council  by  reason  of  any  nonpayment 
of  assessments  or  dues. 

Sec  8.  When  the  Council  shall  have  been  called  to  order,  the  Secretary 
shall  proceed  to  call  the  names  of  the  Clergy,  and  then  of  parishes  and 
Deputies;  after  which,  if  a  quorum  be  found  present,  the  President  shall 
declare  the  Council  duly  organized. 

Sec  9.  The  list  of  the  Clergy,  prepared  by  the  Bishop  or  Standing 
Committee,  shall  be  laid  before  the  Council  immediately  after  it  shall 
have  been  organized,  and  the  names  of  the  Clerical  members  shall  be 
called  therefrom,  and  the  same  shall  be  taken  as  presumptive  evidence  of 
their  privileges  in  the  Council:  Provided,  That  if  a  question  be  made,  the 
right  of  any  Clergyman  or  Lay  Deputy  shall  be  determined  according  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  by  the  Council  itself. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
Of  a  Quorum. 

Fifteen  members  of  the  Clerical  Order  and  Lay  Representatives  of 
-fifteen  churches  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business 
generally;  but  any  number  of  either  Order  that  shall  assemble  may 
adjourn  from  day  to  day  until  a  quorum  is  formed. 

ARTICLE  V. 
Of  the  President. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ex  officio  President  of  the  Council, 
and  in  his  absence  the  Bishop-Coadjutor,  if  there  be  one.  But  in  case 
neither  of  them  be  present,  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee 
shall  be  the  President  of  the  Council;  and  if  he  be  not  present,  a  presid- 
ing officer  shall  be  elected  from  among  the  attending  Presbyters. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

Of  the  Other  Officers  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  1.  The  other  officers  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  a  Chancellor,  a 
Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  a  Registrar. 

Sec  2.  The  Chancellor  shall  be  chosen  in  the  Council  by  ballot  from 
the  communicants  of  the  Church,  skilled  in  civil  and  ecclesiastical  law, 
and  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Bishop.  He  shall  serve  for  three  years,  or 
until  his  successor  is  elected.  He  shall  be  the  legal  officer  of  the  Diocese, 
to  whom  shall  be  referred  all  questions  of  law  (civil  or  ecclesiastical) 
affecting  the  interests  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese.  He  shall,  at  all 
times,  afford  the  Bishop  or  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  such 
advice,  confidential  or  open,  as  shall  be  required  or  desired.  He  shall 
also  be  the  legal  adviser  of  all  special  committees  appointed  by  the 
Council  desiring  counsel,  and  perform  all  other  duties  germane  to  his 
profession,  which  may  be  required  by  Canon  or  Resolution  of  the 
Council.  He  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member  of  the  Council  without  the  right 
to  vote,  unless  a  Deputy  from  a  parish  in  union  with  the  Council. 

Sec  3.  The  Secretary  shall  be  elected  at  each  Annual  Council  by 
ballot  (unless  the  ballot  be  unanimously  dispensed  with),  and  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  until  his  successor  be  appointed.  His  duties  shall  be  as 
prescribed  by  the  Canons,  Resolutions,  and  Rules  of  Order  of  the  Coun- 
cil, and  required  by  the  Regulations  of  the  General  Convention. 

Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  in  like  manner.  His  duties  shall 
be  those  prescribed  and  required  as  above,  and  he  also  shall  continue  in 
office  until  his  successor  be  appointed. 

Sec  5.  The  Registrar  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  to  serve  for 
three  years,  and  until  his  successor  be  appointed.  His  duties  shall  be 
prescribed  bv  Canon. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Of  Deliberating  and  Voting  in  douncil. 

Section  1.  On  all  questions,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, the  members  shall  deliberate  and  vote  as  one  body;  but  at  any 
time,  before  the  result  of  the  vote  as  taken  is  finally  announced  by  the 
President,  any  two  Clergymen,  or  the  Deputies  from  any  two  churches, 
may  call  for  a  separate  vote  of  each  Order,  when  the  Clergy  shall  vote 
individually  and  the  Lay  Deputies  by  churches  (a  majority  from  each 
church  having  one  vote),  and  a  majority  in  both  Orders  shall,  in  each 
case,  be  necessary  to  a  decision. 

Sec  2.  In  the  election  of  a  Bishop  or  Bishop-Coadjutor,  the  vote  shall 
be  by  ballot,  and  by  Orders,  a  concurrent  majority  of  the  two  Orders 
being  necessary  to  a  choice:  Provided,  That  two-thirds  of  all  the  Clergy 
entitled  to  vote,  and  two-thirds  of  the  churches  entitled  to  representa- 
tion, be  present;  otherwise,  two-thirds  of  the  vote  of  each  Order  present 
shall  be  necessary  to  determine  a  choice. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Of  Admitting  Parishes  or  Churches  Into  the  Council. 

Section  1.  New  parishes  or  churches  having  not  less  than  six  male 
adult  members  and  fifteen  communicants,  and  organized  missions  having 
not  less  than  two  male  communicants,  may  be  admitted  into  union  with 
the  Council  in  the  following  manner:  Application  shall  be  made  in 
writing  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Council,  presenting  therewith  a  certificate 
from  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  from  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, that  he  or  they  approve  the  organization  of  their  church,  and 
stating  the  fact  of  such  organization  in  accordance  with  the  Constitu- 
tion and  Canons  of  the  Church,  together  with  a  certified  copy  of  the 
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Articles  of  Association;  the  election  of  Wardens  and  Vestrymen;  their 
means  or  prospects  for  the  support  of  a  minister,  and  their  willingness 
to  conform  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention, 
and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Council  of  this  Diocese,  which 
are  now,  or  hereafter  may  be,  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  And 
at  the  Council  next  succeeding  the  receipt  of  such  application,  the  Secre- 
tary shall  communicate  the  same  to  the  Council  on  the  first  day  of  its 
session;  whereupon  the  Council  shall  take  such  order  upon  said  applica- 
tion as  it  may  deem  proper.  In  case  the  congregation  so  applying  be 
within  the  limits  of  one  or  more  existing  churches,  they  shall  state  also 
the  reason  for  their  organization,  the  distance  of  their  place  of  worship 
from  the  other,  or  from  each  of  the  others,  together  with  whatever  addi- 
tional facts  may  throw  light  upon  their  relation  to  the  existing  church 
or  churches.  Should  the  Council  make  a  favorable  decision,  this  said 
congregation  shall  then  be  considered  in  union  with  the  Council  of  tfie 
Church  in  this  Diocese:  Provided,  always,  That  the  Deputies  of  the 
church  or  parish  newly  admitted,  though  entitled  to  a  seat,  shall  not  be 
allowed  to  vote  at  that  meeting  of  the  Council:  Provided,  further,  That 
organized  missions  shall  not  be  required  to  present  a  certified  copy  of 
Articles  of  Association,  or  of  the  election  of  Wardens  and  Vestry,  but 
shall  fulfill  the  other  requirements  of  this  article  of  the  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Section  1.  A  Standing  Committee,  consisting  of  five  Presbyters  of 
the  Diocese  and  five  Laymen,  taken  indiscriminately  from  among  the 
actual  communicants  of  the  Church  of  the  Diocese,  shall  be  elected  by 
ballot  at  every  regular  meeting  of  the  Council,  for  the  purpose  expressed 
in  the  Constitutions  and  Canons  of  the  General  and  Diocesan  Conven- 
tions, who  shall  continue  in  office  until  another  committee  be  elected. 

Sec.  2.  At  their  first  meeting  after  their  appointment  they  shall 
choose  one  of  the  Presbyters  of  their  body  to  be  their  President,  and 
another  of  their  body  to  be  their  Secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
keep  regular  minutes  of  all  the  proceedings  and  business  of  the  com- 
mittee; to  preserve  them  carefully  recorded  in  a  book  prepared  for  that 
purpose  alone;  to  preserve  the  originals  of  all  letters  and  papers 
addressed  to  the  Standing  Committee;  to  attest  their  public  acts;  to 
perform  such  other  duties  as  they  may  require,  and  faithfully  to  deliver 
into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all  books  and  papers  relative  to  the  con- 
cerns of  the  Standing  Committee  which  may  have  been  entrusted  to  him. 

Sec  3.  They  shall  present  to  each  Annual  Council  an  abstract  of  the 
minutes  of  their  proceedings  since  the  former  Council. 

Sec  4.  Vacancies  in  this  committee,  caused  by  death,  resignation  or 
otherwise,  shall  be  filled  by  the  suffrages  of  the  remaining  members,  a 
majority  of  the  whole  committee  being  necessary  to  constitute  a  choice. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

Section  1.  At  every  Annual  Council  next  preceding  a  meeting  of  the 
General  Convention,  four  Presbyters  and  four  Laymen  shall  be  chosen 
by  ballot  to  represent  this  Diocese  in  General  Convention.  Immediately 
afterwards,  four  other  Presbyters  and  four  other  Laymen  shall  also  be 
chosen  by  ballot,  as  substitutes  for  the  first  chosen.  Such  representa- 
tives and  substitutes  to  serve  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

Sec  2.  In  case  any  Deputy  of  those  first  chosen  shall  decline  such 
appointment,  or  be  unable  to  attend,  he  shall  forthwith  inform  the 
Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  said  Ecclesiastical 
authority  shall  thereupon  summon  to  the  General  Convention  one  of  the 
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substitutes,  in  the  order  in  which  their  names  are  on  the  Journal,  which 
order  shall  be  the  order  of  their  election;  or  when  two  or  more  are 
elected  at  one  balloting,  shall  be  determined  by  the  aggregate  vote 
received. 

ARTICLE  XL 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman. 

A  Clergyman  shall  be  subject  to  a  trial  for  offenses  enumerated  in  the 
Canon  of  the  General  Convention,  "Of  Offenses  for  Which  Ministers 
Shall  be  Tried  and  Punished,"  and  in  the  Canons  of  this  Council.  The 
trial  shall  be  conducted  according  to  the  mode  provided  for  by  the 
Canons  of  this  Council. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Of  Altering  the  Constitution. 

No  one  of  these  articles  shall  be  altered  or  repealed,  nor  shall  any 
article  be  adopted,  unless  such  alteration,  repeal  or  new  article  be 
proposed,  considered  and  concurred  in  by  a  majority  at  one  Council, 
and  adopted  by  two-thirds  of  both  Orders  present  at  a  subsequent 
Council.

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CANONS 


I.  Of  the  Organized  Bodies  and  Officers  of  the  Church 

CANON  I. 
Of  the  Clergy. 

Section  1.  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Council  of 
this  Diocese,  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, shall  prepare,  or  cause  to  be  prepared,  a  list  of  the  Clergymen 
canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their  respec- 
tive parishes  or  cures,  or  of  their  stations  as  missionaries,  or  of  the 
institutions  of  learning,  constituted  by  civil  or  ecclesiastical  authority, 
in  which  they  are  engaged;  or  in  regard  to  those  not  engaged  in  parishes, 
missions  or  institutions  of  learning,  as  above,  their  places  of  residence 
only;  designating  those  who  are  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the 
Council,  and  those  who  are  entitled  to  seats  but  not  votes,  and  those  who 
are  entitled  to  neither  seats  nor  votes. 

Sec.  2.  No  Clergyman,  while  suspended  from  the  ministry,  shall  have 
a  place  on  said  list. 

Sec.  3.  The  Bishop  shall  take  such  measures  for  notifying  the  admis- 
sion of  ministers  into  the  Diocese  as  may  prevent  unwary  and  ignorant 
people  from  being  imposed  upon  by  persons  pretending  to  be  authorized 
ministers  of  the  Church;  and  his  certificate  shall  be  evidence  of  such 
admission. 

CANON  II. 
Of  the  Organization  of  Missions. 

Whenever  any  number  of  persons  residing  in  any  neighborhood  not 
included  within  the  limits  of  a  mission  or  parish  already  organized 
desire  to  be  organized  and  recognized  as  missions,  they  shall  make  appli- 
cation to  the  Bishop  in  writing,  expressing  their  desire,  and  promising 
conformity  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  doctrine,  discipline  and 
worship  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  in  this  Diocese,  and  to 
the  rules  regulating  such  missions.  They  may  propose  a  name  for  the 
mission,  and  shall  state  the  minimum  amount  they  will  give  to  the 
Board  of  Missions  for  its  support. 

If  the  Bishop  thinks  such  organization  expedient,  he  or  a  Presbyter 
under  his  direction,  shall  appoint  a  Warden,  who  shall  always  be  a 
communicant,  and  a  Clerk  and  Treasurer;  and  these  officers  shall  be 
appointed  annually  thereafter,  on  the  Monday,  or  any  other  day  during 
Easter  week,  and  shall  hold  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Warden  to  procure  a  suitable  place  for 
public  worship,  and  provide  things  necessary  for  the  decent  and  orderly 
performance  of  Church  services. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect  or  receive  all  contribu- 
tions, and  remit  or  disburse  them,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of 
Missions. 

Missions  so  organized  shall  report  annually  to  the  Bishop,  at  the 
Council,  through  the  Missionary,  or,  if  there  be  none,  through  the 
Warden,  in  like  form  as  parishes. 

CANON  III. 
Of  the  Organization  of  Churches. 
Section  1.  Whenever  any  organized  mission  shall  contain  at  least  six 
male  adults,  and  fifteen  communicants,  at  least  two  of  whom  shall  be 
males,  and  can  provide  for  the  support  of  a  minister,  or  whenever  any 
other  persons,  under  the  same  conditions,  desire  to  organize  a  church, 
they  shall  lay  before  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  a  state- 
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ment  of  their  condition  and  prospect  for  maintaining  such  organization; 
and  having  obtained  his  consent,  and  assumed  some  name  by  which  their 
church  may  be  designated,  shall  adopt  Articles  of  Association,  in  the 
following  form: 

"We,  the  undersigned,  assembled  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  a 

congregation  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  at  ,  County  of 

 ,  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  after  due  notice  given,  do 

hereby  agree  to  organize  a  congregation,  to  be  known  by  the  name  of 

 Church  ;  and  as  such  do  hereby  acknowledge,  accede  to 

and  adopt  the  doctrine,  discipline  and  worship,  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  same  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  and  do  accordingly  appoint  A.  B.  and  C.  D, 

to  be  Wardens,  E.  F.,  G.  H.,  J.  K.,  etc.,  to  be  Vestrymen  of  

Church;  to  continue  in  office  until  Easter  Monday,  A.  D.  ,  and  until 

others  be  chosen  in  their  places.    Witness  our  hands,  this  day 

of  ,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  " 

A  certified  copy  of  their  Articles  of  Association  shall  be  laid  before 
the  Ecclesiastical  authority,  by  every  congregation  desiring  to  be  recog- 
nized as  part  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  and  subject  to  the  Ecclesi- 
astical jurisdiction  thereof.  And  any  church  so  organized  and  recog- 
nized shall  be  an  integral  part  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese,  whether 
admitted  into  union  with  the  Council  or  not. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  such  organization  is  proposed  within  the  bounds  of 
any  existing  parish  or  parishes,  they  shall  give  due  notice  to  the  Minis- 
ters thereof;  or,  if  the  parish  or  parishes  be  without  a  Minister,  then 
to  the  Vestry  or  Vestries  of  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  In  forwarding  to  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  their  application 
for  permission  to  organize  a  new  parish  they  shall  enclose  the  written 
approval  or  disapproval  of  the  Minister  or  Ministers,  the  Vestry  or 
Vestries  aforesaid;  and,  if  he  or  they  fail  to  give  either,  a  certificate 
of  the  fact. 

CANON  IV. 

Of  Parishes  and  Churches  in  Union  With  Council. 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  Church  shall  apply  to  be  admitted  into 
union  with  the  Council  in  addition  to  the  constitutional  requirements, 
they  shall  present  a  certified  copy,  of  their  Articles  of  Association, 
together  with  their  application  for  admission. 

Sec  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  parish  or  church  in  union  with  the 
Council  to  send  Deputies — one  at  least — to  every  Council. 

Sec.  3.  Such  Deputies  shall  present  a  certificate,  signed  by  either  the 
Rector,  the  Secretary  of  the  Vestry,  or  one  of  the  W ardens,  in  the  fol- 
lowing form:

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In  parishes  where  the  congregation  elect  Deputies,  a  similar  certificate 
of  election  shall  be  required. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Vestry  to  forward  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Council,  at  least  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  the  Council, 
a  certified  list  of  the  Deputies  appointed  to  represent  their  church,  in 
order  to  aid  him  in  preparing  a  list  of  members  of  the  Council. 

CANON  V. 

Of  Dormant  Parishes  and  Churches. 

Section  1.  Whenever  it  shall  occur  that  an  organized  parish  can  no 
longer  provide  for  the  support  of  a  Minister,  it  shall  be  competent  for 
the  Bishop  to  provide  for  services  in  the  said  parish. 

Sec.  2.  If  any  parish  or  church  shall  have  failed  for  three  successive 
years  to  elect  a  Vestry,  or  to  send  Deputies  to  the  Council,  or  to  make 
the  reports  required  by  Section  1  of  Canon  XVII,  Title  I,  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention,  or  to  pay  the  assessments  made  by  the  Council,  such 
parish  or  church  shall  be  considered  dormant. 

Sec.  3.  Parishes  or  churches  may  be  restored  to  union  with  the  Council 
by  complying  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and  of  Canons  III 
and  IV  of  this  Diocese. 

Sec  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  to  adopt  the 
measures  necessary  to  preserve  the  property  of  such  parishes  or 
churches  as  may  be  dormant  or  virtually  extinct. 

CANON  VI. 

Of  Annual  Parish  Meetings. 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  every  parish  or 
church  in  this  Diocese  on  Easter  Monday,  or  some  other  day  legally 
appointed,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  and  of 
transacting  such  other  business  as  may  come  before  said  meeting,  due 
notice  of  which  meeting  shall  be  given  by  the  Minister  or  Vestry. 

At  these  meetings  the  Rector  shall  preside;  but  if  there  be  no  Rector, 
or  he  be  absent,  then  a  presiding  officer  shall  be  chosen,  and  a  Secretary 
be  appointed. 

The  election  of  the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  the 
qualifications  of  those  who  may  vote  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  By-Laws 
of  the  parish  or  church:  Provided,  That  at  such  meetings  and  elections 
none  shall  vote  except  members  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

The  Vestry  shall  make  to  this  meeting  an  annual  report  of  their  official 
acts  during  the  year. 

CANON  VII. 
Of  Vestries. 

Section  1.  In  every  parish  there  shall  be  an  annual  election  on  Easter 
Monday,  or  on  such  day  thereafter  as  may  be  appointed,  of  two  church 
Wardens,  and  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  seven  Vestrymen,  to 
continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 
The  Wardens  shall  always  be  communicants. 

Sec  2.  The  election  shall  always  be  by  ballot,  and  its  details,  and  also 
the  qualifications  of  those  elected,  shall  be  regulated  by  the  Articles  of 
Association,  or  By-Laws  of  the  parish. 

Sec  3.  The  church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  thus  elected,  together 
with  the  Rector,  if  there  be  one,  and  if  not,  then  themselves,  shall  con- 
stitute the  Vestry,  and  shall  be  the  official  representatives  of  the  parish 
or  church.  The  Rector  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  and  in  case  of  his 
absence  one  of  the  Wardens  shall  preside:  Provided,  That  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  not  interfere  with  existing  laws  and  usages  of  estab- 
lished churches. 
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Sec.  4.  The  Vestry  shall  have  charge  of  the  temporalities  of  the 
church,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  provide  for  all  repairs,  salaries 
and  current  expenses,  and  to  take  all  necessary  steps  to  raise  the  funds 
required,  and  to  keep  a  proper  account  of  the  same.  They  shall  also 
execute  all  duties  which  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  be,  imposed  upon 
them  by  any  General  Convention,  or  Council  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec  5.  It  shall  be  the  especial  duty  of  the  Wardens  to  provide  what- 
ever may  be  necessary  for  the  due  celebration  of  divine  worship  (as 
books,  vestments,  etc.) ;  also  for  the  decency  and  comfort  of  the  church 
building  and  furniture,  books  for  church  records,  and  the  elements  of 
the  Lord's  Supper,  and  to  put  down  all  disorder  during  public  worship. 
They  shall  be  ready  to  collect  "the  alms  and  other  devotions  of  the 
people,"  and  in  case  the  parish  or  church  is  without  a  Minister,  shall 
disburse  them;  and  also  provide  for  public  worship  by  occasional  Clerical 
services,  or  by  Lay  Reading,  as  circumstances  will  permit.  They  shall 
also,  during  such  vacancy,  take  charge  of  the  church  plate,  records, 
etc.,  and  shall  present  to  the  Bishop,  at  each  Annual  Council,  a  report 
of  the  parish.  It  shall  also  be  their  further  duty  to  aid  the  Rector  or 
Minister  in  all  agencies  and  efforts  for  the  advancement  of  the  church — 
as  Sunday  schools,  etc. — and  they  may  report  to  the  Bishop  any  irregu- 
larities in  the  mode  of  conducting  public  worship,  and  all  offenses  by 
their  Minister  or  by  any  other  officiating  for  him,  against  Rubrics  or 
Canons,  faith  or  morals. 

Sec.  6.  The  pastoral  connection  shall  not  be  dissolved  except  as  pro- 
vided for  by  Canon  IV,  Title  II,  of  the  General  Digest. 

Sec  7.  When  a  parish  is  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to 
notify  the  Bishop  of  the  fact,  and  also  to  elect  and  invite  a  Rector;  but 
not  without  due  regard  to  the  ascertained  wishes  of  the  congregation, 
and  the  opinion  and  advice  of  the  Bishop. 

CANON  VIII. 
Of  the  Calling  and  Organization  of  Councils. 

Section  1.  Notice  of  the  meeting  of  any  Council  shall  be  given  by  the 
Secretary,  in  a  printed  letter,  transmitted  by  mail,  to  every  Clergyman 
and  parish  in  the  Diocese.  These  letters  shall  contain  a  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  holding  the  Council,  and,  if  it  be  a  Special  Council, 
called  as  provided  in  the  Constitution,  for  a  particular  purpose,  they 
shall  specify  that  purpose.  Those  to  the  Clergy  shall  also  contain  the 
form  of  parochial  reports,  and  those  to  the  parishes  the  form  of  cer- 
tificate for  Deputies,  and  such  extracts  from  the  Constitution,  Canons 
and  Standing  Resolutions  as  relate  to  their  appointment. 

Sec  2.  The  organization  of  the  Council,  thus  summoned,  shall  be  pre- 
ceded by  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  with  such  further 
services  as  the  Bishop  may  direct.  And  if  he  sees  fit  to  have  a  sermon 
preached,  by  another  than  himself,  he  shall  appoint  the  preacher,  and 
an  alternate. 

Sec.  3.  Immediately  after  the  Council  is  duly  organized,  two  Com- 
mittees on  Credentials  shall  be  appointed.  The  first,  consisting  of  three 
Clergymen,  to  whom  the  roll  of  the  Clergy  shall  be  referred;  the  other, 
of  three  Laymen,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  roll  of  Deputies, 
together  with  the  certificates  of  their  appointment,  and  the  list  of  the 
Treasurer,  required  by  Canon  X,  Section  2.  And  these  committees, 
severally,  shall  examine  forthwith  and  report  to  the  Council  upon  the 
lists  so  referred;  the  latter  specifying  in  their  report  which  parishes  are 
entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Council,  and  which  are,  by  Article 
III,  of  the  Constitution,  debarred  from  voting,  until  admitted  by  a  vote 
of  the  Council.  Should  the  committee  have  considered  any  certificates 
unsatisfactory,  these  shall  be  then  taken  up,  and  the  question  of  their 
sufficiency  settled. 
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CANON  IX. 
Of  the  Secretary. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a  correct 
Journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council,  to  attest  its  public  acts,  pre- 
serve its  records,  and  to  deliver  to  his  successor  all  books  and  papers 
belonging  to  it,  or  appertaining  to  its  business.  He  shall  also  give  notice, 
at  least  six  weeks  beforehand,  to  each  Minister  and  Vestry,  or  congre- 
gation, of  the  time  and  place  of  any  stated  or  special  meeting  of  the 
Council. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  transmit  to  each  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies 
of  the  General  Convention,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan 
Convention,  a  copy  of  all  Journals  of  the  Council  of  this  Diocese,  and  to 
every  General  Convention  a  certified  list  of  the  Clergy  of  this  Diocese, 
a  certificate  of  the  appointment  of  Deputies  thereto,  and  a  duplicate 
of  the  same  to  the  Deputies  themselves;  he  shall  also  furnish  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies  a  list  of  persons  nominated  as 
Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  together  with  all  other 
documents  required  by  the  Canons  and  Regulations  of  that  Body,  and 
shall  perform  all  other  duties  devolved  upon  him  by  said  Canons  and 
Regulations. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  there  is  a  vacancj^  in  the  office  of  Secretary,  its 
duties  shall  devolve  upon  the  Assistant  Secretary,  if  there  be  one,  and  if 
not,  then  upon  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

CANON  X. 

Of  the  Treasurer. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect  and  disburse 
all  moneys  collected  under  the  authority  of  the  Council,  and  of  which 
the  collection  and  distribution  is  not  otherwise  regulated.  He  shall  keep 
regular  accounts  of  all  transactions,  to  be  annually  laid  before  the 
Council,  and  shall  faithfully  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all 
books,  papers  and  funds  relative  or  belonging  to  the  Council,  which  may 
be  in  his  charge. 

Sec  2.  He  shall,  at  the  opening  of  every  Annual  Council,  lay  upon 
the  ^Secretary's  table  a  list  of  parishes  or  churches  which  have  failed 
to  make  the  contributions  required  of  them,  specifying  those  which  have 
for  three  successive  years  neglected  to  pay  their  quotas  to  the  Council. 

Sec  3.  He  shall,  at  or  before  the  meeting  of  every  General  Conven- 
tion, pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  same  the  quota  of  this  Diocese  towards 
defraying  the  expenses  of  that  body. 

Sec  4.  If  the  office  of  Treasurer  should  become  vacant,  the  Standing 
Committee  shall  appoint  a  Treasurer,  to  serve  until  the  next  regular 
appointment  by  the  Council. 

CANON  XI. 
Of  the  Registrar. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Registrar  to  collect  and  take  charge  of  all 
documents  and  papers  pertaining  to  the  history  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese  or  in  any  one  of  the  parishes;  also  to  collect  and  keep  for  refer- 
ence a  set  of  Journals  of  this  Diocese,  and  of  the  General  Convention, 
and  to  report  annually  to  this  Council. 

CANON  XII. 
Of  the  Missions  of  the  Diocese. 
Section  1.  The  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese  being  under  the  super- 
vision and  control  of  the  Bishop,  he  shall  appoint  all  Missionaries,  and 
may,  at  his  discretion,  suspend  or  remove  them. 
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Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Missions  for  the  Diocese,  to  consist 
of  the  Bishop  as  President  ex  officio,  and  of  one  Presbyter  and  one 
Layman,  who  shall  be  a  communicant  of  the  Church,  from  each  Mission- 
ary District,  to  be  nominated  by  each  Convocation,  and  chosen  at  each 
Annual  Council;  and  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  as  hereinafter 
provided.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  board  between  the  meetings  of 
the  Annual  Council,  the  board  shall  have  power  to  fill  said  vacancy. 

Sec.  3.  This  board  shall  meet  for  organization  at  the  place  where 
the  Council  is  held,  at  such  time  as  the  Bishop  may  designate.  They 
shall  appoint  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who,  if  not  already,  shall  be 
ex  officio  a  member  of  the  board;  and  they  may  adopt  rules  and  regu- 
lations for  their  government,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  the  Church.  They  shall  hold  such  other  meetings  during  the 
year  as  they,  or  the  Bishop,  may  appoint.  They  shall  be  a  Council  of 
Advice  to  the  Bishop,  in  the  designation  of  stations  and  appointments 
of  Missionaries;  and  they  shall  devise  means  of  securing  funds  for  Mis- 
sionary purposes,  and  make  a  full  report,  in  writing,  to  each  Annual 
Council  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  of  stations  and  Missionaries  aided, 
of  churches  and  individuals  contributing,  and  whatever  may  throw  light 
upon  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese.  At  any  meeting  of  the  board 
five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  4.  For  the  purpose  of  furthering  Mission  work,  the  Diocese  shall 
be  divided  into  districts,  the  number  and  boundaries  of  which  shall  be 
fixed,  and  may  be  changed,  from  time  to  time,  by  the  Bishop,  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

Sec.  5.  In  each  district  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  Presbyter — a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Missions  or  otherwise — whose  title  shall  be 
Dean,  to  have  general  charge,  under  the  Bishop,  of  Mission  work  in  that 
district.  He  shall  also,  whenever  it  is  practicable,  appoint  a  Missionary 
for  the  district,  to  be  engaged  in  aggressive  Missionary  work,  and  in 
supply  services  to  vacant  and  feeble  stations.  Such  Missionary  shall  be 
detached  from  any  parochial  cure,  and  shall  be  amenable  to  the  Bishop, 
through  the  Archdeacon,  in  all  acts  and  appointments.  His  term  of 
office  shall  be  three  years,  unless  removed  by  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  6.  In  each  district  there  shall  be  a  Convocation,  to  consist  of  the 
Clergy  within  its  limits,  who  are  discharging  the  functions  of  their  office, 
and  of  one  or  more  Lay  communicants  from  each  parish  or  mission,  to 
be  chosen  according  to  rules  which  may  be  adopted  by  the  Convocation. 

They  shall  meet  once  in  each  year,  in  furtherance  of  the  Missionary 
work  in  the  district;  and  may  hold  other  meetings  at  their  discretion. 

At  all  these  meetings,  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  the  Dean  shall 
preside. 

He  shall  report,  in  writing,  to  the  Council,  at  each  annual  session,  con- 
cerning the  Missionary  work  in  his  district. 

Each  Convocation  may  prescribe  rules  for  its  government,  or  adopt 
measures  to  promote  its  efficiency  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  the  Church. 

Sec.  7.  At  each  Annual  Council  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese 
shall  be  considered  on  the  evening  of  the  second  day's  session,  immedi- 
ately after  such  service  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop.  At  this 
session  all  reports  concerning  the  work  shall  be  made,  and  members  of 
the  Board  of  Missions  for  the  ensuing  year  elected. 

Sec.  8.  No  organized  parish  shall  receive  aid  from  the  Board  of 
Missions  except  on  written  application,  approved  by  the  Bishop,  and  on 
condition  that  the  Rector  will  perform  such  work  outside  of  the  parish 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  9.  All  Clergy  receiving  stipends  from  the  board  shall  make 
quarterly  reports  through  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  in  which  shall 
be  included  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  salary  actually  paid  by  the 
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parish  or  mission  which  they  serve;  and  the  Treasurer  shall  not  remit 
their  stipends  until  such  report  is  received. 

Sec.  10.  The  traveling  expenses  of  Missionaries,  and  of  members  of 
the  Board  of  Missions,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer,  if  possible. 

Sec  11.  The  Bishop  may  appoint  a  Clergyman,  to  be  called  the  Arch- 
deacon, and  who  shall  be,  and  perform  the  duties  heretofore  assigned  to 
the  General  Missionary  of  the  Diocese,  whose  duties  shall  be  to  assist 
the  Bishop  in  caring  for  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Church,  especially 
the  work  of  gathering  together  the  scattered  of  the  fold  and  extending 
the  Church  in  such  places  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Bishop,  offer 
opportunities.  His  salary  shall  be  fixed  and  paid  in  the  same  manner 
as  that  of  any  other  Missionary. 

Sec.  12.  That  in  the  case  of  Missionaries  to  congregations  of  white 
persons  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  their  salaries  should  not  be  less  than 
nine  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  besides  a  residence;  or,  where  a  resi- 
dence is  not  provided  for  them,  not  less  than  one  thousand  dollars  per 
annum. 

II.  Of  Ministers  and  Their  Duties 

CANON  XIII. 
Of  the  Parish  Register  and  Reports. 

Section  1.  Each  Clergyman  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  baptisms, 
marriages  and  burials  solemnized  by  him,  or  in  his  parish  by  another 
Minister;  and  if  he  have  cure  of  souls,  a  list  of  persons  confirmed  in 
his  parish  or  congregation,  and  of  communicants,  and  baptized  prsons 
not  communicants,  belonging  to  same. 

Sec  2.  The  register  so  kept  shall  specify  the  name  and  date  of  birth 
of  the  person  baptized,  the  name  of  the  parents  and  sponsors — in  the 
case  of  an  adult  the  name,  and  those  of  the  witnesses — the  names  of 
persons  married  and  buried,  with  the  date  of  every  rite  performed. 

Sec  3.  In  every  parish  these  entries  shall  be  made  by  the  Minister,  in 
a  book  provided  by  the  Church  Wardens  for  that  purpose — and  in  case 
there  be  no  Minister,  the  Wardens  themselves  shall  see  that  such  registry 
be  made — which  book  shall  be  known  as  the  parish  register,  and  preserved 
as  a  part  of  the  records  of  the  church.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
every  Minister,  in  case  of  removal  from  a  parish,  to  deposit  this  register 
with  the  Church  Wardens. 

Sec  4.  Every  Minister  having  charge  of  a  parish,  or  if  any  parish  be 
vacant,  then  the  Wardens  thereof  shall  present,  or  cause  to  be  delivered, 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every  Annual  Council,  to  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  or  when  there  is  no  Bishop  to  the  President  of  the  Council,  an 
accurate  statement,  in  writing,  of  the  number  of  families,  members  of 
the  church,  specifying  the  adults  and  children  under  fourteen;  the  num- 
ber of  communicants,  specifying  the  changes  by  admission,  removal  or 
death;  the  number  of  baptisms,  infant  and  adult;  of  confirmations, 
marriages  and  burials;  the  state  and  condition  of  Sunday  and  parochial 
school,  if  there  be  any,  and  also  the  number  of  times  and  the  places 
where  divine  service  has  been  performed,  the  number  of  communions 
celebrated;  the  amount  of  offerings — for  alms,  for  missions,  Diocesan, 
domestic  and  foreign — for  the  parish  school  or  any  Church  institution, 
of  assessments  paid,  of  Rector's  salary  paid,  paid  for  the  support  and 
current  or  other  expenses  of  the  parish,  whether  by  pew  rents,  offerings, 
subscriptions  or  otherwise,  and  in  general  for  all  parochial,  Diocesan, 
general  objects;  also  for  any  other  matters  which  may  tend  to  throw  light 
upon  the  state  of  the  Church. 

Sec  5.  And  every  other  Clergyman  shall  also  report  bis  official  acts; 
or,  if  he  have  performed  none,  the  reasons  therefor. 
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Sec.  6.  Such  reports  shall  cover  the  period  of  a  year,  ending  the  30th  of 
April,  preceding  the  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  they,  or  such  portions 
of  them  as  the  President  shall  think  fit,  may  be  read  in  Council,  and 
may  be  entered  on  the  Journal  thereof. 

Sec.  7.  In  each  case  the  white  and  colored  persons  shall  be  reported 
separately,  and  all  reports  shall  be  in  the  form  of  a  schedule,  prepared 
by  the  Secretary,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Canon.  And 
the  failure  of  any  person  to  make  out  his  parochial  report,  according  to 
this  form,  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  cause  for  the  exclusion  of  such 
report  from  the  pages  of  the  Journal. 

CANON  XIV. 

Candidates  for  Orders  Ineligible,  Etc. 

No  person  who  is  a  candidate  for  Orders  shall  be  admitted  to  a  seat 
in  this  Council  as  a  Lay  Deputy  from  any  parish  or  church. 

III.  Of  Discipline 

CANON  XV. 
Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman. 

Sectiox  1.  In  order  to  bring  a  Minister  to  trial  before  the  Ecclesi- 
astical Court,  a  charge  shall  be  made,  in  the  first  place,  to  the  Standing 
Committee,  in  writing,  under  the  proper  signature  of  at  least  two  persons, 
one  of  whom  shall  be  a  Presbyter  of  this  Diocese,  setting  forth  the  facts 
alleged,  and  the  names  of  the  witnesses  who  will  prove  the  same,  with 
copies  of,  or  proper  reference  to,  any  other  evidence  required.  If  the 
Standing  Committee  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  facts  charged  will 
constitute  any  one  or  more  of  the  offenses  enumerated  in  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  this  Diocese,  of  the  General  Convention,  and  that  it  would 
be  for  the  good  of  the  Church  that  further  proceedings  should  be  had, 
they  shall  ascertain  whether  there  is  proof  sufficient  to  put  the  accused 
upon  his  trial,  and  if  satisfied  they  shall  thereupon  cause  a  presentment 
to  be  made  to  the  Bishop,  charging  the  accused  with  the  offense  or 
offenses  which  they  deem  to  be  contained  in  the  evidence,  and  specifying 
facts  with  such  reasonable  certainty  as  to  time,  place  and  circumstance, 
as  shall  be  sufficient  for  a  judicial  investigation. 

Sec  2.  The  presentment  having  been  made,  the  Bishop  shall  forthwith 
cause  to  be  placed  in  a  box  the  names  of  all  the  Presbyters  of  this 
Diocese,  who,  for  the  time  being,  are  actually  engaged  in  duty  therein 
(excepting  the  accused,  the  presenting  Presbyters,  and  those  on  the 
Standing  Committee) ;  he  shall  then  cause  twelve  of  the  said  names  to 
be  drawn  out  by  a  child  under  ten  years  of  age,  and  the  said  twelve 
names  shall  be  inscribed  on  a  list.  The  Bishop  shall  immediately  cause 
a  copy  of  the  said  list,  and  of  the  presentment,  to  be  served  on  the 
accused,  or  to  be  left  at  his  usual  place  of  residence.  Within  thirty 
days  thereafter  the  accused  shall  strike  off  the  names  of  three  of  the 
Presbyters  on  the  said  list,  and  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop;  and 
the  Bishop  shall  thereupon  send  a  list  of  the  remaining  Presbyters  to 
the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  who  shall,  within  fifteen  days 
thereafter,  strike  off  the  names  of  two  more,  and  give  notice  thereof 
to  the  Bishop.  If  either  party  shall  fail  to  notify  the  Bishop,  as  afore- 
said, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  strike  off  so  many  names  as 
the  party  failing  was  required  to  strike  off;  and  in  such  case  the  seven 
remaining  Presbyters,  or  any  five  of  them,  selected  by  lot,  when  previous 
to,  or  during  the  course  of  the  trial,  the  entire  seven  cannot  be  present, 
shall  constitute  a  Court  for  the  trial  of  the  accused. 

Sec.  3.  The  Court  shall  hold  its  session  at  such  time  and  place  as  the 
Bishop  may  appoint;  and  its  session  shall  be  open  only  to  members  in 
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actual  communion  with  the  Church.  It  shall  have  power  to  adjourn 
from  time  to  time,  and,  upon  good  cause  shown  in  behalf  of  either  of  the 
accused  or  the  prosecution,  or  on  their  own  motion,  to  another  place 
within  the  Diocese.  If  it  failed  to  meet  on  the  day  appointed,  it  shall 
stand  adjourned  to  the  next  day,  and  from  day  to  day,  for  the  space 
of  three  days,  if  it  be  not  sooner  formed;  and  if  the  whole  number  do 
not  attend,  and  if  it  appears  probable  that  a  full  attendance  cannot  be 
had,  those  of  the  Court  who  may  be  present,  being  no  less  than  five,  shall 
organize  and  appoint  a  President  and  Secretary — the  first  from  their 
own  body  or  otherwise — and  before  proceeding  to  trial  shall  ordain  and 
declare  the  rules  by  which  the  trial  shall  be  conducted.  It  shall  cause 
the  oral  testimony  for  and  against  the  accused  to  be  written  clown  by 
the  Secretary,  and  along  with  the  depositions  and  other  evidences  read 
upon  the  trial,  to  be  carefully  preserved;  and  shall  cause  a  journal  to 
be  kept  of  its  proceedings.  Some  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer 
oaths  may  be  called  upon  by  the  Court  to  administer  an  oath  of  affirma- 
tion to  the  witnesses;  and  upon  all  questions  the  common  law  shall 
furnish  the  rule,  and  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  members 
present  shall  be  sufficient  for  a  decision. 

Sec.  4.  The  Court,  after  it  shall  be  organized,  may  appoint  one  or  more 
of  the  profession  of  the  law  to  be  advisors,  who  may  be  present  at  all 
its  proceedings.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  give  to  the  Court  an  opinion 
on  any  question  which  may  arise,  upon  which  the  Court,  or  any  member 
thereof,  or  the  prosecuting,  or  accused  party,  shall  desire  an  opinion, 
but  without  any  voice  in  the  discussion  of  any  question. 

Sec.  5.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  of  the  Court 
shall  be  served  upon  the  accused,  or  left  at  his  usual  place  of  abode, 
at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting,  and  the  like  notice  shall  be 
given  to  the  Standing  Committee,  who,  by  the  President,  or  some  one 
whom  they  may  appoint  to  perform  that  office,  shall  collect  and  present 
the  evidence,  and  otherwise  appear  in  behalf  of  the  prosecution.  The 
accused  shall  also  be  allowed  the  privilege  of  counsel,  under  such  regula- 
tions as  the  Court  may  see  fit  to  prescribe.  All  counsel  must  be  com- 
municants of  the  Church. 

Sec  6.  If  the  accused  do  not  appear,  the  Court  may  proceed  to  trial 
in  his  absence,  or,  for  good  cause  shown,  may  adjourn  the  trial  to 
another  day;  and  if  he  then  fail  to  appear,  the  Court  shall  report  him 
to  the  Bishop  for  contumacy,  who  thereupon  shall  pass  upon  him  sen- 
tence of  suspension  from  the  Ministry;  but  such  sentence  may  be 
revised  by  the  Bishop  if  the  accused,  within  three  calendar  months,  shall 
report  to  him  that  he  is  prepared  to  undergo  his  trial,  and  shall  appear 
for  that  end  before  the  Court;  and  if  he  does  not  so  report  and  appear, 
the  Bishop,  in  view  of  the  charge  in  the  presentment,  may  pass  against 
him  sentence  of  degradation  from  the  Ministry. 

Sec.  7.  Upon  the  application  of  the  President  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee or  the  accused  to  the  Bishop,  setting  forth  that  the  attendance  of 
a  material  witness  cannot  be  had,  he  shall  appoint  a  Commissioner  to 
take  the  deposition  of  such  witness;  and  the  party  applying  shall  give 
to  the  other  party  five  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking 
the  deposition,  and  of  the  principal  points  upon  which  the  witness  is  to 
be  examined.  If  the  party  to  whom  such  notice  is  to  be  given  resides 
more  than  forty  miles  from  the  place  appointed  for  taking  the  deposi- 
tion, an  additional  day,  exclusive  of  Sunday,  shall  be  allowed  for  every 
twenty  miles.  The  deposition  shall  be  signed  by  the  witness,  and  cer- 
tified by  the  Commissioner,  under  seal,  to  the  Court. 

Sec  8.  When  the  trial  shall  be  gone  through,  the  Court  shall  declare, 
in  writing,  to  be  signed  by  the  several  members,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentments,  distinctly 
stating  whether  they  find  the  accused  guilty  or  not  guilty;  and  if  guilty 
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of  disorderly  conduct,  or  of  violation  of  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of 
this  Church,  or  of  this  Diocese,  suggesting  what  sentence,  in  their  opinion, 
ought  to  be  pronounced.  If  guilty  of  any  other  of  the  offenses  enum- 
erated in  Section  1,  Canon  II,  Title  II,  of  the  General  Canons  of  this 
Church,  the  sentence  shall  be  degradation.  They  shall  forward  the 
decision,  together  with  the  evidence  and  proceedings,  to  the  Bishop; 
whereupon,  if  the  accused  be  found  guilty,  the  Bishop  shall  pronounce 
such  sentence  as  shall  to  him  appear  proper,  not  exceeding  that  sug- 
gested by  the  Court,  except  when  the  same  is  fixed  as  above,  and  such 
sentence  shall  be  final.  But,  if  in  such  case,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Bishop, 
the  accused  ought  to  have  a  new  trial,  he  shall  have  power  to  award  it; 
in  which  case  a  new  Court  shall  be  constituted,  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided (excluding  the  members  of  the  former  Court),  before  which  the 
proceedings  shall  be  conducted  as  before  provided. 

Sec.  9.  If  the  accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges,  the 
Bishop  (such  confession  being  made  to  him,  or  being  certified  to  him  by 
the  Court),  shall  proceed  to  pass  sentence;  and  if,  when  put  upon  his 
trial  before  the  Court,  the  accused  shall  neither  admit  nor  deny  the 
charges,  he  shall  be  regarded  as  pleading  not  guilty. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  report  to  the  Council  at 
its  next  session  after  the  trial  of  a  Minister,  as  herein  provided,  the 
finding  of  the  Court,  and  his  sentence  thereupon. 

Sec  11.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  regarded  as  interfering 
with  the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  or  of  the  Clerical  members  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  to  institute  an  inquiry  according  to  the  provisions  of  Section 
2,  Canon  II,  Title  II,  of  the  General  Convention.  And  whenever,  upon 
such  inquiry,  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop  the  Clerical  members 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  be  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  just 
ground  for  the  public  rumors  mentioned  in  the  said  Canon,  he  or  they 
shall  inform  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  facts  and  of  the  evidence 
to  establish  the  same,  and  thereupon  such  further  proceedings  shall  be 
had  as  are  herein  directed,  after  a  charge  shall  have  been  made  to  the 
Standing  Committee. 

Sec  12.  The  expense  incident  to  the  trial  of  any  Minister,  as  herein 
provided,  shall  be  certified  by  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
and  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council.  And  in  case  the  Treasurer 
shall  not  have  a  sufficient  amount  in  his  hands  for  the  purpose,  the  same 
shall  be  raised  by  assessments  on  the  several  parishes  in  the  Diocese,  in 
the  same  ratio  in  which  they  are  required  to  contribute  to  the  expenses 
of  the  Council  by  Canon  XVII. 

IV.  Miscellaneous 

CANON  XVI. 

Of  the  State  of  the  Church. 

At  every  Annual  Council  there  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
the  State  of  the  Church  the  address  of  the  Bishop,  the  parochial 
reports  and  all  other  reports  made  in  pursuance  of  the  direction  of  any 
Canon.  From  these  materials  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  to 
prepare  a  report  of  the  condition  of  the  progress  of  the  Church  in  the 
Diocese,  and  to  suggest  such  measures  as  they  may  deem  important  to 
its  future  progress  and  welfare. 

CANON  XVII. 

Of  Expenses  and  Assessments. 

The  Council,  at  every  meeting,  shall  have  power  to  levy  upon  each 
church  in  union  therewith  an  assessment  sufficient  to  defray  such  appro- 
priation as  Council  may  make,  and  also  an  assessment  on  all  churches

and  missions,  whether  in  union  with  the  Council  or  not,  for  the  support 
of  the  Episcopate.  These  assessments  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  fifty 
cents  for  each  communicant,  for  Diocesan  expenses,  nor  fifty  cents  for 
each  communicant  for  the  Bishop's  Fund. 

The  amount  of  said  assessment  shall  be  determind  by  each  Annual 
Council,  and  upon  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

For  these  assessments  the  parish  shall  be  responsible. 

CANON  XVIII. 

Of  the  Enactment,  Alteration  and  Repeal  of  Canons. 

Section  1.  These  Canons  shall  not  be  altered  or  amended,  nor  shall 
any  new  Canon  be  enacted,  except  at  a  stated  Council.  Nor  shall  any 
Canon,  or  alteration  or  amendment  of  Canon,  be  passed  at  the  same 
Council  in  which  it  was  proposed,  except  by  a  concurrent  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  both  Orders,  after  reference  to  the  Committee  on  the  Consti- 
tution and  Canons.  But  if  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  Council,  it 
shall  lie  over  for  the  consideration  and  final  action  of  the  next  Annual 
Council. 

Sec.  2.  In  all  cases  of  future  enactment,  the  same,  if  by  way  of 
amendment,  shall  be  in  the  following  form:  "Canon — (or  section)  of 
Canon — is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:" 

Sec.  3.  All  former  Canons  of  this  Council,  not  included  in  these 
Canons,  are  hereby  repealed. 

CANON  XIX. 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

In  pursuance  of  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly  providing  for  the 
substitution  of  a  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  in  the  place  and 
instead  of  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  of  the  same,  as  Trustees 
under  a  former  act,  approved  on  the  20th  day  of  February,  1901. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Trustees,  to  consist  of  the 
Bishop,  ex  officio,  and  eight  communicants  of  the  Diocese,  that  is  to  say, 
three  Presbyters  and  five  Laymen,  to  be  elected  by  ballot  of  both  Orders 
immediately  upon  the  adoption  of  this  Canon;  of  which  one  Presbyter 
and  one  Layman  shall  hold  office  for  two  years;  one  Presbyter  and  one 
Laymen  for  four  years,  one  Presbyter  and  one  Layman  for  six  years, 
and  two  Laymen  for  eight  years.  The  respective  terms  of  the  members 
of  the  said  board  so  elected  to  be  determined  by  lots  at  the  first  meeting 
of  the  said  board  after  the  said  election;  which  meeting  for  organization 
shall  take  place  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
shall  determine,  who  shall  summon  the  members  of  the  same* for  that 
purpose. 

Sec.  2.  The  members  of  the  said  board  shall  hold  office  until  their 
successors,  respectively,  shall  be  elected  under  this  Canon.  When  the 
term  for  which  any  Trustees  shall  have  been  elected  shall  be  about  to 
expire,  the  next  Annual  Council  sitting  prior  to  such  expiration  shall 
elect  their  successors,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  eight 
years,  so  that  two  members  of  the  said  board  shall  be  elected  at  each 
Annual  Council.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  said  board  by 
reason  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  member  of  the  same,  the 
board  shall  choose  some  communicant  of  the  Church,  Presbyter  or  Lay- 
man, as  the  case  may  be,  to  fill  said  vacancy,  and  the  person  so  chosen 
shall  hold  office  for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  person  so  vacating  the 
same,  or  until  his  successor  be  elected  by  the  Council. 

Sec  3.  The  board  shall  elect  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  either  from 
their  own  number  or  some  other  communicant  of  the  Church  in  the 
Diocese,  who  shall  be  required  to  give  bonds  amounting  to  three-fourths 
of  all  bonds,  stocks,  securities  or  money  which  may  be  entrusted  to  his 
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keeping,  unless  the  same  shall  be  reduced  by  resolution  adopted  by  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  board,  and  shall  receive  a  salary  of  not 
more  than  five  per  cent,  of  the  net  income  of  the  property  in  his  care 
and  custody. 

Sec.  4.  The  board  shall  make  a  report  to  each  Annual  Council  of  the 
Diocese  upon  the  first  day  of  its  meeting,  of  all  their  actings  and  doings, 
with  a  detailed  statement  of  all  funds  in  their  hands,  the  investment 
thereof,  and  of  all  changes  made  by  them  in  investments  during  the 
preceding  year. 

Sec.  5.  The  board  shall  determine  and  appoint  times  for  regular  meet- 
ings of  the  same,  and  shall  provide  for  the  calling  of  extra  meetings, 
and  of  the  notification  of  the  same. 

Sec.  6.  Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
the  business  of  the  said  board. 

CANON  XX. 
Of  the  Church  Home  and  Orphanage. 

Section  1.  The  institution  known  as  the  Church  Home  is  hereby 
recognized  and  adopted  as  the  institution  of  the  diocese  for  the  purpose 
of  caring  for  aged  women  and  orphans  or  destitute  children. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  annually  elected  by  Council  eight  Trustees  of 
the  said  "The  Church  Home"  (three  from  among  the  Clergy  and  five 
communicants  from  among  the  Laity),  who  shall  hold  office  until  their 
successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualify,  and  who,  together  with  four 
other  Trustees,  to  be  elected  by  the  Church  Home  itself,  shall  control 
and  manage  the  Home  and  Orphanage.  The  Bishop  shall  be  ex  officio 
a  member  and  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  which  board  shall 
annually  report  to  the  Council. 

CANON  XXI. 

Section  1.  At  every  Annual  Council  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  five  (5) 
Laymen,  communicants  of  the  Church,  who,  with  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Council  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  shall  constitute  the 
Committee  on  Finance  of  the  Diocese.  Said  committee  shall  be  a  Board 
of  Advice  to  the  Bishop  in  all  financial  matters. 

Sec.  2.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  committee  it  shall  organize  by 
electing  a  Chairman  and  a  Secretary. 

Sec.  3.  The  committee  shall  hold  quarterly  meetings  for  the  purpose 
of  receiving  quarterly  reports  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council,  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  from  such  other  persons  as 
shall  be  charged  with  the  receipt  and  custody  of  funds  for  any  Diocesan 
purposes.  It  may  hold  such  other  meetings  as  may  be  called  by  the 
Bishop,  the  Chairman,  or  any  two  members  of  the  committee,  upon 
written  request. 

Sec.  4.  The  last  regular  meeting  of  the  committee  in  each  fiscal  year 
shall  be  held  on  the  Tuesday  after  the  first  Sunday  in  April,  at  which 
meeting  it  shall  prepare  its  annual  report  to  Council.  It  shall  submit 
to  Council  a  table  of  assessments  upon  the  parishes  and  missions  of 
the  Diocese,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate  and  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  Council  for  the  ensuing 
fiscal  year  as  provided  by  Canon  XVII.  It  may  submit  such  other 
recommendations  relating  to  the  finances  of  the  Diocese  as  it  may  deem 
proper.  It  shall  also  make  provision  for  the  necessary  funds  to  carry 
on  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese.  Immediately  after  this  meet- 
ing notice  shall  be  given  by  the  Secretary  of  the  committee  to  each 
parish  and  mission  of  the  amount  of  its  apportionment,  and  that  such 
apportionment  shall  be  recommended  to  Council  for  adoption. 
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Sec.  5.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  committee,  by  and  with  consent 
and  advice  of  the  Bishop,  to  raise  funds  for  Church  extension  in  the 
Diocese,  to  be  used  in  strengthening  weak  points  and  establishing  the 
Church  in  new  fields.  All  moneys  donated  or  collected  for  this  work 
shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council  and  kept  by  him  as 
a  separate  fund,  to  be  disbursed  by  direction  of  the  committee  upon 
the  written  order  of  the  Chairman. 

Sec.  6.  The  committee  shall  have  power,  by  and  with  the  consent  of 
the  Bishop,  to  adopt  for  its  government  and  for  the  conduct  of  its  work 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  it  may  deem  advisable,  and  shall  have 
power  to  order  the  payment  of  its  necessary  expenses  and  the  necessary 
expenses  of  its  members  upon  their  attendance  upon  the  meetings  of  the 
committee. 

Sec.  7.  The  committee  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  a  financial 
agent  whenever,  and  for  period  of  time  as  it  may  deem  necessary.  It 
shall  be  his  duty,  under  the  direction  of  the  committee,  to  canvass  the 
Diocese  for  subscriptions  and  donations  to  the  special  fund  for  Church 
extension  and  for  such  other  Church  purposes  as  the  committee  may 
direct. 
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RULES  OF  ORDER 


I.  After  the  Council  has  been  declared  duly  organized,  and  the  Com- 
mittee on  Credentials  appointed,  the  order  of  proceedings  for  the  first 
day  shall  be: 

1.  The  election  of  a  Secretary,  who  shall  have  power  to  appoint  an 
Assistant  Secretary. 

2.  The  election  of  a  Treasurer. 

3.  The  appointment  by  the  President  of  five  Standing  Committees, 
viz.:  A  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes,  to  consist  of  one 
Clergyman  and  two  Laymen;  a  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and 
Canons,  to  consist  of  three  Clergymen  and  two  Laymen;  a  Committee 
on  the  State  of  the  Church,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  one  Lay- 
man from  each  Missionary  District;  a  Committee  on  Unfinished  Busi- 
ness, to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen;  a  Committee  on 
Finance,  to  consist  of  five  Laymen,  communicants  of  the  Church,  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Council,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

4.  The  communication  of  the  application  of  congregations  for  admis- 
sion into  the  Council. 

5.  The  appointment  by  the  President  of  Preachers  for  the  first  day  of 
the  next  Annual  Council. 

6.  The  annual  communication  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese. 

7.  The  annual  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

8.  The  annual  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund, 
and  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council. 

9.  The  appointment  of  special  committees. 

10.  Miscellaneous  business. 

11.  The  services  for  the  opening  of  the  Council  on  every  day  succeed- 
ing the  first  day  shall  be  at  the  discretion  of  the  Bishop,  and  every 
day's  session  shall  be  closed  with  appropriate  Collects,  offered  by  the 
President. 

The  Anniversary  Sermon  of  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of 
Christianity  in  South  Carolina  may  be  preached  on  the  second  day  after 
Morning  Prayer. 

When  the  President  shall  have  taken  the  chair,  the  daily  order  of 
proceedings,  after  the  first  day,  shall  be: 

1.  The  readings  and  approval  of  the  Minutes. 

2.  Calling  the  names  of  members  absent  on  the  preceding  day. 

3.  The  election  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Church. 

4.  The  election  of  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention,  when  in  order. 

5.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South,  when  in 
order. 

6.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  when  in  order. 

7.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  St.  Mary's,  Raleigh,  when  in  order. 

8.  Tne  election  of  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  when 
in  order. 

9.  Reports  to  be  called  for  in  the  following  order: 
Of  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 

Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 
Committee  on  Finance. 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons.

10.  Miscellaneous  business. 

III.  Before  the  rising  of  the  Council,  the  Minutes  of  the  last  day's 
proceedings  shall  be  read  and  approved. 

IV.  The  Bishop's  Address  shall  be  at  any  time  in  order. 

V.  When  the  President  shall  take  the  chair,  no  member  shall  continue 
standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to  address  the  chair. 

VI.  The  delegation  of  each  church  shall  occupy  one  pew. 

VII.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Council  unless  he  hath 
leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

VIII.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  to  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  Council,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and,  without 
advancing,  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President, 
confining  himself  to  the  point  in  debate,  and  avoid  personality. 

IX.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  President 
shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

X.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question, 
without  leave  of  the  Council. 

XI.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of 
the  Council,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn  into  debate  during  same 
session,  except  upon  a  motion  to  reconsider,  which  may  be  moved  and 
seconded  by  any  member  who  voted  in  the  majority. 

XII.  When  the  President  is  putting  the  question  no  one  shall  hold 
private  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or  across  the  church. 

XIII.  In  voting  by  ballot,  the  Rolls  of  the  Clergy  and  of  the  Churches 
shall  be  called,  and  the  votes  deposited  with  the  Tellers,  as  called  for, 
and  no  votes  shall  be  received  after  the  Tellers  begin  to  count  the 
votes:  Provided,  That  the  Roll  of  the  Clergy  shall  be  called  and  their 
votes  deposited  with  the  Tellers  first,  and  immediately  thereupon  tl\e 
Roll  of  the  Churches  shall  be  called  and  their  votes  deposited  with  the 
Tellers. 

XIV.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  before  the  Council  unless  sec- 
onded and  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  President  or  any  other  member 
require  it.  A  Minister  or  Delegate  may  not  second  a  motion  offered 
by  a  Minister  or  Delegate  of  the  same  church  with  himself. 

XV.  When  a  question  is  before  the  house,  no  motion  shall  be  received 
but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  postpone 
to  a  certain  day,  to  commit  or  amend;  which  several  motions  shall  have 
precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  named.  A  motion  to  strike 
out  the  word  "Resolved"  shall  have  precedence  to  a  motion  to  amend, 
and  if  carried  shall  be  equivalent  to  a  rejection  of  the  resolution.  Sub- 
ject to  these  exceptions,  the  question  first  moved  shall  be  first  put. 

XVI.  Motions  to  lay  on  the  table  and  to  postpone  indefinitely  shall  be 
decided  without  debate.  A  motion  to  adjourn  may  interrupt  a  speech, 
or  any  other  business  of  the  Council. 

XVII.  No  leave  of  absence  shall  be  indefinitely  granted  to  any  mem- 
ber unless  full  and  sufficient  reason  be  given  by  him  to  the  Council. 

XVIII.  All  special  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Council. 

XIX.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event  of  which  he 
is  immediately  and  personally  interested,  or  in  any  case  where  he  was 
not  present  when  the  question  was  put. 

XX.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress  the  rules  of 
the  Council  the  President  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  to  order;  in 
which  case  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  immediately  sit  down, 
unless  permitted  to  explain.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  determined 
in  the  first  instance,  without  debate,  by  the  President;  but  any  member 
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may  appeal  from  such  decision  to  the  Council,  and  on  such  appeal  no 
member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  without  leave  of  the  Council. 

XXI.  The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  name  a  member  to  perform 
the  duties  of  the  chair,  but  the  substitution  shall  not  extend  beyond  an 
adjournment. 

XXII.  None  of  the  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  suspended,  without  the 
concurrence  of  tivo-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

XXIII.  The  foregoing  Rules  of  Order  may  be  read  at  the  opening  of 
every  Council,  and  shall  be  of  force,  unless  repealed  by  a  vote  of  the 
Council,  and  shall  not  be  altered  but  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  both 
Orders,  after  one  day's  notice  of  the  proposed  alteration.
